My Fathet, who had but a very flender Eftate, 
Married a Wido\y of 4 certain Gentleman of the 
Province of Anjou, where he likewiſe ſetled him- 
ſelf. He had in all four Children by her, the two 
eldeſt of which died very young. I was born on 
the 24th of Func, in the ogey and brought 
up under the Tuition of my Mor er, whom I loſt 
when'I was ſcarce ſeven Years of Age.

© that he offer'd to lay down half Qe Money for 
the Purchaſe of a Counſellor's Place 'in the Parlia- 
ment, believing my Father to be in a Condition to 
ſupply the reſt, which he declined, by reaſon of his 
Incapacity to furniſh ſuch a Sami, I reſolved 
therefore ro enter my ſelf as a Cadee in the Regiment 
of the Guards, in the Company of Pradels.

After I was recovered of my Wound. the King, 
who at that time, in ſome meaſure, ſaw 'Tranquiit 
reſtor'd in his Dominions, which for a conſidersb 
time had begy harrafled by Inteſtine Broils, did 'to 
ſatishe his Vrlike Inclinations, order a Fort to be 
Erected in the Gardens of the Thuellerie, where ſe- 
veral mock Attacks were made under the Conduct 
of Mounſieur de Puiſſi;n;. As I was Employed a- 
mong the reſt of the Guards, that uſed to be Exer- 
Ciſed in this Place, in the King's-preſence, fo I had

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from Landon, F'way preſented to him as his Son-in\ 
Law, having Married his Daughter before a Juſtice 
of Peace, which gave me no further reaſon to doube, 
but that we had been Married according to the 
Cuſtom of the Country, After I had ſpent three] 
wecks there, I returned alone to Londen, and gave 
an account to Monſieur de Bordeaux of what had 
happen'd ro me, with an intention to go again into 
the Country in two or three days, till fuch time that 
my Father, who was'expected ſuddenly from France 
ſhould come ro Town.

'orld to cenſure her behaviour ; that this reiſon 
xeing fo plauſible, Monſieur de Bordeaux could nog.in | 
he leaſt take it amiſs; whereas if wt ſhould come 
rom me, he would not take it in good part, 

Whilſt Matters ſtood thus, my Father return'd 
om France, and being advertisd of his coming, 
nd unwilling to let him find us together, I ſeat her 
o her Father's Houſe, whilſt my own was extream- 
y furpriz'd, to underſtand from Monſieur de Bor- 
deaux's own Mouth that I was Married, the more, 


decauſe he ſoon underſtood, that ſhe had bur a very 


ir WMlender Portion. Monſieur de. Bordeaux did all he 


ould to appeaſe his Anger ; and having then alrea- 
ly laid the deſign, he intended to put in execution 
hereafter, he told my Father, that he would adviſe 
im to have a meeting with his Dauger-in-Law's 
ather, that potlibly a means might beTound out ro 
ring them to an Accommodarion, and that he might 


be prevail'd upon to give her ſuch a Portion, as he 


ad no reaſon to be diffatisfy'd with, The Interview 

as appointed at the Aunts, where my Father told 
hem +) pram terms, that the Marriage was null, by 
reaſon ot my Minority ; and that 1t they would 
have the Marriage take efte&t, rhey muſt give 
a good Portion ro my pretended Wite ; that I being 
2 of Fortune without” an Eſtate, unleſs they 
eould give ſuch a Portion , as was ſufhcient tg 
maintain us both, there was. no likelihood of our co- 
habiting together, The Lady's Father anſwer'd, 
that he would not difable himſelf before his Neath ; 
that his Daughter had about 1200 Pounds left her 
by a Grandfather, which if ir would content them

himſelf. 

Bur this did not fatighe my Father, who demand- 
ed $2209 Livers. Monſieur de Bordeaux willing to 
lay hold of this opportunity to oblige my Spouſe, 
{ent her word by a certain Woman, the Wife of an 

| E C 3 Apo- 
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Apoſtate, who us'd to manage his Love Intrigues, 
that ſhe ſhould not be concern'd: at' his Demands, ' 
that His Excellency was ready to make up the 
Summ, in hopes ſhe would not prove ungrareful to 
him. I ſoon got notice of what had been propos'd 
upon this account ; and being now no longer in 
doubt concerning his good Intentions towards me, 
I was extreamly puzzled, in what manner I ſhould 
behave my felt towards him, The firſt thing 1 did 
was to fall foul upon the Meſſenger of Love; at 
which Mounfieur de Bordeaux. being 1o much ſtart- 
led, he advis'd my Father to take me with him back 
Into Fraxce, For, faid he, as ſoon as his Father-in- 
Law perceives you are in earneſt to ſend him away, 
he will ſtretch hard to draw him back again ; and 
he will ſcarce run the hazzard of _ tis Family 
aiſhonour'd, for want of an additional Portion: My 
Father was ſo credulous as to follow his advice ; 
and I had ace abandon'd my poſt, but he 
took poſſefiion of it ; tho' it muſt be confeſs'd,” that 
an unlucky. accident which happen'd about that time 
is the Family, did contribute not a little towards the 
obtaining his end. 

My Witke haj an elder Siſter, who had made a 
worlſe bargain of it than ſhe, being Debauch'd by a 
Married Man; who meeting one day her eldeſt Bro- 
ther, he was ſo much exaſperated at the fight of 
him, tbat he kill'd him in the Street. He was taken 
and commitred to Prifon 3 which Monſieur de Boy- 
deaux had no ſooner notice of, but he ſent word un- 
derhand to her Father, that if he would ' make bis 
applications to him, he would fee to obtain his Par- 
don, Accorgingly both the Farther and Daughter 
came torſue for his Favour, which he promis'd them; 
and having thetcby got the opportunity of havin 
leveral private meetings with my Spouſe, he at la 
got her to comply with his defires. Ir was not long 
before they threw away their Masks, her Father nat 
daring to appoſe it, by reaſon he was forc'd ta rely 
on him for his Sons pardon ; which made them a&t. 
ſo Larefac'd, that the whole Town took notice of it, 


eſpect> 
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eſpecially, when a young Daughter, begor betwixt 
- them, dicover'd the whole Intrigue to the World. 
Notwithſtanding all which, my pretty Spouſe hid 
conhdence enough to ply me with Letters almoſt 
every Poſt, but was very careful to conceal the 
matrer from me. But ſo ſoon as I had notice given 
me of it, by ſome of my Acquaintancel left in rhat 
oy 4 I civilly defir'd her not to trouble me an 
more for the future, becauſe I hated her as ' muc 
now, as I did love her before. 

Art my arrival in Paris, I muſt confeſs, I was re. 
ceiv'd with all the marks of kindneſs by the old 
Monſieur de Bordeaux, tho? in a little while after, 
he could not forbear to give me now and then a 
{mart touch upon my late Pg. Nay, once he 
told me very [2's or my Comfort, that when one 
went about to Marry in ſuch a faſhion as I had done, 
one ought to ſuppoſe, to provide a Wife both for 
ones Friends and ones ſelf, On the other hand, my 
pretty Spouſe furniſh'd me with another Matrimo- 
nial Comfort ; for being vex'd at the laſt Anſwer [ 
had ſent her, ſhe took an opportunity. to be re- 
veng'd upon me, by divulging a Secret I had truſted 
her with. 

Yop muſt know that I had often told her, that 1 
was ſent into England for no other reaſon, but be- 
cauſe they had conceiv'd a Jealouhie againſt me, :s if 
I was fallen in love with the young Madam de Ber- 
deaux + She had cunning enough to turn theſe words 
to my diſadvantage with the Ambafiadour, unto 
whom ſhe inſinuated that ſhe had all the reafon in 
the World to believe, that this ſuſpicion had not 
been altogether groundleſs, and that it would be ab- 
folutely for his Intereſt, 10 take efteCtual care that I 
ſhould not be admitted for the future to ſee her. 
Purſuant to this advice, the Ambaſladour writ to 
his Father, who had no ſooner receiv'd the Letter, 
but he told his Daughter-in-Law, that her Husband 
had order'd I ſhould pay her no more Viſits for the 
future. He told me not a word of it, but I found 
him more reſery'd than ordinary, and from that 
X = 7 ih time 
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rime on, ſought for all poſiible means to remove me 
from Pars, knowing that abſence is the molt efteQtual 
remedy againſt Love. He otten talk'd with me « 
it, taking for his pretence the War that was then 
begun, and ſoon after recommend<d me to the Mar. 
quiſs de Genlis Pizy, who commanded 2 Regiment 
of Horſe, and took me along with him, þeing very 
wiljing to oblige Monſieur de Bordeaux, I lerv'd as 
8 Volunteer in the Campaign of 1655. I was at 
the Seige of Landrecy, at the Seige of St. Guiiain and 
Conde, which were forc'd to ſurrender ; but / we 
were oblig'd to raiſe the Seige from before Capele. 
After my return our of the Campaign, I mer ſtill 
with a more cold receprion than before, from Mon- 
fieur d: Bord:aux, which made me take a refolution 
ro go into the Country. Not fir from my Father's, 
there: liv'd a gertain Gentleman, whoſe Name was 
Bl:ſſ*rie. who baving a good Pack of Hounds, we 
often us'd ro go Qut together a Hare hunting, Coms 
ing one Morning early to his Houſe, I went into 
his Lady's Ch.mber, to expect his return from 'a 
Neighbouring Village. His Wife being ſtill in Bed, 
as I enired the Chamber, the Door, which had a 


Spring-Lock happen'd to clap ciuvle behind me, 
It w.is not long before the Gentleman came home, 
who {1nding us thus lock'd up. together, began. to 
conceive a Jeulouhe zgainſt me, which 1 could 
plainly re«d in his Countenance. | le ask'd me ne- 
verthclefs, whether [ would go a tiuntjng with him, 
which we did, bur with ſome reluct.ncy on my (ide, 
3 


being pechups us uneahie all rhe while as himſelf, bee 
cauſe 1, was not ignorant, that Jcaluuſts prompts 
Men to all the Extravigancies in the World, After 
we were, return'd from i-unting, ezch ro his re- 
ſpective home, I refolv'd ro be mare ſp.ring in my 
Vihlits, in hopes thereby to cure him of hig Je.louhie ; 
tho' I can_geclere it that 1 neyer. gave him «ny reah 
occ: {10n, z5 having not the leaſt inrentian againſt his 
Honour : and tho! | neyer took the 6pportunity to: 
try her Virtue, .] believe her ta be a very Vertuous 
Woman, ar leaſt, ſhe þad the repntation as ſuch in 
the Country, *”::* i. nt +. At 


 , 
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 Atlaft acertain Gentleman, a near Kinſman of 
mine, who had been ſmitten with her, willing to 
improve this opportunity to infinuate himſelf into 
this [ealous Man's Favour, whiſper'd it in his Ears, as 
if he had gather'd ſomething morethan ſhould be from 
my own Diſcourſe, encouraging hina at the ſame time 
to revenge the Aﬀront,and GIL Service, as an 
unfeign'd Teſtimony of his Aﬀection towards him, 
The jealous Husband being inveigl'd by theſe Inft- 
nuations, they challeng'd me to kght with them, 
And notwithſtanding the ſevere prohibition againſt 
Duels, they rather challeng'd me ro an Engagement, 
than a ſingle Combart ; for they ſent me word that I 
mult look out for ſome of my Friends to be my Se- 
conds, there being three on their {ide refolvid to 
ſtand and fall by one another. I gave anſwer to 
thoſe who brought the Challenge, that I would not 
accept: of the Chalienge. bur that it they atrack'd 
me hrſt they might look to it, 

The jealous Husband was ſo much exaſperated at 
this Anſwer, that purſuant ro' the advice of his evil 
Councellors, he took a reſolution to aflaiinate me. 
I was adyertis'd of their deſign, which made me be 
always upon my guard, and when I went abroad a 
Hunting, I had at leaſt rwo Friends along with me. 
One day as I was riding thus along with them, I ſaw 
ſeveral Horſemen making up towards me, which 
made me tell them, - that it was I they aim'd ar. 
One of them ſeeing the unequality of our Number 
lefr me immediately, but the other ſeem'd as it he 
would ſtand by me. and follow'd me cloſely, towards 
an Encloſure, which I was endeavouring to get into 
before they could come up cloſe with me. :+ere ir 
was we reſolv'd ro ſtand rhe brunt ; but thoſe who 
purſu'd me being come within Muſquet ſhot of us, 
cry'd out to him who was with me, Go they had no 
Quarrel againſt him, that his beſt wayiwould be to 
retire from thence, elſe they would ſpare him as 
lxrle ag me. "a Sy 
ix» There needed no mare to make him leave me in 
the lurch, as the other had done before ; and tho' I 


di 
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did not know where to turn my ſelf in this extremi. 
ty. yet I put on the beſt Countenance I could ; 
when one of the Aſſaflins fir'd at me and wounded 
me in the tip, I fell immediately ſprawling upog 
the Ground, and they believing I was kill'd outright, 
rid away full ſpeed. : 

In the mean while one of my Companions, he 
that left me firſt of all, had made the beſt of his 
way to a Neighbouring Town, where having giver 
the Alarm, the Inhabitants who came to my aſliſt. 
ance, did carry me to my Father's Houſe, where [ 
was {ix Months before I could be cured of my 
Wounds. | 

There was ſcarce any body who believ'd I could 
eſcape with Life ; and I being of the ſame opinion 
may ſelf, defir'd my Father to recall my Siſter out 
of a Nunnery, where ſhe had been Eleven Years, 
without the leaſt hopes of being = upon to 
embrace the Religious Life, which my Father had 
ofren endeavour'd to perfwade her to, and was juſt 
then upon the point of having forc'd her to it, ac- 
cording to the Cuſtom of ſome Parents, who are 
not able to give Portions to their Daughters, or elſe 
will not part with their Money, for fear of im- 
poveriſhing the Family. You may imagine that this 
was joyful News for her, flattering herſelf, that by 
my Death ſhe ſhould forever be freed from what ſhe 
dreaded moſt. * 

But contrary to the opinion of all, I was cured 
once more, tho* for a whole Year together I was f6 
weak, as not to be able to mount Mm Horſebac 
which was the reaſon that in two Campaigns I di 
net appear in the Field. I afterwards obtain'd a 
Commiſſion of a Cornet, in the Marqueſs de Lam- 
berts Company, in the great Royal Regiment, for 
which I ſtood indebred to the Courteſie of Monſieur 
de Bordeaux : Whilſt I was Employ'd in the Army 
my Father proſecuted thoſe who attempted ro Afﬀal- 
{inate me, fo vigorouſly, that being out-law'd they 
were forc'd to ily the Country, © © 

I told 
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I told you before, that purfuant to a Treaty be- 
twixt France and Cromwel, the laſt was to furniſh us 
with Six Thouſand Foot, and Thirty Men of War; 
Theſe were to be employ'd againft Dunkirk, under 
condition, that the place, after it was taken, ſhould 
be ſurrender'd to the Eng/iſh. So ſoon as the King 
had receiv'd Intelligence that the Engliſk Fleet was 
Put to Sea, and that theſe 6c00 Men were join'd 
our Forces, Duri;rk was belieg'd in the Month of 
May, in the Year 1658. The Spaniards advanc'd 
with an Army to relieve the Place, The Marſhal 
de Hoquizcourt, who had quitted' the King's Party, 
came With a Body to view our Lines, and Enga d 
our main Guard, where he was kilPd in the En- 

agement. Monſieur de Turenne obſerving that the 
By were refoly'd to Attack Win our Lines, 
drew out his Forces to make Head againſt them. 
'The Battle was fought with great obſtinacy for ſome 
time on both ſides ; but the Spaniſh Horſe beginning 
firſt to give way, were ſo warmly ply'd by ours, 
thatthey wereforc'd to abandon the Foot. Four of their 
Regiments ſeeing themſelves enclos'd on all fides, 
threw down their Arms without ſtriking a 

and cry*d out for Quarter. "The reſt diſcourag'd by 
their nn, durſt not ſtand it out much longer ; 
ſo that in the purſuit we killd a number 
them, and got abundance of Priſoners. In the pur- 
ſuit I was wounded by a Muſquetoon : 'The Ball 
went into the left Cheek about an inch under the 
Eye, and paſs'd through the Head; coming out a- 
gain near the Ear on the fame fide. I was carried 
to Monſieur de Sangoin, Son-in-Law to Monſieur 
de Bordeaux, who was then Maſter of the Rag ; 
Houſhold , from whom TI receiv'd very ſingular 
Marks of his Aﬀe&tion : Whilſt 1 lay under cure, 
Dunkirk ſurrender'd to the King, and Turenne made 
ſome other Conqueſts in thefe parts. 'The Spaniards 
ſceing their Aﬀairs to he in a declining condition 
were willing to make Peace now, which they ha 
refus'd before. So I was disbanded, and return'd ta 
Parg, where I found I had other Fiſh to fry. 


You 
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You muſt know, that my Engliſh Spouſe had all 
this while continued her amorous Intrigues with 
Monſieur de Bordeaux. But the face of Aﬀairs was. 
much changed of late in England; for after the 
Death of Cromwell, his Son _—_ hading his Shoul. 
ders too weak to bear the Burthen his Father had 
born with ſo much Reſolution ; he was ſcarce in- 
veſted with the fame Dignity, but he laid it down 
of his own accord, and refign'd his place to the true 
Heir af the Crown, who was Acknowledged and 
Proclaimed by the People their King; Mounfieur 
de Bordeanx had Orders {nt him to Compliment the 
King upon his Reſtauration to the Throne ; but he 
refuſed to admithim into his preſence, as having born 
the Charater of Ambaſlador under the Uſurpation 
of his mortal Kgemy. Being therefore recall'd by 


rhe King he return'd to France, and was ſoon after 
followed by my Spoule. | 

He was no ſooner come to Paris, but he told my 
Father, that I muſt take my Wife again, her Pa- 
rents having been prevailed upon to allow her the 
delired Summ for her Portion, and for tear they 


ſhould retrat, he had made them to depolite 
the Money in his Hands. My Father anſwer'd, 
that he believ'd I would not do ir, and that if I 
were to ask him his Opinion, he would not adviſe 
me to it. This Anſwer was not very pleaſing to 
Monſieur de Bordeaux, who told my Father, that 
whether I would, or not, it muſt be done ; that he 
Himſelf had given him his Word, that he would give 
his Conſent to the Match, provided ſhe had a Por- 
yon of 40000 Livers paid down ; That thereu 
on he had Treated with them upon theſe Cendiri- 
ons, and that now his Honour lay ar ſtake. My 
Father reply'd, [That thoſe Reaſons would ſcarce be 
ng enough to induce me to comply with what 
he defired. Thus they parted, not without ſome 
hard Words on beth -{1des ; nevertheleſs Monſieur 
de Bordeaux deſired him to bring me to him the next 
day,.that he might talk with me himſelf. Bur I 
xetuſced to go, which made him alter his _ 
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and engaged Monſiear Sangoin toinvite me to Din- 
ner. He knew that I had a greatDeference for Mon- 
fieur de Sangoin, and that I could not refuſe him, 
what | would have refuſed to any body elſe. He was 
there preſent at my coming, ſhewing not the Jeaſt 
concern, by which ſtratagem he hoped to ſurpriſe 
me the ſooner. I no ſooner ſaw him, bur I readily 
eſs'd that his aim was at me ; and it was not lon 

fore they both began to engage with me, in di 
courſe concerning this buſineſs. told me, that 
I did not conſider my own good Fortune : F 
could ſcarce ever hope to meet with fo fair and rich 
a Wife ; and ſo much accompliſh'd as this. -I told 
them, that perhaps this might be, bur that if I could 
not meet with all theſe rare Qualifications, I would 
endeavour at leaſt ro have one, that might be more 
yertuous; after they had told me many more ſuch 
like things, Monſieur de Sangoin taking me aſide, 
rold me, t I was very unwiſe thus to.infiſt upon 
a fantaſtical notion; that it would be much more for 
my advantage to advance my Fortune than to be 1o 
opiniatre againſt my own Intereſt. ' Hefaid if it was 
more money I wanted, he would-take care I ſhould 
have it, which would make me eafie all at once. I 

ve him for an Anſwer, 'That it was not Money 
that could tempt me, and that whoever would take 
the pains to trouble me any further about ir, would 
only loſe their labour. 

Monſieur de Sangoin, having told my Anſwer to 
Monſieur de Bordeaux, he once more told me art part-. 
ing, That he faw plainly I had forgot what bothy 
his Father and he had done for me ; "Fhat ic would 
be beſt for me not to {light the Offer he had made 
me: That it was ſtill in their power to do me | 
Service, and that it would be berter tor me, to take is 
into ſerious con{ideration, before it was too late. He 
ſent alſo for my Father, unto whom I had given an 
Account of | had paſt at-this interview. Heask'd' 
him, whether I had conſidered the matter and whe- 
ther [ had not altered my refolution. My Father 
Anfwered himNo, and'T had conceived ſuch a war 
again! 
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againſt this Creature, 'That the only way to put me 
in an ill humour, was to Name her ; that fince the 
laſt Interview I had neither Eat nor Drunk, and i 
I continued thus much longet, - there would be 
more occaſion to conſult about my Burial, than 3 


Marriage. 

; At laſt Monſieur de Bordeaux, began to change his 
tune, and told my Father, That it I would not do 
what I ought to do by fair Means, he would find a 
way to make me do it: "That he would not for the 
future acknowledge me for hisKinſmari; and that he'd 
prove as ſevere an Enemy, as he had been a Friend 
ro me : That he had ſome Intereſt in the Parliament, 
which he would make uſe of to bring me to reaſon 
and to make me ſenſible who was in the Right, and 
who in the Wrong. $. 

\ Thus having Declared open War againſt me, he 
ſent me a Summons in the Name of my Engl: 
Spouſe, to ſhew cauſe why the ſaid Marriage ſhould 
not ſtand good, and accordingly to pay her a 
Yearl Penton of 2000 Livers per Amnum, for her 


Subſiſtance, till the matter ſhould be decided by 


Law ; for which my Father ſhould ſtand engage 
as well as my ſelf ; to ſuch a point of Extravagancy 
this Man was hurried on by his boundleſs Paiſlion, 
To confeſs the Truth Idid not very well like the 
matter, not knowing what to think of it, if God had 
not interpoſed betwixt us; for myFather had but tew 
Friends in Compariſon of Monſieur de Bordeaux, 
and this would not have been the firſt caſe, where 
Intereſt has prevail'd above Juſtice. 

It happened that at the Publick entry of the. 
/ Queen, which was made in the month of Augyſt, in 
the Year 1660. There was a "Throne Erected for 
| the Queen to Mount upon, without Sr. Anthony's

Seconds, and that therefore he might appear there 
with the like number. The Duke de Briſſec ask'd 
me if 1 knew who he was, and how I durſt talk to 
him at thatrate. I told him that I was not Ignorant 
that he was a Duke and Peer of France ; but that at 
the ſame time it was my opinion, that his Quality 
could not exempt him from giving fatisfaftion to a 
Gertleman of that Quality, as he was, unto whom 
the Injury was done by him. 1 told him further, 
that the Princes of the Blood, whoſe Quality was Su-

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ſecurity for thoſe who are purſu'd by a bad Con-' 
ſcience, which made me reſolve to leave the King- 
dom, or art leaſt retire to ſome remote Garriſon, 
where I might live in hopes to eſcape that puniſh- 
ment I had deſerv'd. With this Intention I came to 
my Father's Houſe, to bid him farewel ; but not 
finding him at home, 1 told my Siſter, that it would 
be a great while before I ſhould ſee her again, deft- 
ring her to let me have a little Money and a few 
Ehirts, but ſhe was ſo hard hearted as to refuſe me 
both ; thus I parted much diflatisty'd with her, be- 
ing convinc'd that ſhe is a very 1l|-natur'd Creature. 
I met afterwards with the Marquiſs de Grancey, (who 
ſince dy'd Commander in Chiet of a Squadron of 
Ships) who had ſome knowledge of me, haying 
ſeen me with one of the Captains in his Regiment, 
who is-a Kinſman of mine. I defir'd he would take 
me along with him, pretending ſome buſineſs at 
Thionville, where his 'Regiment lay in Garriſon, 
which he did accordingly. 

Bur before I go further to tell you what became 
of me afterwards, I cannot paſs 4 in fence the 
deſtiny of that Company I had left, and*how far 1 
am indebted to God's Mercy, for having put it into 
my thoughts, to leave theſe Deſperadoes. The Ex- 
actions and 'T'yranny's they exercis'd, by their Par- 
ties ſent abroad from the Caſtie, in the wy heart 
of the King's Dominions, and in the very fight of 
Pars, having ſoon reach'd the King's Ears ; and a 
thing of this nature being look'd upon as inſuffer- 
able, a Detachment of the Guards was fent, with 
ſome of the Grand Muſqueteers to reduce this Rebel- 
lious Crew.

But my Gentleman, 
to whom I had given expreſs Orders to let neither 
of the rwo Brothers, nor any of their acquaintance 
come into the Houſe ; ſeeing that, they opened the 
door to him, and that he was making the beſt of his 
way to hys Siſter's Chamber, drew his Swordto oppoſe 

im, crying out aloud tn the reſt of the Servants to 
come to his afliſtance, their Maſter's Honour lyin 
now at ſtake, My Brother-in-law was almoſt 
Drunk when he entred the Houſe, fo that being hur- 
ried on by the violence of his Paſlion, and the hot 


fumes of the Wine, he run himſelf upon my Gentle-' 


man's 
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man's Sword, and fell immediately upon the Ground, 
wallowing in. his own Blood. tie had brought a- 
bour ſeven or eight Troopersand Servants along with 
him, who ſeeing him in this condition, took him 
up, and carried him to the next Chirurgeon, who 
roms him a Bed, he being ſo Weak as not to be 
nt without great danger to his own Houſe. 

The People who had always a particular kind- 
neſs for that Family, ſurrounded my Houſe, and 
forcing the Doors laid hold on my, Gentleman, whom 
they abuſed, beat, and carried to Priſon. My Bro- 
ther-in-law dying within two Aays afrer, my Gen- 
tleman was accuſed of Murther, which put me hard 
toit; for I look'd upon it as Barbarous to fee my 
Servant Die having been Faithful ro me, and 9n the 
other hand, I wasunwilling to diſoblige my Spouſe 
who had engag'd me not to folicite his pardon. I 
pitch'd Ga upon a Medium, ſo asto avoid diſplea- 
ling her, and at the fame time to preſerve a Perſon 
whoſe Misfortune proceeded only from having been 
too Faithful to me. I found means to get a Copy 
of what had been Depoſed againſt him, which I ſent 
ro the Marqueſs de Beauveau Depence, who was my 
intimate Friend, .and in great Eſteem with the Ele- 
Qor. 1 *'d of him to ſpeak to the Ele&ar in 
my behalf, and ro repreſent to hirg, that I had E- 
ſpouſed my Wife upon his Recommendation, and 
that if my Servant muſt ſuffer Death for having de- 
fended his Maſter's Honour, I could not expect for 
the future to live in ſecurity my ſelf. The EleQor 
being inform'd exa&tly of what bad paſs'd, diſcour- 
ſed the marter with Monſieur Fuchs Preſident of his 
Council, who being of the ſame Opinion with the 


 EleQor , that ol arvent's Misfortune had hap- 


'd rather bya iſchance than any intended Ma- 
fice : he ſent Orders to the Prifon-keeper ro let him 
go, before Sentence could paſs againit him. Morn- 
heur Depence order'd me at the ſime time to ſend 
him forthwith back into France, without letting him 
as much as enter my Houſe : "This being his Ele- 
Qoral Highnefles expreſs Colmend, who had Par-

don'd 
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don'd liim upon this Condition. Accordingly I fur: 
niſhed him with what was neceffary for his Journey, 
and gave him beſides this, a good Gratuity for the' 
Service he had done me; but” in lieu” of returning' 
into France where he was born, he went to Bruſſels 
where he had a Brother living who' was Married in 
that place, 

The late Monſieur yo, 7g Father-in-law, 
had, after the Death of my Wife's Mother, Married 
a young Lady of Qyality out of Denmark, who was 
a Coufin German of his firſt Wife, but much hand. 
ſomer than ſhe, at leaft as I have heard it ſaid, for 
I never ſaw my Mother-in-law. She had got ſuck 
an aſcendant over my Father-in-law, that he en- 
dowed her with all that he could, nay even with 
more than he ought to have done ; for he preſented 
her with Jewels, Pearls, and other ſuch like things to 
a great value, which had been my Mother-in-laws ; 
and which ſhe with hig conſent had left by her laſt 
Will to: my Spouſe. 'Fhis laſt Lady had been (6 
cunning as to alter moſt of them, ſo as ſcarce to be 
known again, hoping to defraud my Wite of them 
by this means ; bn ſome few Years before I was 
Married ro my Spouſe, my Father-in-Law hap- 
pen'd to die, whilſt ro her Misfortune, ſhe was juſt 
abſent, and in Denmark; having left her Jewelsand 
4 good Sum of Gold, which ſhe had pick'd up fince 
her Marriage, in a Cabinet. The Eldeſt of my 
Wife's Brothers, who knew'of the matter, and was 
much difſarighed at my Father's over-eaſineſs, had 
not Charity enough to give her notice of his ſick- 
neſs; but did nor ſend her the leaſt word till after 
he was Dead, and whilſt ſhe was upon her Journey 
out of D:nmirk he laid hold of all what ſhe had 
hoardtd up in the Cabinet, which ar her return ſhe 
found empry. This occaſioned a Law-fuit berwixt 
them, bur wanting evidence to prove the Matter a- 
gainſt him, ſhe was adviſed to ler the Matter remain. 
im ſuſpence. ; 

My Brother-in-law being of a weak Conſtitution 
and 'Conſumprive beſides, he refolved-neverto Mar- 


ry, 
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ry, knowing that Marrying would be the readieſt 
way to haſten him to his Grave; yet he could nor 
eſcape his deſtiny, for it was not long after my Mar- 
riage, before he took his bed, and finding his Ma- 

y encreaſe paſt remedy, he was deſirous to be.re- 
concil'd to his Siſter. She being ſent for, and come 
to his Bed-ſide, he expreſs'd his ſorrow for what was 

, and at the ſame time delivered to her all the 
nnDy and other precious Movables he found'in 
the Cabinet ; telling her, that ſhe need not ſcruple 
to receive, them, they having always belong'd to the 
Family. He gied in a few days after, and my Mo- 
ther-in-law renewed the Law-ſuit againſt me, but 
being as deſtitute of Witnefles; as ſhe had been he- 
fore, ſhe let it drop once more. 

After the death of my Wife's Brother, many put 
in for the Governour's place, vacant by his death ; 
and the Ele&toral Prince made uſe of his Intereſt for 
the Count de FJoleſtine, who was his Favourite; for 
my part, had not the leaſt thoughts of ir,conlidering 
that what little Service I had done to His EleCto- 
ral Highneſs. could nor in the leaſt raiſe me to the 
pretenſ1on of ſuch a place as this. But as his High- 
neſs had ſhew'd me very evident marks of his Fa- 
vour.upon ſeveral occaſions before, fo zr this time 
he gave me the moſt — proof of his good- 
neſs, beyond whatever I could have expected from 
him ; For he ask'd me in the preſence of the whole 
Court, what was the reaſon that I was the only per- 
ſon that did not put in forthe Governors place which 
had been in the Hands: both af my Brother and 
Father-in-law, ſince, as being their Heir, I had 
a more juſt pretence than others. I made a protound 

erence, and at the fame time told his Highneſs, 
"That I had not the Confidence to pretend to fo great 
a Favour, thinking my ſelf already Rewarded beyond 
what 1 deſery'd, by what Favours he had been 
leas'd to beſtow upon me before ; but that 1 would 
ay hold of all opportunities ro endeavour to ſhew 
my ſelf not altogether unworthy of them. His Ele- 
Coral Highneſs anſwered - That 1 ought tv be 
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no 
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no loſer for my Modeſty's fake, which deſerving a 
proportionable Reward, he would beſtow the Go- 
vertment upon me ; That I ſhould continue to ſerve 
h'm well, which would be an inducement to him, 
to heap upon me more Favours than he had done 
before. This good Fortune, which came much be. 
yoand my expectation, prov'd however the occaſion 
that I was ever after look'd upon with a very ill Eye 
by the EleQtoral Prince, tho' againſt all Reaſon, as 
15 «pparent from what I have ſaid jut now. How. 
ever, before I proceed in rhe recital of my Adven- 
tures, and what Reaſons induc'd me to avoid his An- 
ger, which I was afraid one time or other might pra- 
duce very ill conſequences on my fide; I judge it not 
amiſs ro inſert ſome paſſages relating to publick Af- 
fairs, there being a ſtrict connexion betwixt thoſe 
Matters | am to relate -in theſe Memoirs, and them, 
by which it may appear, in what manner I conduct-

EWTS the Great having for very weighty 
Reaſons of State, taken a Refclurion ro 
humble the Pride of the Durch, entred in- 
to an Alliance with the King of Enyland, 

and ſome other Princes Bordering upon the Lower 

Ws to declareWar againſt them.'There wasnot one 

of all the Neighbouring Princes, but what was very 


glad of this opportunity ; and the EleCtor of Branden- 
F 4 burgh

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burgh himſelf would queſtionleſs have entered inta 
- this Alliance, if Reaſons of State had not over-bal. 
- lanc'd his Inclinations, for he had indeed more 
Weighty matters of Complaint againſt them than 
the other Princes, for they exerciſed a Sovereign Ju- 
riſdiftion in the moſt conſiderable Places of the 
Dutchy of Cleves, whereas by Contract, they . were 
only to Garriſon them for their own ſecurity : But 
conſidering that they had already Enemies enough 
to humble them, it was not his Intereſt ro ſee them 
quite deſtroy'd. He was alſo ſufficiently convinced, 
that when they ſaw themſelves entangled in fo bur- 
henſom a War, they would be under a neceſlityof 
making their Applications to him; and that in that 
Jun&ture, it wouid be more ſuitable ro his Intereſt, 
to prevent than to promote their Deftruftion. He 
knew that if he ſhauld engage in a, War, without ta- 
king all the neceflary precautions, he might chance 
to be Attack d either by Poland or Swegen; the 
firſt of which watch'd all opportunities to recover the 
Duczal Pruſſia, the laft ro Conquer the remaining 
part of Pomerania, It was theſe conſiderations 
were ſo prevailing with the Ele&tor, that when the 
Dutch ſolicited for Succours, he propoſed ſuch hard 
Conditions to them, that they didnot think fit to ac- 
cept of them. For the EleCtor pretended no leſs 
than the Reſtitution of all thoſe places in the Dutch 
of Cleves, and the Dutch flattering themſelves wit 
hopes to prevent the irruption of the French, (who 
were not as then yet entered the Durch Territories) 
by making their ſubmiii.on to the King; or elſe to 
come to an Accommodation with the Engliſh, they 
would not buy his Afliſtance at fo dear a Rate, and 
thus the Treaty broke off, In the mean while the 
Ele&tor fore ceing that the Alliance betwixt France 
and England was laid upon fuch a Baſis and cement- 
ed by the common Intereſt of theſe two Kings, that 
the ſame would nor be eafily diſſolved, he ſent his 
Miniſter to the Imperial Court, tomake exa&t obſer- 
yations, how the deſigns of France were reliſh'd by 
the Emperor, and if he found that he began to þe 
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p_-_ of this French Irruption, to declare to his 
perial Majeſty, that his Maſter was ready to join 
his Forces with the Imperialiſts, to prevent the de- 
ſigns of the French. 

The prodigious ſucceſs which attended his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty's Arms, did encreaſe this Jealou- 
fie; for in fix Weeks time, the Hollanders ſaw them- 
ſelves reduc'd to fo low an ebb of Fortune, that all 
theis paſs'd Glory did appear no otherwiſe than the 
Sun in' an Eclipſe. For the King had in the two 
Months of Fune and Fuly, in the Year 1672, taken 
from them above Forty ſtrong Places, ſome of which 
had held out formerly a great while, againſt very 
formidable Armics. In the number of thoſe, were 
thoſe Places in the Dutchy of Cleves, belonging to 
the Eleftor of Brandenburgh; and as he would ra- 
ther ſee them in the Durch than in the French hands, 
he ſhew'd more forwardneſs now to hearken to the 
Propoſitions made to him by the Dutch, to march ta 
their Reliet. 

The Emperor wſto took the French Conqueſts as 
much to heart as the Hollanders themſelves, did alſo 
join his Intereſt with theirs, the ſooner to prevail up- 
on the EleEtor to come to their afhiſtance. He pro- 
mis'd, that as ſoon as the Elector's 'Troops were on 
their March, thoſe of the Empire ſhould be ready tg 
Join them, by which means they hop'd tro coop up 
the French,their Army not being very numerous upon 
the Rhine at that time, becauſe they had diſpers'd 
moſt of their Troops in the new Conqueſts. It the 
advice of the Prince of Conde had taken place, who 
foreſaw that this ſtupendious ſucceſs would certain 
alarm thoſe who were jealous of the French Power ; 
moſt of theſe Places were to have been diſmantl'd, 
the Garriſons of which would have been ſufficient 
to bring two or three good Armies into the Field, 
which would have prov'd the only means to keep the 
Neighbouring Princes in awe, and to prevent their 
decl.ring againſt France. Burt his advice being over- 
'rul'd by thoſe of a contrary Sentiment, this erfi- 
boldned the Elector to take up Arms againſt the 


King, 
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King, and a Treaty was concluded betwixt hiny 
the Emperor and Hollanders to fuccour one another, 
The EleQor's Army conſiſted of about 25000 Mex 
but for the moſt part new Levies, not one balf of 
them being old 'Troops. 'The Emperor's Forces 
were no leſs numerous, and Commanded by Monte. 
cuculi, a General of great Reputation, and wha 
was grown old in the Exerciſe of the Art of War, 
In the Eletor's Army nothing was more talk'd of, 
than how they would ſwallow up the French Army, 
which indeed was not.then above ten or twelve 
Thouſand ſtrong, their Forces being diſpers'd in fo 
many Garriſons. 'Thus fluſh'd with hopes of con- 
quering all before us, we march'd as to an undoybr. 
ed Victory. We enter'd Weſtphalia; that part which 
belong'd to the Biſhop of Munſter, who ſtood then 
in alliance with France, and had no Forces in thoſe 
parts to diſpute our paſlage. The Eleftor who 
Commanded in Perſon, took care to have an exa&t 
Diſcipline obſerv'd there, being in hopes of bring- 
ing the ſaid Biſhop over to he Emperor's Party, 
whoſe Subje& he was. From thence we march'd 
to the Ele&tor of Cologne's Territories, where we 
liv'd at diſcretion, pillaging where ever we came ; 
This Prince being ſuppos'd ſo firmly link'd to the 
Intereſt of France, that nothing bur the total deſola- 
tion of his Country, could ſeparate him from it, 
We belieg'd Herle, and as wewere carrying on our 
approaches, Intelligence was given us, . that the 
Marſhal de Bn paſs'd the Rhine with 12 or 
14000 Men, all choſen Trgops, to give us Battle, 

The great renown of this General truck ſuch a 
Terror among us, that tho' we were at leaſt as 
ſtrong again, yet we rais'd the Siege, not without 
fome precipitation, Turenne march'd after us, and 
the EleCtor drew back into the Country of Marche, 
not believing that Twrexne would follow him fo far. 
In the mean while he diſpatch'd Meſlenger after 
Mefſenger to Montecucul;, to know the reaſon why 
he did not come to join him. Bur ſome inteſtine 
Commotions.in Hungary, where a Conſpiracy _ 
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lately diſcover'd againſt the Emperor, had 
po akon that this General advanc'd but ve- 
ry ſlowly ; and tho' he had begun his March to- 
wards the Rhine, he did not march at any great di- 
ſtance from-Viewna. Turenne, who muft paſs the 
River Wefer, befare he could enter the Country of 
Marche, took the Towns of Hamme Roeft and Alſer, 
ſituate 'upon the ſaid River; and having left in 
each of them a good Garriſon, by pag the faid 
River, and march'd towards us. We Entrench'd 
our ſelves near the Banks of the River Lippe, un- 
willing to hazard a Battle, which gave him the op- 
portunity to make himſelf Maſter of Bielfelde, Ra- 
vensburgh and Lipſtade, where he paſs'd the River 
Lippe, driving us before him like a Herd of Sheep, 
As a as to the utmoſt Frontiers of the Country. of 
Marche 


_ 0 rom hence the EleQor ſent Monſieur de Beauveau 


Depence to Turenne, offering to lay down his Arms, 
under condition thar the King ſhould withdraw his 
Troops from his Territories, and reſtore to him the 

laces belonging to him in the Dutchy of Cleves ; 
Hat for the reſt he would ſtand Neuter during this 
War, and would renounce the Treaty made be- 
ewixt him and the Dutch, The King accepted 
theſe Propoſitions, after his Troops had almoſt 
uin'd the Country, where they had taken up their 
Winter Quarters. I paſs'd that Winter at Altenoe, 
where 1 was ſeiz'd with a moſt violent Fever, fo 
that my Life being deſpair'd of, I prepar'd my ſelf 
for Death, by receiving the Sacraments ; bur it 
pleas'd God to diſpoſe otherwiſe of me, and I wag 
reſtor'd to Health, before the beginning of the next 
following Campaign. 

I was extreamly rejoyc'd at the Peace made with 
the EleQor, which deliver'd me from that reluQtan- 
cy which I always found in my ſelf to ſerve againſt 
my King : For tho' I had married a Native of Ger- 
many, and had my Eſtate and a conſiderable Em- 
ployment there, yet what I did was againſt my Jn- 
Clination, Neither my two Children born _

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ither the proſpect I had of advancing my Fortune, 
=. much higher degree than I could reaſonably 
propole to my ſelf in France, were motives 
enough to hinder mg from wiſhing frequently to re- 
turn into my own Country : And not to dillemble 
the truth, I had done it long before, if the conſ- 
deration of the ill ſtate of my Aﬀairs there, which 

d.made me leave France, had not retarded my re- 
- ſohation, . 

But my ſoy did not laſt long. The Ele&or hay. 
ing been once more Intreated by the Emperor to 
Jon his Forces with him, the troubles in Hungary 

ing now appeas'd, broke the "Treaty fo lately 
made with our King : and ſeyeral others of the Ger. 
man Princes, declar'd at the ſame time againſt him 
4 that if England and the Eleftar of Bavaria had 
done like the reſt, the Confederacy againſt France 
would have been the ſame it has been of late. Of 
all the Princes that were enter'd into a League with 
our King, there was none that remain'd ſtedfaft, 
except the EleQor of Cologn, and that not very long, 
being forc'd by the Enemy, who ſurrounded him on 
all Qdes, to do like the reft. The Elefor Palatin, 
notwithſtanding he was Father-in-law to the Duke 
of Orleans, was one of the firſt who left the French 
Party, whoſe example the Biſhop of Munſter fol- 
low'd, but rather out of neceffity than by his own In- 
clinations. But neither the conjunction of theſe For- 
ces with thoſe of the Emperor's, nor the Spaniard; 
declaring at the fame time againſt France, was half 
ſo much ſurprizing to the King, as the Peace made 
yym_ the King of England and the Dutch, in the 

ear 1674. 

Thus Lews the Great ſaw himſelf under an abſo- 
lute neceſlity to carry on a War alone, againſt fo 
many Princes enter'd into a confederacy againſt him. 
The Ele&tor of Brandenburgh took a review of his 
Troops, which confifted of 20000 Men, —_—_ 
hending the new Levies.

Swedes,cntered into anAlliance with the King of Dex- 
ark, and rhe Houſe of Brunſwick Lunenburgh, ex- 
cept the Duke of Hanover, who would not joyn with 
them, but rather declared for the other fide. The 


General Rasfe/d who then Commanded the Branden- 


burgh Forces, Belieg'd Locknizz, and Hangel, be- 
ing refoly'd to Relieve ir, coſt what it would, paff'd 
the Rhe at Hollin, and. advanc'd with his Army be- 
rwixt 2 great Bog and Foreſt, which extended 
from Wellin to Locknitz. Raxfeld having receiv'd 
timely intelligence of his March, left as many 
Troops before Locknirz, as were ſufficient to guard 
the Trenches : with rhe reſt he marclyd againit the 
Swedes, who retreated ar the firſt Charge. Some of 
them got to Wolin, the reſt fled into the Woods, 
where they could not eafily be purſu'd, by reaſon of 
the thickneſs of it, which would have endanger'd 
thoſe that purſu'd them. The Brandengurghers took 
about 1500 Priſoners, and killd 800, with the 
loſs of about half rhe Number on their fide ; bur 
the Swedes did nor'carry oft one Priſoner. 7/ranget 
happening” to die not long after, and the Command 
of de Swediſh Army being given to the 
Sharenbergh, he took a reſolution to beliege Enfield, 
ro fgnalize himſelf by this Enterprize. All this 
Oy in the Campaign of 1675. 

The Elector of Brandenburgh, who was at tfat' 
time at the Hague, to confer with the reſt of the» 
Confederate Princes, had no ſooner receiv'd the 
News of the Victory obtain'd by General Rasfeld, 
but he haſtn'd with all poſſible ſpeed, to pur kim- 
ſelf at the Head of his Army. The River of Lingne 
was betwizt us and the Enemy, and they could not 
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Beſicge Enfield before they had paſs'd that River, 
that To directed our March thither ro diſpute their 


Paſſage. The EleQor having receiv'd Intelligence, 


that they had ſeiz'd upon ſome Boats, and the Ferry. 
Boat, berwixt Enclin and Enfield, in order to lay a' 


Bridge over the faid River, and that they had al. 


ready begun to paſs it, order'd us to haſten our 
March, in hopes we might come time enough to 
event them. As we approach'd the Bank of the 
iver, we found about 4000 of the Enemy, who 
being already paſs'd the River, were charg'd {6 
briskly, that few of them eſcap'd our Hands. 

Thus the War being carried on with more Heat 
than ever, the Ele&tor ſent me back to A4ltenoe, fear- 
ing leſt the Enemy ſhould have a Deſign upon that 

lace, and his foreſight was not ill grounded.; for 
f was cloſely Belteged in the next Campalgh. As 
this Seige was not unexpected to me, fo | had often 
ſolicited at Court to provide the place with all neceſ- 
fries, which however I could not obtain. This 
made me take a reſolution to ſeize upon all that I 
found in rhe Circumjacent places, which 1 judg'd ne- 
ceflary to make a Vigorous Defence. Coningsmark, 
who then Commanded the Swedes, in lieu of Sharen- 
. bergh, came to view the place; of which I gave im- 
mediate notice to the Eleftor, who ſent me a con- 
fiderable Reinforcement; bur 500 only got into the 
lace, the reſt being forced to retire. Coningrmark, 
d no ſooner finiſhed his Lines of Circumvallation, 
but he Atrack'd the Fort Ravent, which he took by 
Compolition. After this he carried on his Attack a- 
Anas Fort, called the Bridge- Fort, which he 
alſo took. I took care to ſend Orders to the Gar- 
riſon, not to hold it out to the laſt extremity, but 
rh&* not obeying my Commands, were all made 
Priſoners of War; and the Swedes finding among - 

them a Serjeant and four common Soldiers, who ha 
Deſerted, they Hang'd them in {1ght of their Army. 
They then carried on their Trenches towards the 
Bridge-Gate, and threw in a great quantity of Bombs, 
which Conſumed our Magazine of Forrage, which 
Was 
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was laid up'ina 'place which formerly had been a 
£C belonging to the Recol/e&s, whom my Fa- 
ther-in-law had Chas'd from thence, whilſt he was 
Governour of the place, I was'hardly pur rot to 
provide for our Horſes, which made me take all 
what 1 could meet with of Forrage in, the Inns or 
Private Houſes: This and the tear of the Bombs, 
which had already ruin'd many Houſes, proved the 
occaſion of a 'Tumult among the Inhabitants; of 
whom I was fain ro Impriſon ſome, to keep the reſt 
inawe. Ltook care to = an the Elector at Court of 
what had paſs'd; who ſent me word, that I ſhould 
Defend my ſelf to the laſt, they being refolv'd-ro 
Relieve me in good time. Accordingly *he Eletor 
Marched to our Relicf; of which Comingsmark had 
er twelve 
days opening the 'Frenches. But before he March'd 
bff, he Diſmantled the two Forts which he had-ra- 
ken; and the Ele&or who had notice given him ot 
the railing of the Siege, returned to Berlin, the reft 
of rhe Campaign being ſpenr without aty confider- 
able Aftion. After the Campaign was over, I made 
my Appearance at Court to receive ſome Inſtructt- 
onsfrom hisEleQoral Highneſs; and to give him-an 
Account concerning what had paſs'd during the Siege - 
of Alrtende, I was not forgetful to repreſent to him, 
That the Catholicks had ſhewn the greateſt Zeal for 
his Service in the Defence of the Place ; whereas the 
others had been very remiſs in their Duties. I rold 
him, that if he would be pleas'd ro Annul whar had 
been done b wy Father-in-law when he was Go- 
vernour of tl Place, and would: Reitore the Re- 
tollets the Church that was taken from them, this 
would be a means to encreafe their Aﬀtectiontowards 
him, and to engage them for ever in his Intereſt. 
yr perſwaſions prov'd fo ſucceſsful, that the Elefor 
did not only grant what 1 had deſired, but alſo re- 
ſtored to them the great Church, which my Father- 
,—ongar had taken from thera and given it to the Lu- 
fheranys. 
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I was extreamly well fatisfy'd with what I had 
done in behalf of the Carholicks there, but what re. 
joyced me inbnitely more, was, that my Spouſe did 
affure me, ſhe found in her ſelf a great inclination 
to be Converted to obr Faith, She was Educated in 
the ſame Religion her Father proteſs'd,' who was the 
ſecond of that Family, fince they turn'd Hereticks ; 
her Grandfather and the whole Family having been 
always good Catholicks, till my Wifes Grandfather 
chang'd his Religion. 'Fhis happy Inclination I 
'could attribute to nothing; elfe but a peculiar Mer. 
cy from God; not but that þ had' often diſcours'd 
her upon this Subje&, but it was aiconſfiderable time 
ago, having of late defiſted from it, becauſe I found 
her not in the leaſt diſpoſed to hearken to ray Ad- 
vice in this point. Burt her intended Converſion was 
likely to have prov'd almoſt Faral to us both, becauſe 
I miſtook my choice in the Perſon to whoſe care 1 
commirted the management of it. For, I pitch'd 
upon a Fscobin Friar, who: inſtead of being a Man 
of Virtue and Piety, as I thought him to have been, 
was for teaching my Spouſe quite another Leſſon 
than whar I intended he ſhould do. She told me 
how he had managed his Buſineſs with her, which 
made me under-hand give notice of his Misbeha- 
viour to his Superiour, without mentioning a word 
of it further, either to himſelf or any body elſe, for 
fear of bringing a Scandal upon our Religion. But 
my Spouſe took the thing quite otherwiſe, for ima- 
_—_— all the reſt would prove like him, I fount 
r quite averſe to purſue her former good Inclina- 
tions. I hac much ado to perſwadgher, that the 
misbehaviour of a particular Perſon ought not to 
tain the Reputation of- all others of the ſame Reli- 
gion; 'That there had: been-a Fudas among the A+ 
poltles themſelves, and that therefore the reſt had 

been never the leſs Holy and Acceptable ro God. 
This may ſerve as a warning to thoſe, who are 
entruſted with the care of Re abroad Mitho- 
naries or other Perſons for the Converſion of Here- 
ticks, to be ſure to chooſe ſuch as are of an untain- 
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ted Life; becauſe the leaſt Pralipes in them is apt 
to produce great Scandal, eſpecially if it be of the 
ſame Nature with this. Art laſt p Wife being 0- 
vercome by my perſwaſions, and the Inſtructions of 
a Religious , of a far different Temper from 
the 7acobin Friar, ſhe renounc'd Lutheraniſm, and was 
reconciPd to that Church, which her Grandfather 
had -abandon'd, | 

We were now bufie in the Blockade of Stetin, 
all the Aveniues of which were cloſely guarded by 
our Troops; notwirhſtanding which, the Swedes 

found means to throw- a Re-inforcement of 600 
Men into the place, bein __ by a Peaſant, 
who Conduded them croſs the Marſhes, through 
ways Which were at another time quite Impathble. 
Bur notwithſtanding this, the Garifon diminiſhed 
conſiderably every day, partly by Famine, partl 
by their frequent Sallies. The Swedes therefore made 
a ſecond Attempt to throw in another Re-inforce- 
ment into the place ; but the EleCtor's 'Troops be- 
mg better upon their guard, fince the firſt Relief, 
moſt of them were made. Priſoners before they 
could enter the Town: The Guide as ill Fortune 
would have it, was among theſe laſt, who had a Halter 
for his Reward. Our Ele&tor kept alſo a Corre- 
ſpondence in the place, by which means he hoped 
to make himſelf Maſter of it, without being obli- 
ged ro employ his whole. Force againſt ir. The: 
Chief of this Conſpiracy was a certain Brazier, of 
which there are a great many in thar Town. Ir 
was agreed he ſhould ſet the Magazine of Amuniti- 
on. on Fire,: which he'did accordingly, together 
with one of the beſt Mills belonging to the Town, 
but being diſcovered, he with two more of. his Ac- 
congtces were hang'd for their pains. 

e 'd who were very ſtrong within and 
headed by a Governour who perfe&tly well under- 
ſtogd his Trade, made frequent Sallies upon us, in 
ane of which they made themſelves Maſters of the 
Fort of Almea, where there was a Garriſon of 600 
Men, whio were all made Priſogers of War. Co+. 
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ningsmark advanc'd likewiſe to the relief of the 
Place, bur finding it impotible to raiſe the Blockade, 
he directed his March towards Altenoe ; and the E- 
leftor fearing leſt he ſhould attempt a ſecond time 
the Siege of thar place, ſent me thither with a rein- 


forcement of 600 Men. Coning:trark advanc'd to- 


wards the Town, by the way ot the Bank, which 
leads along the River up to the two Forts, which he 
bad built in the laſt Siege, without attempting a- 


1 ny thing further ; his Buſineſs being only ro con- 
' fume the Forage on that fide, as he did afterwards 
' for two Leagues: round. For in two Months and 


more, whilſt he encamp'd thereabouts, he did no- 
thing bur ruin and burn the Country, ſcarce leaving 
one Stone upon another ; I being not in a poſture 
to prevent it. My Wit:'s Eſtate was involv'd a- 
mong the reſt in this Ruin, the Revenue of which, 
was terti'd by her Brother upon her Mother-in-law 
8 a Jointure, which ſhe had erjoy'd quietly ill 
now ; bur there being but little likelih ſhe 
ſhould druw any thing of Moment from thence for 
ſome Years after, ſhe ſued me for her Jointure, un- 
der pretence, that this being fallen away to nothing, 
I was oblig'd to athgn her anuther Revenue in lieu 
of it : and that it was in her power to chuſe which 
nart ſhe pleas'd of my Brother-in-Jaws Eſtate. 

In the mean while Proviſions beginning to grow 
ſcarce in Stetin, the beſieg'd faw themſelves reduc'd 
to the utmoſt extremity. The Swedes made ſeveral 
attempts from without to open themſelves a Paſſage 
into the Town, whilſt the Beſieg'd endeavour'd to 
Facilitate the Enterprize by a vigorous Sally upon 
our Trenches : which had been open'd now againſt 
the place, the EleQor having charg'd the Blockade, 
which ſeern'd roo tedious to him, into a formal Siege. 
Bur tho' ſome of theſe Sallies were made with ſuc- 
cefs enough, and they {eem'd refolure to defend rhe 


place to the laſt, their Necefiity increas'd more and. - 


more every day ; fo that having taken a reſolution 
to repreſent their miſerable condition toConingemark, 
a certain Cornet undertook the bufineſs. He came. 
1Qro 
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into our Camp, under pretence of having deſerted 
the Swedes, but there being ſeveral "Troopers more 
of the ſame Regiment with him, who pretended to 
be deſerters: at the ſame tine, this created ſome 
ſuſpicion in the.Ele&or; who thereupon threatn'd 
the Cornet to kang him forthwith, it he did not 
diſcover the whole truth of the matter. "The fear 
of death extorted from him this Confeſhon, to wit, 
That the Beſieg'd were reduc'd to ſuch a deplorable 
Condition, as was inpoſiible to be exprels'd. The 
Ele&or, who almoſt began to deſpair ot Succeſs, by 
reaſon of the approaching Winter, and who was 
upon the point i railing the Siege ; being now en- 
courag'd by this depoſition to continue 1t, did make 
it; his chiefeſt- care, to prevent Coning/mark from 
ſending any relief into the Place; and the Swediſh 

eral being not in a condition to force his Pat- 
ſage, with that ſmall body of Troops he had with 
him , the City of Sze:iz, which would ſcarce have 
been taken by. force, was necethirated to capitulate 
for want of Proviſions. 

The Law Suit I had with my. Mother-in-law was 
extreamly vexatious to me, the more, becauſe I was 
advis'd, that in all likelihood it would go againſt 
we; which made me moredefirous than ever, to re- 
turn into France, 1 had alſo notice- given me, that 
ſhe intended to attach a Summ of 109000 Livers, 
which belonged to my Wife, and was in the Bank 
of Dentzick, which made me t:ke them from thence, 
and fo 'transfer-them to the Bank of Amjteidam, till 
ſuch time Iſhould meer with an opportunity to put 
my Deſign. in' execution, which was, not to ſtay 
much lohger in Germany. "The chicf reaſon, which 
made me fir{t-take this refolution was , that.the 
EleCtoral Prince conrtinu'd -ſtill ro look upon me 
with a very ill Eye; and I was inform'd by credible 
Perſons, that he had let fall certain words, which 
gave me ſuthciently to underſtand, that in cafe the 

ector ſhould happen to dic, | ſhould certainly 
have all my Places taken away from me. 
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So ſoon as the Peace was made, I ed tq 
have receiv'd News of my Father's which 
made me ask leave of the Ele&or, to take un 
ney into France, I had prevail'd with my Wi to 
g0 along with me ; but it was near {ix Months be« 
fore I could ger leave from the Eleftor ; fo that I 
did not ſet out from Altenoe, till towards the end 
of duguft in the Year 1679: Irtook my Children 
(being five in all, two Boys and three Girls) along 
with me; and becauſe no body ſhould gueſs at my 


real Intention, I told my Acquaintance that I had a 


mind to have them Educated in France, the Sons in 
ſome College or other, and the Daughters in a 
Nunnery. I took the way of Amſteldam, where [I 
drew my Money out of the Bank, which I put in- 
to the g:ands of Mr, Gerard, Mr. Gueverdin and Mr. 
Peelboven, who gave me Bills of Exchange to rhe 
full value of it, upon Mr. Gouteure and Mr. Amonet 
in Pars, I ſhow'd my Wife all what was curious 
in Helland, and from thence purſu'd my Journey to 
Pars, W the way of Antwerp and Bruſſels, which I 
had a Mind ſhe ſhould alſo ſee. = 
Whilſt 1 was at Amſteldam, .I paid a Viſit to Mr. 
Ramp, one of the greateſt Merchants of that City, 
with whom I was familiarly acquainted at rhgt 
time, when our Regiment was in the Durch Service. 
The firſt foyndation of our Friendſhip was laid at 
Awol, where | happen'd to be Inftrumental in a

Papers I had left at my Lodgings. I went to an 
Acquaintance of Mr.. Gyeverdin's, living at _ 
at cam, 
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dam, to whom I had Letters' of recommendati 
from the fajd Merchant. . 3 

Having given him anexa& Account of the w| 
matrer, he went with me to a Magiſtrate of < 
City, to deſire him to grant us a Warrant for th 
Apprehending of theſe Rogues ; but he refus'd tog 


alledging that it was againſt their Cuſtom to grant 
y Waris without hearing firſt the Eyidencg, 
Mr. Gueverdin's Friend ented to him that ſuc 


a delay would provedangerous and chargeableto 
and he being a Stranger, they might 3n that 
diſpenſe wich theſe Formalities: That I was 


to give caution for all Damages and Expences, ut 
caſe I was found in the wrong of it. Bur this ng 
being ailing enough with the Judge, my Friend 


advis'd me to go ftreight ways with him tothe Hay 
and to make our Applications to one of the Judg 
of a Superiour Court, whom he knew very wet 
and who would perhaps not be fo ſcrupulous as i 


other; with this reſolution we went into the Shug 


which was to carry us to Delft, where we found 
a Fellow ſmoaking Tobacco. The Maſter of the 


Shuit, told him, that if he would ſmoak he mult 


do it without, not in the place where the, Com 
pany fat; but the Fellow ridiculing the Mafter of the 
Shuir, he told him again that he ſhould not ſmoak 
any more there, it being contrary $0 their Orders, 
and if he - would not believe him, he would ſhey 
them to .him immediately. With that he: went w 
his Trunk, and brought forth the Printed O 
at which the other laugh'd, look'd juſt at them, -an 
fo threw them jnto the Water. In the mean while 
the Women made a great naiſe, telling the Maſter 
that they were choak'd up with the ſmoak of the 
Tobacco, which made the Maſter ſnatch the Pipe 
out of his Mouth, which he threw into the. 
relling him, that ſuch Fellows who would not be 
ruiPd, muſt be thus ferv'd. The ſmoaker to revenge 
himſelf, taok a Knife out of his Pocket, and :cut 
rhe Face of the Servant belonging to the Shuiz, whe 
had taken his Maſters part ; This accaGon'd a great 
li» 
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diforder in the Shuit, which uy owith much ado ap- 
*d by the interceſhon of the Company. e 
n——_ Se ſame time happen'd not to prove dan. 
which made the Maſter appear careleſs ity 
. x goes eaky but he was no ſooner come to Delft, 
but he made his Complaints againſt the Fellow, who 
was ſeized immediately, and we being oblig'd to a 
as Witneſſes, it wasſome time before we could 
take Boat again for the Hague. I had not beerk 
many Hours there, when I happen'd to meer with 
the ſame Perſon with whom I had ſupp'd the nighr 
before, and who had given me thefarſt account of my 
Mare. He went with us before the Judge, who with- 
out any further exception granted us the Warrant, 
which the Judge of Rotterdam had refus'd us. As. 
we paſs'd through Delf+ in our return from the 
Hague, we were i 'd that the Magiſtrates of that 
uy had taken a ſhort, but juſt way 04 grocoling 
withthe Fellow, whocut the Servants Cheek ; whom 
they had Condemn'd to the Raſphuis, (a place where 
Vagabonds are employ'd in all manner of {laviſh 
work) which withthem is look*d upon, as a puniſh- 
ment equivalent to that of the Gallies in other 
Countries. 

Afﬀer our return to Rotterdam, Mr. Gueverden's 
Friend ſoon procur'd me a ſufficient number of the 
Shuits Attendance, who marched alang with us to 
the Tolbuis, where they ſeiz'd the xwo Sea-men, 
who were much furpris'd at this unexpected Com- 
pliment, eſpecially when uy ſaw me come in im- 
mediately after, . them with their Kna- 
very, and what troubles they had put me to, ſo they 

ve me my Mare again, thinking to be acquitted 

us of all Accounts, but I brought them in an after- 
reckoning, which _—_— forced to pay to the 
full at the Raſpbuis; This may ſerve as an inſtance 
how exactly and impartially Juſtice is Adminiſtred in 
that Country, and of what conſequence it would be 
to us, if we would tread in their Footſteps, this 
being the only means to prevent many of theſe Ro- 
guerits Which are commitred eyery day _ 
; ter 
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After came to 4ntwerp, I met with artother Advaii 
ture, tho' of a different nature from this.'Some Ho 
ders,among whom indeed you may meet with as gre 
Sharpexs and Rogues as any are in France, had keye 
cloſe to me im my Journey, having: got intelligeny 
at Amſterdam, by what means I know not, that I hat 
good ſtore of ready caſh' about me. One of them 
who had followed me at a little diſtance, ſeeing 
me engag'din diſcourſe with a Friend of mine.whon 
E met accidentally in the Street, made up with my 
Wife, as ſhe was going along a little before 
and accoſted her very — pretending that he hal 
a great ___ for me ; and being dreſs'd in a Gray: 
Burghers Habit my Spouſe did ſuppoſe him to be one 
of my acquaintance. After I had overtaken her, the 
Dutch man who was ſtill ralking with her, ſeem 
to be ſurpriz'd, and looking very ſtedfaſt upon me, 
told me, that he found himſelf undera miſtake ; that 
he had really taken me for a certain perſon whe 
name he told me, which had made him take the Lz. 
to ſpeak ro my Spouſe, His civil Behaviour 
and Diſcourſe engag'd me to give him a very obli 
ging Anfwer, whilſt we were walking along rogs 
ther in the Street; and perceiving that we took our 


way towards the Caſtle of Anrwerp, he faid he be. 
Hev'd we intended to take a view of it, and that he 
fhould be very glad to take the opportunity of our 
good Company to do the fame.” As I naturally have 
a kindneſs for the Hollanders, they being commonly 
frank and eafie remper'd people, ſo ſ return'd the 
Complement, _— him that we would take it for 
an Honour ; and ask'd him ar the ſame time, what 
place he was born in, and where he lodg'd at Antwery. 

He told methat he was a Nativeof Amſterdam, and 
ithappend that henam'd he ſame Inn for his Lodging, 
where we had taken up ours. As we were walking 
along we had variety of other diſcourſe, and among 
the reſt he told us with a very frank Air, which ſeem- 
&d to be natural to him, that he had been for a con» 
fiderable time under thz Hatches, but that not long 
ago a Brother of his who had got together a contenny 
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Eſtate in the Eaft-Indies, did happen to die, 
who left him wherewithal to live for the future like 
a Gentleman. Afrer we had taken a view of the 
Caſtle, he pretended fo much Ignorance as not to 
be able to find out the Inn again, for which ſe 
he feign'd to ask the way to it from a n who 
met_us, unleſs, as he ſaid, I knew the way better 
than he. I told him that I believ'dI could find out 
the Street where the Inn was we were to lodge, and 
fince he had taken his Lodgings up there as well as 
we, he need but follow us. All this Aﬀe&Rted fim- 
plicity was contriv*'d on purpoſe to diſguiſe himſelf 


-the better, in order to catch me with more eaſe in 


the ſnare.” Thus we went on to our Inn, where 
we had not been long before Supper-time came ; 
ſo my Wite and I came down out of our Chamber, 
into a very neat Parlour where we found the Cloath 
ready laid, and ro. Supper we went in company 
with our . Hoſt, a Prieſt, this Durch-man, and ano- 
ther of his Country-men. The Prieſt went up in- 
to his Chamber immediately after Supper, and the 
two Hollanders ſtay'd below in the Parlour with us. 
ſoon after one ask'd the other, whether he had a 
mind to play a Game at Berl/an, whom the other 
anſwer'd, Done, and fo to Cards they went, after 
they had ask'd me, whether I had a mind to play. 
I told them no, bur that 1 would look on. So they 
began to play at ſmall Game, He, who had metus 
in the Street appear'd to be a great Bubble, for he 
ſhew'd his Cards fo plainly, that he who plaid with 
him, might ſee them as eaſily as my felf who fat 
by. In a quarter of an hour or there abours, the 

ame began to riſe very high, borh of them draw- 
in - hv ks of Gold out of their Purſes; and he 
who accoſted us in the ſtreet had at leaſt a Thouſand 


-- Ducates in ſight before him, and as much Bubble 


as heappear'd to be, did win all the money from the 
other, except about a Dozen or Fourteen Ducartes. 
I happen'd then to fit near the loſer, for whom 1 
ſhew'd ſome Compail:on, juſt when the other delc 
tim three Knaves and turn'd up the fourth, 1 pals, 
Al 
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' ſaid hey who had the Knaves in his hand; ; and 
who dealt, bidding upon the Game, the other: 
four Ducates more; I hold you as much Gold y 
you have before you, anfwer'd rhe other again ; Doge 
ſaid the other, and I think 1 have (got you now; 
are under a miſtake, reply'd he who had dealt the 
Cards , I am only forry that there is nomore Money 
upon they Board, I anſwer'd him, he might be glaj 
therewas no more, for he had certatnly loſt the G 
upon which be rold me,” that I was miſtaken, 
if I would lay him ten Ducares of it, he'd foam 
convince me to the contrary. I faid, Done, and 
each of us having ftak'd our ten Ducares, he ſhewy 
his Cards, and that he had three Kings ; the 
other ar the ſame time diſcovering his three Knaveg, 
he was forced to confeſs that he had loſt. Afr 
they had dealt two or three times more, they invi- 
ted me to make one with them, to give fatistaRion 
to the other for what he loſt to me; but as | was ne- 
ver a lover of Cards, or indeed of any other Gamg, 
I told them I would not play, but that before we 
parted, ſome opportunity -or orher would offer t6 

old him again, which I would be fure to do, ts 

give him a fair chance for the recovery of his M6- 
ney, He made me no anſwer at all, ſeeming to be 
very indifterent in the matter ; and I had the good 
Fortune to win abour fourteen Ducates more of hi 
the other near whom I far, giving me the fond 
when he had good Cards, in hopesto draw me in fot 
a good round Sum, by the gain of them. 

I ſtay'd with them till it was pretty late, whett 
I left them at play and to Bed I went. | I had told 
them before in what Inn I was ro be at Braſels, fo 
they follow'd me thither, and took up their Quarters 
in the fame Inn, knowing that I was to ſtay for ſome 
rime at Bruſſels, they did not ſpeak the leaſt word of 
Gaming the firſt day, but the next they began their 
old trade, and did all what they could to entice me 
to play, or atleaſt to lay my Money with them. 
But having buſineſs of much greater conſequence 
. to do at Bruſſels, I had no time to ſpend may 
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with them. When they found me ' getting every 
ing in readineſs to purſue my Journey to Paris, 
hey brought rwo more of their Gang along with 
into the Inn, ; and after ſome indifferent Diſ- 


courſe, one of them ask'd me, whether I was ſud- 


denly to leave Bruſſels? Unto which I having made 
quiver, In ny day or two at Ko they told > in 
a threatning way at it was not fair to 
leal thus with honeſt Gendemen ; that when a Man 
ad won anothers Money, he was oblig'd to give 
LrisfaRtion : arid to part with a Gentleman, 
without giving him a fair chance to recover his Mo- 
—4 look'd more, like a Sharper than a Gentleman, 
is Compli gave me to underſtand, .in what 
Company had all this while, which indeed, 
I had not the leaſt ſuſpicion of before ; fo that con- 
ing with my elf, that in point of prudence, [ 
gught not to engage with four Pick-pockets at once, 
wry civilly anfwer'd them, That I was ſorry 
I ſhould be buſie all that day long, bur that at night 
after Supper, I would be ready to do what they. 
thought convenient, They were ſo weak as to be- 
lieve me to be in earnef},, and ſo.lefr me. Butthe 
firſt thing I did, was to, pay a Viſit. to the Marquiſs 
de Vile, who Was. then Governour of Bruſſels, and 
my Acquaintance. I gave him an exact relation in 
yhat manner I had been likely ro have been dealt 
withal by theſe Fellows, defiring his afliſtance, He 
told me, I muſt have them taken up, and if Ipleas'd 
he would ſend me + 


V 

ſome of his Guards. It was then 

berwixt us, that eight of chem, ſhould one 
another, at ſeveral Intervals come to enquire 

for me at the Inn, whomT ſhould rake care to hidebe- 
hind the Hangings, and in ſome Cloſets, that were in 
a certairv Anti-Chamber next to my LodgingRoom, 
where they might over hear us, and at aSignal given, 
be ready to ſerze them. This being done accord- 
mgly, when pp drew near, I told the Ho-. 
that my Wife being ſomewhat indiſpos'd to 
night, we intended to Sup in our Bed-Chamber ; 
and the four Sharpers were no ſooner advertvd of 
| is 
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ir, but they came up boldly to me, and o Tok 


rell me in very groſs Terms, that they ſaw I 
this for a pretext not to perform my promiſe, 
other ſuch like Expreſſions. Thoſe of the Guards,” 
who heard every word they ſaid, allied thereupoy 
forth out of ther Ambuſh, ſeiz'd them all four, and 
ſo carried them to Priſon. "Next day they made 
their applications to me, In hopes that hey ug 
be diſcharg'd with asking my Pardon ; 'but the 
Marqueſs de Ville would have t | ng, which 
indeed he'did ; for they were forc'd to pay a:good 
Fine, and return all what they had got out of ſe. 
veral Perſons, to the right Owners, 

Thus being rid of my Company, I purfu'd my 
Tourney to Pars. As I paſs'd through Peronne, the 
Farmers of the Cuſtoms, or rather thejr Emiſh- 
ries ſtop'd my Coach, pretending that I had ſome 

ohibired Commodities there. I declar'd ro them 
f bad none ; but they anſwer'd me poſitively, they, 
knew the contrary ; and fince I was not in an Hu- 
mour to make a fincere Confeffion, they would take 
care to find them out themſelves : So they would 
have made me alight, till- they could ſearch all 
over the Coach, which I refus'd to do, telling them, 
they might go along with me to the 'Inn, where. 
hoy ſhould ſearch as long as they pleas'd, But 
theſe Brutes not being fatish'd with this, I began 
to be a little rough with them, which made the Re- 
ceiver (or Surveyor) come forth out of his Office, 
and having underſtood what was the occaſion of our 
Difference, he order'd them to follow me to the 
{nn, and to do their Duty there. After we were 
come to the Inn, they ſearch'd us all over one after 
another, not excepting the Child it ſelf, which they 
made the Maid unfwath below in the Yard. 

I was not able to brook ſo much rudeneſs, with- 
out giving them ſome harſh words ; and I order'd 
wy ite's Chambermaid, who always tended: that 
Child, (my V/ife being, according to the Cuſtom 
af the German Ladies, Nurſe herelf) to carry them 
up Stairs, and to open before their Faces, a __ 
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with Lingen and other things belonging to the 
Child, this being the only thing they had not ſeen as 
yer. Two of the Cuſtom-houſe Officers, went ac- 
cordingly up Stairs after her; where, when the - 
Maid open'd the Bask+<t, one of them more 
eager than the other in the performance of his Office, 

t his Hand into the Basket, and as ill chance would 

ve it, Es to light upon a ſhitten Clout, 
which made him draw back his Hand as faſt as he 
could, but ſo bedaub'd and tainted with fo odorife- 
rous a Smell, that his Companion could not forbear 
to burſt out into hughter. The other being vex'd 
to the Soul to ſee himſelf thus ridicul'd, clapt his 
Hand into hisCompanion's Face, which put him in- 
to ſuch a Fury, that he drew his Sword and run 
him through the Body, fo that he fell inſtantly dead 
upon the Floor. The Chamber.maid ſeeing what 
paſs'd berwixt them, was fo frightn'd at it, that ſhe 
threw the Child on the Bed, and before ſhe could 
ger out of the Room fell into a Swoon, which gave 
opportunity to him, who had commitred the Mur- 
ther, to eſcape undiſcover'd. 

Whilſt this happen'd above Stairs, I was if the 
Stable, to ſee that my Horſes were well order'd after 
their Journey ; my Wife being condutted by one 
of the Servants belonging to the Inn, into a Parlour 
below. "I'wo other Cuſtom-Houſe Officers, had in 
the mean while been taken up with ſearchin 
all Corners of my Coach, where they woul 
needs find out ſome Points and Hair; be- 
cauſe they had ſome days before, receiv'd certain 
Information from Bruſſels, that a good quantity of 
theſe Goods had been hid berwixt the roof of a 
Coach, drawn by Six Gray Horſes, in order to be 
fecretly aa into France, My Coach and co- 
lour of the Horſes agreeing in all reſpefts with 
what had been told them, they were fully perfwa- 
ded that this muſt be the Coach, which made them 
be ſo cager in their Search. 

At the fame time my Spouſe began to enquire 
what was become of rhe little Child, whether ir 
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was carried up Stairs, and whether they had lights 
ed a Fire for it ; and the Servant of the Houſe has 
ving told her, ſhe believ'd it was above in a Cham- 
ber, bur that no Fire was made for it as yet ; ſhe 
bid her take a Faggot, and ſhew her the Room 
where the Child was. I leave it to every body to 
judge, how great muſt be their ſurprize, when they 
{xw the Cuſtom-Houſe Officer lying upon the Floor, 
and wallowing in his own Blood Jand the Chamber. 
Maid in a Swoon. My Spouſe, who thought no 
otherwiſe than that ſhe was dead, call'd ro me our 
of the Window, whilſt the Servant cry'd out Mur- 
ther, being ſo much frightned, that ſhe ſcarce 
knew what ſhe did or ſaid, 
The Maſter of the Houſe being alarm'd at theſe 
. Outcries, order'd the Gates of the Inn to be ſhut up, 
ef ſuch time he could ſend for the Civil Officers, 
For my part I was pur into the greateſt conſterna- 
tion that could be, fearing, not without reaſon, that 
I might fall under the ſuſpicion of having Murther'd 
the Fellow, becauſe I had us'd ſome hard expreſſi- 
ons before. It was not long before the Civil Otkcers, 
at the Head of whom was the Surveyour of the 
Cuſtom-Houſe, appear'd in the Inn, who laid hold 
of me, and would have carried me to Priſon, if the 
Judge would have conſented to it : He examin'd 
oth me and the Hoſtler, who declar'd; that ever 
{ince I came into the Inn; I had been in the Stables, 
near my Horſes, and that I had not been above 
Stairs at all, The next who-were examin'd, were 
my Wife and my eldeſt Son, who was then about 
nine Years of Age; but as they were quite igno- 
rant of the matter, they could not give the leaſt fatis- 
faction to the Queſtions propos'd to them by the 
Judge. The Chamber Maid was the only Perſon 
who could give a full account- of the whole, who 
by this time was recover'd from her Swoon, by the 
application of proper Remedies ; bur the difficulty 
was, that ſhe not underſtanding a word of French, 
and all the reit nothing of the German Language, 
they were as much at a- ſtand as before. I then 


propos'd- 
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propos'd to the Judge to let me ſte her, and that [' 
would explain to him word by word what ſhe 
ſhould declare concerning the matter. The Judge 
willingly agree to what 1 had propof'd, with this al- 
teration only, that I ſhould ſer down in writing 
both the queſtions I ſhould ask her, and her An- 
ſwers. Accordingly the Chamber-maid having given 
me an exact Relation of the whole matter, as I have 
related it before, bath the Judge and 1 were fully 
fatisgfied how the thing had happen'd ; but being ob. 
lig'd by his Office not to pals over any Formalities 
required by the Law in ſuch a Caſe, I and my Fa. 
mily were confin'd cloſe Priſoners in the. Jnn for 
three Days. In the mean while he ſent to Cambray 
for one who underſtood the German Tongue, and 
was to ſerve as an Interpreter of the Depolitions to 
be made by my Spouſe's Chamber-maid, by my 
Coach-man, Poſtilion, and Footman, who were 
likewiſe all three Germans. The Judge was ſo fa- 
vourable as to recommend me to a Counſellour him- 
ſelf, who told me, that I ſhould not trouble my ſelf 
any further, being aflur'd that the Surveyor of the 
Cuſtom-Houſe, ſhould be torc'd ro repay me all my 
Expences. | 

ſaon as the Interpreter was Arriv'd from Cam- 
bray, the Judge proceeded in the further examina- 
tion of the beforemention'd Witnefles ; but the Sur- 
veyor had in the mcan while been fo over-haſty in 
the Proſecution of the buſineſs that he had given ad- 
vice of it immediately to the Farmer General, be- 
fore the matter had been throughly unravelPFd ; he 
had alſo raken Copy's of my Bills of Exchinge 
which the Judge had cauſed to be laid by in the Ma- 
ſter of the Rolls Office. The Farmer General be. 
lieving there was ſomething to be got for them, ſent 
him full power to proſecute me to the utmoſt, and 
attach'd rhe faid Bills in the hands of the Bankers 
at Paris, upon. whom they were drawn. But it 
was not long before the Surveyor had occafion e- 
nough to repent himſelf of having acted with ſq 
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the Chamber-maid | perfiſied in Accufing one of 
his Officers of the Murther, and that he had never 


appear'd ſince, he diſpatch'd another Meſſenger ta 


Paris, to give a more ample and true account of the 
matter, which was not fo pleaſing to them as the 
firſt, He ſent in queſt of the Fellow, who was at 
laſt found to have ſav'd himſelf in the Spaniſh Ter- 
ritories, This being a convincing Proof of his Guilt 
and my Innocence, the Surveyor now beganto con- 
{der which way to draw his head out of the Snare 
he was catch'd in by his own Imprudence, the more 
becauſe the Head Farmers being inform'd of his raſh 
procedures, had not only ſent him a ſevere Repri- 
mand, but alſo had recall'd their full Power to pro- 
ſecure me. This made him cry Peccavi, offering to 
lay down the Cudgels, and to reimburſe me all my 
Charges. My Lawyer advis'd me not to accept of 
it unleſs he would alſo allow for Damages and In- 
rereſt; but conſidering the Troubles that always 
attend Law-ſuits, eſpecially in a Strange place ; I ac- 
cepted his offer, under condition that 1 ſhould by 
due Courſe of Law be diſcharged from the faid Ac- 
cuſation, which being done accogdingly, I had all 
my Charges paid me by the Surveyor, and ſo left 


this City. 


Theſe Adventures and diſappointments had how- 
ever ſo ſtrong an Influence over my Spouſe that ſhe 
began to be much diſcontented, and to repent that 
ſhe had left her Native Country, which was conſi- 
derably augmented by another Misfortune, which 
touch'd us both more ſenſibly than any before. For 
my Eldeſt Son, who hitherto had been as healthy a 
Child as ever was ſeen, was whilſt we were at Ant- 
weyp, {eiz'd with a ſtrange kind of Diſtemper, the like 
ſcarce ever had been heard of before, of which he 
linger'd for near ſix Months together, to wit, till the 
next followingChriſtmas, when he died. The begin- 
ning of it happen'd thus ; As he was walking with me 
one day along the Streets, he did run all on a fudden 
away from me, as faſt as his heels could carry him, 
till ar laſt he ran with ſuch aviolence againſt one that 
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met him accidentally, that he was thrown down with- 
out any Senſe or Motion. We endeavour'd by. all 
means poſhble to recover him out of his fleep, but 
to tb purpoſe , ſo that we were forced to have him 
carried to one of the next Houſes, where being laid 
upon a he awaken'd after two Hours and re- 
cover'd all his Senſes, but had not the leaſt remem- 
brance left of what had paſs'd. This diſtemper con- 
tinued upon him till his death, and that without the 
leaſt alteration ; ſo that if the River had been in his 
way, he would infallibly have thrown himſelf into 
it, and ſometimes it would return once ineight, ſome- 
times once in fourteen days. Whilſt I was at Paris 
I conſulted ſome of the Faculty there concerning the 
nature of his Diſtemper,. and what remedies mighr 
be "_ againſt it, 1 had at the firſt beginning 
conſulted likewiſe ſome of rhe Phyſicians at Antwerp, 
who told me, that they believ'd it to be a kind of 
an Epilepſie ; but the Phyſicians of Pars were of an- 
other Opinion, aſſuring me that tho;e of Antwer 
had been miſtaken in their judgment: notwithſtand- 
ing which they were ſo puzzI'd about it themſelves, 
that they could never agree. poſitively either con- 
cerning the nature of the Diſtemper, or its proper 
Remedies, In the mean while I was forc'd to keep 
always one near him to watch all his Motions, for 
fear of ſome finiſter accident, and thus 1 continued 
to do as long as he liv'd. 

If it be permitted to us Mortals to dive into the 
hidden cauſes of God's Judgments, who ſometimes 
Aficts the Innocent with the _ tho? Juſtly, 
and without giving us the leaſt occaſion of grumb. 
ling againſt his Divine Providence ; I am © _ 
on, that this as well as ſeveral other Afictions which 
befell me about the ſame time, did proceed from 
an Error I had commitred againſt his Majeſty. 

You muſt know then, that when I bought the 
before-mentioned Ser of fix Coach Mares from

However I was ſoon undeceiv'd as to the 
for tho' the Grooms never touch'd her, ſhe appear' 
always more flick and better drefs'd than any of the 
reſt. And I can affirm it for 'Truth, that for fifteen 
or {ixteen Months.together, whilſt ſhe was in m 
Poſſeſſion, it wa every hve and Twenti 
day of the Month that the MG took ' oft her 
Shooes of all her four Feer, as well as any Smith cou'd 
have done, and dreſfs'd her all over to the greateſt 
nicety, unleſs it were her Tail which he left ut- 
®*My Spouſ efrading me almoſt ever 
| ouſe was perſwading me every 
day 4 —_ with this Mare, bur being the fineſt of 
the. whole Set, 1 could not. refolve upon ir for 4 
Conſiderable time; till at laſt, finding that ſhe would 
not .go in the Coach if ſhe ſaw-the Mare amon 
the reſt. I match'd her with one of the others, _

Ar 
laſt they were Sold to the Marqueſs de la Tremblaie 
Robin, a Gentleman of the Province of Anjou, who 
paid me a Hundred Lews @' or's for them, | 
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ſince he has had them the Hobgoblin has never fail'd 
to attend the Mare in the fame manner as he did 
before, and I believe the Gentleman keeps them both 
tro this day, at leaſt he had not parted with them the 
laſt Year, which was the Year 1694.

It was 
I fay, partly upon this Score, that I was willing to 
relate what I have been an Eye-witneſs of in this 
kind ro convince ſome incredulous People, but e- 
Ipecially the Atheiſts of this 'Truth ; That there are 
Spirits, Fot, 'what elſe but a Spirit could do ſuch 
athing? And that conſequently there is « God, with 
whoſe permiſſion theſe things are done, as being 
the Supream Ruler of theſe Spirits. | 
* But to return where we left off before. I told you

juſt ready to leave the City. { lodg'd in an Jnn 
Sr. Deny«-ſtreet, at the ſign of the Iron Croſs; 
fearing that my Wife's Chamber-Maid, who under. 
ſtood not one word of French, might miſtake he 
way , if ſhe ſhould go abroad without a Guide, ] 
defi the Cook-maid of the Inn, one Sunday, to go 
with her to Maſs, and to recondu&t her home ; But 
the Cook-maid, inſtead of being careful in what 
ſhe had promis'd to do, left the Chamber-Maid in 
St. James's Church in the Butchers-ſtreet, making 
only a ſign to her, that ſhe ſhould expett her return 
there. The Chamber-Maid, who underſtood her 
meaning, ſtay'd for her accordingly in the Church, 
without the leaſt uncaſineſs ; but hearing the Clock 
ſtrike nine, and bein afraid to be chid y her Mi 
ſtriſs, if ſhe ſhould ſtay longer, ventur'd to try to 
find the way home alone, tho' ſhe did not know 
which way to turn ; ſhe ask'd ſeveral People the 
way to the Iron Croſs, but not underſtanding what 
ſhe meant, no body could direct her: 

A Woman who had obſery'd her at ſome diſtance, 
approach'd her at laſt, making a ſign to follow her, 
in order as ſhe believ'd, to conduCt her to the Inn, 
With this intention ſhe follow'd her pretended 
Guide, whom ſhe ſaw knock at a Door, at the (i 
of the Sciflors, bur ſeeing this was not the place 
look'd for , ſhe kept ar ſome diſtance from the 


Houſe. The Woman perceiving ſhe was afraid to 


venture into the Houſe, made her a ſign to ſtay a 
little, till ſhe could come again ; and ſo up one pair 
of Stairs ſhe went, and return'd immediately with 
a Dutch Woman which lodg'd in her Houſe, This 
Dutch Woman ask'd the Chamber-Maid what Coun- 
try-woman ſhe was, and what ſhe wanted? deſiring 
her to come juſt up Stairs, and to tarry a momen 
cill ſuch time, that the Woman who had condu& 
her hither, could diſpatch ſome little neceſſary Buſi- 
neſs, when ſhe would be ready to ſhew her the Inn 
ſhe enquir'd after. They had much ado to under- 
ſtand one another, there being a remarkable diffe- 
m2 | __ nel 
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rence betwixt the German and Dutch Tongues, How- 
ever, as there are many words which have a great 
relation to one another in both, and the main > fo 
rence conſiſts in the pronunciation ; our Chamber- 
Maid could eafily gueſs at their meaning, and was 
at laſt prevail'd upon to go with them up Stairs. 
The firit thingthey did, after they had gother in, was 
to condudt her into a handſome Appartment back- 
wards, where they entertain'd her with a good 
Breakfaſt ; beſides which, the ply'd her ſo warm- 
ly with Strong-Waters and other forts of Liquors, 
which ſoon ſeiz'd the Brains, that the Gentlewoman 
began to forget whither ſhe was bound ; and thus 
continuing to let the Cup go about briskly, accord- 
ing to the German faſhion, it was not long before 
ſhe found her ſelf to ſtand in need of ſome Repoſle, 
to diſperſe the _—_ ariſing from the Strong-

The Chamber-Maid was beholding for this good 
Chear, not ſo much to the good inclinations of her 
new Landlady, as to her own Beauty ; for it ſecms 
her Profeſſion was to debauch young Wenches, and 
to diſpoſe of them to ſuch as would pay her a good 
round Summ. Accordingly this young Woman 
was no ſooner laid in Bed, but away ſhe went to a 
certain Abbot, who was a good Cuſtomer of hers, 
(whom, out of a motive of Charity, I will forbear 
to name at this time) whom ſhe rold, that ſhe had 
2 rare Purchaſe for him, a delicate handfom youn 
Woman, who would fit his Appetite. She tol 
him without queſtion , by what chance ſhe was 
tallen into her Hands, and that he ought to make 
uſe of his good Fortune, which did not preſent at 
all times. But whatever her Perſwaſions may have 
been, they were ſo prevailing upon the Monſieur 
L' Abbi, that he was at the Houſe as ſoon as her- 
ſelf. They found a handſome Dinner prepar'd for 
them, and the whole Company din'd together, 
who all drank briskly to the German, the better to 
Ciſpoſe her to take the Bait they intended to give 
ber. The Abbot was indeed yery careful yp 
4 . ; ©, 
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fide, not to give the leaſt ſuſpicion of his deſign 
nevertheleſs rhe Chamber-Maid, whether ſhe 
ſtruſted her Landlady, or that ſhe was aſham'd tg 
drink ſo much again, could not be prevail'd upag 
to drink to any exceſs. After Dinner was over, the 
Woman of the Houſe, the Duzch Woman and the 
Abbot went our of the Room : But it was not long 
before the laſt return'd alone, and made his A 
drefles to the fair German, whom at laſt he attempted 
to Raviſh. 

It is a very hard matter for me to tell you the 
whole truth of what paſs'd there ; for tho' the Cham 
ber Maid herſelf upon examination,ſtood it out tothy 
laſt, that he had not debauch'd her ; there were 
others who afirm'd the contrary ; and the Dutch 
Womaa declar'd in her Depoficions, that ſhe had 
not only lain with the Abbot, but with rwo othen 
afterwards, the Landlady having diſpos'd of her 
Maidenhead three ſeveral times. In the mean-whil 
we were in a peck of troubles about rhe long ſtay 
our Maid ; all the anſwer we could get from the 
Cook-Maid, who was to have been her Guide, be- 
ing, that ſhe did not fnd her in St. Fames's Church 
in the Butcher's Street, where ſhe had made her a 
fign to ſtay for her return, 'Thus we continu'd for 
fix days together, without hearing one word of 
her, which made us give her over for loſt, To 
confeſs the truth, 1 for my paxr, could not think 
her to be altogether ſo innocent” as ſhe would make 
berſelf ; becauſe the next following Saturday after 
ſhe was loſt, the Hoſtler of our Inn happen'd to 
paſs by the Houſe, where ſhe was lying in the Win- 
dow :; {he call'd out pretty loud to him in our Ger- 
man Tone, Munſour, Munſour, which made him 
look up that way, from whence he had perceiv'd 
the Voice tro come, but - could ſee nothing but her 
Forehead, becauſe her Landlady perceiving her to 
call to ſomebody, catch'd her about the Middle, and 
{narch'd her away from the Window. 

| Nevertheleſs, this prov'd the real occaſion of her 

diſcovery ; tar the Hoſiler was go ſooner come back 
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w the Inn, .but- he told my Coachmari what he had 
heard and ſeen, and that he beliey'd it was.the voice 
of my Spouſe's Chamber-Maid. The Coachman 
having related to me what be had heard from the 
Hoſtler, I enquir'd of him the. name of the Street, 
and what Sign it was at; which I was no ſooner 
inform'd of, but I ſent abroad a certain Perſon, to 
ſpic out what ſort of People they were that liy'd at 
the Houſe he had told me, being willing to, have q 
more certain foundation to go upon than rhe Hoſt. 
ler's word, before I would make any noiſe of the 
matter. It is to be obſery'd, that this Woman did 
not keep a publick Bawdy-Houſe, as innumerable 
others do at Pars; but ſhe carried on her Trade 
with a great deal' of cunning and ſecrecy, and hey 
Reputation was fo well eſtabliſh'd among her 
Neighbourhood, that there was not one who would 
give _ her an ill word, all that we were 
able to learn being no more than this : That there 
Lodg'd a young Dutch Woman at her Houſe ; 'That 
indeed, ſome few Men were ſeen ſometimes. to go 
thither, but that they went for her Husband's Rela, 
tions ; for ſhe had one who carried himſelf fo hand- 
fomly in all outward appearance among ape] x6 
bours, that both he and ſhe liv'd in very good Re- 
putation, | 
Bur, as ill Fortune would have it, a Cobler kepx 
hisStall juſt over againſt the Houſe, who indeed gave 
them a very Character, as well as the reſt, 
_ withal told our Spie, that there was a certain 
oreign Woman in the Honſe, whoſe Shooes he had 
mended. within two days before; and being ask'd 
what kind of Woman ſhe was, he gave ſuch, an ex- 
act deſcription of her, that when I heard of ir, I 
did not any further queſtion, bur that it was the 
ſame Perſon we wanted. I had before conſulted 
with Mr. de Gouteux, one of the Bankers, upon 
whom I had a Bill of Exchange, concerning what 
was beſt to be done in the matter, and it was he 
who had recommended me the Perſon, who ſery” 
us-aS a Spy to diſcover them. I gave him therefore 
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Houſe, and he agreeing with me in the 
nion, he went the next morning with me to a Ce 
miflary, who was of his Acquaintance, to go alomy 
with me to ſearch the Houſe. We came thither 1 
bout nine a Clock, and going up ſtreightways the 
firſt pair of Stairs, we knock'd at the Door ; buth 
lieu of opening the Doors, they told us through the 
Key-hole, that the Miftrifs of the Houſe was gone 
abroad, and had double lock'd the Doors. | 
Becauſe we would enter the Houſe without ca 
any ſuſpicion, the Commiſlary had order'd his C] 
to carry his Gown, which he did not put on till we 
were upon the Stairs ; ſo that we got up withow 
being perceiv'd by any body. The Woman of the 
Houſe returning in the mean while, and findi 
every thing quiet about the Houſe, (which elſe 
dom happens upon ſuch like occaſions) did not in 
the leaſt miſtruſt the matter, and ſo ſtreight up Stain 
ſhe came to the very Chamber-door ; but fo ſoon s 
ſhe caſt her Eyes y us, ſhe chang'd colour, with. 
out being able to ſpeak one word. The Commiſs 
ry looking upon it as a certain mark of guilt, ask'd 
her without any further words for the Key. Ar the 
fame time the German and Dutch Woman hearing 
the noiſe without, ſpoke ro one another, fo as to be 
overheard by us; nevertheleſs, being ſtill in ſome 
uncertainty, whether this was the Voice of herl 
look'd for, or not, I call'd her by her Name, and 
ask*'d her in the German Tongue, whether it ws 
ſhe or not. She anfwer'd me immediately je Her, 
which is as much as, Yes, Maſter ; fo that the thing 
being now beyond all queſtion, the Commiſlary 
gave the {1gnal to his Clerk, to fetch his Emiſlaries, 
who lay conceal'd in a neighbouring Alley. The 
Woman at firſt refus'd to deliver the Key, under 
pretence that ſhe had forgot it, in the place from 
whence ſhe came laſt, offering at the ſame time 
to go and fetch it. But ſeeing the Emiſlaries ap- 
r, and that the Commiſlary order'd his 
Clerk to go and fetch a Lock-ſmith to _ w 
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Lock, ſhe threw her ſelf at his Feet and deliver'd 
the Key. : 
| Aſo: we were enter'd the Room, the Commiſla- 
ry examin'd the Chamber-maid, the Dutch W 
« young Wench of about fifteen Years of Age, and 
the Woman of the Houſe, each of them ſeparately, 
having before order'd his Followers to Ee 
they thould not ſpeak to one another. I fupphyd 
the place of an Interpreter tro my Wife's Chamber- 
id, from whom, and what was depos'd by the 
= | learn'd the whole matter, as I have related it 
juſt now. They were all carried to Priſon except 
my Wife's Chamber-Maid ; and the Commiſlary 
would likewiſe have ſeiz'd upon the Furniture of 
the Houſe, which indeed was none of the worſt, if 
the Landtcrd, under pretence of ſome Rent due to 
him, had not prevented it; fo a Guard was ſetin 
the Houſe, as it is uſual upon ſuch like occaſions. 
Aker our Chamber-Maid was got with us in the 
Inn again, and had given us an exa&t-account of the 
whole matter, Mr. Gouteux, whoſe adviſe I took in 
every thing before, was of opinion to lay ah AQi- 
on againſt the Abbot, whbm he knew to be very - 
Rich, and that he would rather part with ſome Mo- 
ney, than expoſe himſelf in a Law Suit of this na- 
tare, His advice being look'd upon as very feiſea- 
ble, we refolv'd to follow it, and thus I enterd my 
Adtion againſt him in the Chamber-Maid's Name - 
He was fo alarm'd at it, that he immediately en- 
gag'd one Mr. Van Gangel, angther Banker of Pars, 
to ſpeak with Mr. Gouteux to interceed with me, 
not to proceed any further againſt him. Mr. Van 
Gangel offer'd likewiſe a ſmall Preſent, in hopes the 
Chamber-Maid would rake it in lieu of Sattsfacti- 
on; but I not let her accept his Offer, 
After ſeveral Interviews, I was at laſt prevail'd v 
on to ac of a hundred Lewis dor's for her u e, 
whereas, it we had ſtood it out to the laſt, I believe 
we might have had a much greater Suram. 
Before this laſt Adyenture happen'd to us, I went 
to pay a Viſit to Madam Sanguin (whom 1 have _

ther were as yet living, and what was become of m 
Siſter, I went thithef in my Coach, and I may fay 
it without Vanity , that there are not two fing 
Coach Horſes in all.

But Madam Sanguin, herſelf was more ſurpriz'd 
than her Porter, and told my Footman who ſpoke 
to her, that it could not be, becauſe I had 
dead many Years ago ; and when I approach'd her, 
I found her as much amazdd, as if my Choſt had ap- 
pear'd to her. She ask'd me:three or four- times, 
whether it were poſiible that it was L, and whether 
it was I indeed ? After I had d given her reiterated 
eqaces that it was I indeed, ſhe, then- told me, 
that it was not my long abſence alone, bur ſome-.

endeayour'd to diſpoſe of that likewife, but 
could not meet with a Purchaſer, becauſe the Ba- 
ron's Aﬀairs were l6pk'd upon to be but in an ill 
poſture. That the Barpn dy'd ſoon after, and lea- 
ving more Debts than EffeQs to pay them, ſhe had 
loſt her 14000 Livers; that my Father, who had 
liv'd of .-late near Alenſon, had ſpent what was re- 
mu oe degrees, and had left lo little now, as to 
be reduc'd to a degree of Poverty. 

Theſe were very unwelcome 'Tydings to me; 
aid to add to my AfﬀiCtion, 1 was alſo inform'd, 
that my Brother by the Mother's {1de, had conſum'd 
his Edtare of about 300 pounds per Anmon, which 
made me alter my reſolution of ſerling my ſelf in.: ' 
that Country. Madam Sanguin having given me a 
relation of the preſent condition of my Family, 
ſhe was very defirous to underſtand from my own 
Mouth, what Fortune had attended me, fince my 
leparture out of France. I told her among other 
things, in what manner I had made my Fortune in 
Germany, at which ſhe appear'd extreamly well fa- 
tisfy'd, and pay'd a Viſit to my Spouſe the next day. 
Itook then. a refolution ro make the Province of 
Languedeck the Seat of my Fortune, after I had rakes 
«turnto' Bordeaux, non I was oblig'd ro go firſt, 

ro 


to look after a'Debt, due to me from a Perfof, ui 
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ro whom I had lent a Summ of Money, whilſt 1 
was in the Brandenburgh Service. I did take my 
way over Orleans ; and coming to Loudun, the Weg. 
ther and Ways began to be fo bad, (the: Seaſon being 
far advanc'd) that I was forc'd to reſolve to tarry 
there all the Winter. 

From Loudwn to Thevars is no more than five 
Leagues, whither I went'to wait on the Princeſs of 
Tarente, who was retir'd thither after the death of 
her Spouſe : She dit me the Honour to invite me to 
Dinner, and hearing me ſpeak of fertling 
ſelf in Languedeck', ſhe did all ſhe could could 
to engage me to ſtay there abouts. She told 
me in the moſt obliging manner in the World, that 
it I would reſolve to buy an Eſtate of the depen. 
dance of the Duke de Tremoville her Son, ſhe would 
take care it ſhould be made fo eafie to me, that 1 
ſhould have all the reaſon ih the World to be ſatis 
fied with it. There were alſo ſeveral other honeſt 
Gentlemen of my Acquaintance at Loudun, who 
moſt earneſtly de{ir'd me to live among them, and 
my White ſcem'd to be very well- pleas'd with this 
Country, all which together, was x-ſufſficient in- 
ducement to me, to go and take a view. of a very fne 
new Seat, not above two Leagues-diſtant from Lo- 
dun, built by Monſieur de 1a Grifiere Counſellor of 
State, nor long before his dearth” Tn his Life time 
there had belong'd a conſiderable Eſtate to it, which 
being after his death divided -betwixt his Heirs 
each had diſpos'd of. his ſhare to ſeveral Purchafers; 
ſo that nothing was left of it entire now, and unde- 
ſpos'd of, bur that part which fell ro his ſhare; who 
was now owner of the Houſe, I was mighrily taken 
with the Beauty and Uniformity of rhe Building, 
which in all its parts was equivalent to a Caſtle, and 
might well have deſerv'd that Name, if according to 
the Cuſtom of the Country, this Name could be gt 
ven to any Edihce that has no "Towers. 

All that was now left belonging to the Houſe, 
conliſted only in two Farms, a Mill, ſome Marſhy 
Grounds, 
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Grounds, and two Cloſes of Vingpards which per- 
haps might yield about Thirty Pipes of Wine per 
Annym, 1 purchas'd this Eſtate firſt, and afterwards 
rejoin'd to ir ſome other parcels of Land, - which 
had been fold from it before ; as likewiſe ſeveral ad.

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Fter I had ſertl'd my ſelf near Loudun, I 
_ went to ſee my Father and Siſter, who at

that ſhe took 2n op ity to complain of it to 
me. I therefore delur'd my Siſter to alter her Mea. 
ſures, and to conſider, that as I'ow'd every thing tg 
my Spouſe, fo I ought to take care, tharſhe might 
not be diſpleas'd- in her own-Houſe. "This was a 
very unpleaſing Leſſon to my Siſter, tho? I ſpoke it 
with all the fairneſs and moderation imaginable, 
which made her-perfwade my Father, to require a 
Yearly -Penfon me; The old Gentleman 
grown frail, by reaſon of his = Age, conſented 
to her requeſt, and ſign'd:a Bill ro be preferr'd + 
gainſt me, in which he demanded a Yearly Allow. 
ug + fe Cans ice of their deſign, I ſpok 
aving ſoon got notice of their 
to m Father abbut ir, which made him burſt out 
into Teen like a Child. I could not but be moy'd 
with Compaſlion, which made me ſay*'no more of 
it for that time; but I took the next oP rtunity to 
perſwade him, that our beſt way would be to'ſend 
my Siſter into a Nunnery, which he conſented to, 
She had play'd her part fo ill, that ay - aſham'd to 
ſee the Face of any body thereabouts, ſhe was glad 
to be gone. But in lieu'oÞ going into a Monaſtery, 
The took her way dire&y to Malicorne, where at 
thattime liv'd Mrs. Launaz, of whom I have ſpoken 
fore. She did tell her, that knowing how much 
ſhe always had lov'd me, ſhe was ſure ſhe could 
not bring.her a more welcome News; than thatl 
was not only reviv'd, -but was alſo come tately into 
France, witha Wife and five Children, "That I'had 
Married a great Fortune in Germany, and lad now 
bought my ſelf a very fine Eltate, in the Province 
ot Anyjou. ; 

The Gentlewoman-was ſo Amaz'd at the recital 
ſhe made her, that for a conſiderable time ſhe re- 
main'd without Senſe- or Motion. Ir is to'be ob- 
ſerv'd that not long before I left France, my Father 
had fummon'd her . into Court, to , prove that our 
Marriage _ Illegal ought to be declar'd void: 
tis Proof was tounded upon my Minority, and the 
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falſe Centiboutes I had made uſe of, and knowin 
that the lea of my Minority had ae 
cauſe my Eng Spouſe, of which I have 
iven you the Hiſtory before, he did not queſtion 
bur the fame would alſo ſtand good againſt this. Mrs, 
de Lawnas put in her Anſwer, in which ſhe ſhew'd, 
that ſhe was a Minor as well as my ſelf, when we 
were Married, and that having been always of an 
unblemiſh'd Reputation, there was not the leaſt Rea- 
ſon for me to be aſham'd of the Match. But nor- 
withſtanding what was ofter'd in her behalf, the 
Judge of the Memmers, before whom the Cauſe was 
leaded, did by his Decree Annul the faid Marriage. 
. Launai, a 'd from this Court to the Parlia- 
ment ; but whilſt ſhe was proceeding with all ima- 
ginable vigour aquink me, the news of my ſuppos'd 
Death, confirm'd by the Certificate torg'd by my 
Siſter, as 1 have told you before, prov'd the occa- 
fon, that this matter remain'd undecided. 

Mrs. de Launai afterwards Married a Lawyer, 
whoſe Name was Beſnard, with whom ſhe liv'd ve 
contentedly at that time, when my Siſter difturb'] 
her Repoſe ; Beſnard having married her for a Wi- 
dow, had ſince had two Children by her. He was 
no ſoo:zer inform'd of the matter, bur he refolv'd to 
a&t the part of a good Lawyer, that is, he was re- 
folv'd to get as much Money out of me as he could. 
I can't be poſitive, whether my Siſter was engag'd 
in this part of the Cabal, for ſhe has always ſtitly 
denied it to me. 

Bur whether ſhe was or not, Mrs. Launai took a 
Journey to Samur, from whence ſhe writ me a Ler- 
ter, in Which ſhe call'd me her unfaithful Husband, 
and that I liv'd in Adultery with another Woman. 
I was extreamly vex'd at this Letter, foreſceing thar 
this Buſineſs, would prove the occaſion of great 
diſcontents in my Family, eſpecially ro my Spouſe. 
I Jadg'd it therefore molt convenient, to go and 
ſee Mrs. Beſnard at Samur ; after I had with a | we 
deal of Patience born all her Reproaches, I offer'd 
her a good Preſent, Wn prevent any gy 
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which I fear'd would ariſe from thence in my Fami. 


ly , but ſhe refuſing ro hearken to what I propos'd, 
Tectirred to my own home. I- had ſcarce beenthere 
an hour. when ſhe came boldly into the Hoaſe, with 
all the aſſurance that could be; and told my Spouſe, 
that ſhe being my true Wife, it would be beſt for 
her ro pack up her B:ggage, and to carry away her 
Baſtards along with her; that ſhe would 'make 
her know who was Miſtriſs of the Houſe, and 
that ſhe ſhould not lie there as much as one Night 
longer. 

' Beſnard, her Husband, on the other hand, aCted 
his part likewiſe to the life, pretending that he would 
not receive his Wife into his Houſe, Whilſt I was 
thus beſer on all ſides, not knowing which way to 
turn my ſelf firſt, a certain Perſon living at Loudun, 
whom 1 knew no more than by fight, came to ſee 
me. He told me, that being a Relation of Mrs. 
Launai, and my Friend, he would endeavour to 
bring the matter to an Accommodation betwixr us; 
That it was a thing granted, that I ought not to 
have Mzrried. as long 2s an «Cy was lodg'd a- 
gainſt me, and that conſequently my laſt Marriage 
muſt be invalid, till ſuch.time I had obtain'd a De- 
Cree from the Pariiament ; that every thing that de. 

ended on the Judgment of Mankind, ought to be 

ook'd upon as uncertain ; that perhaps the Parlia- 
men: might confirm the Decree of the Judge of Mem. 
mers, perhaps not ; thut the ſhorteſt and ſareſt way 
would be for me, to came to a Compoſition with 
Mrs. Bc/nard, by which means I might obtain a 
Decree ſuitable to my purpoſe. I did at firſt not in 
the leaſt reliſh this Propolition, as being of opinio 
that my caſe was ſo clear in it ſelf, as not ro ſtand 
in need of Mrs. Beſnard's conſent to carry it againſt 
her : But my Spouſe would nor reſt fatisfy'd, till I 
bal accepted of his Mediation, ſo that rather than 
diſoblige her, I conſented to pay Mrs. Beſnard 2000

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My Siſter was all this while at Malicorne, and had 
got 2 good Gratuity from Mrs. Beſnard, for her 
good Counſel, which, with what Money I had gi- 
ven her when ſhe leftr my Houſe, ſhe afterwards 
ſpent at Alenſoxn. . Being thus again-in diſtreſs, ſhe 
writ to Madam de Marle, who had known her be- 
fore, when her Husband was Intendant of the Ge- 
nerality, offering her Service as a Governeſs to her 
Daughters. They were very ready to accept of 
her offer, and defir'd her to come forthwith to them 
:1nto Auvergne, Monſieur de Marle being art that rime 
Intendant of that Province. 2n,H 
Juſt before her arrival, Madam de Marle happtn'd 
to-die, which made Monſieur de Marle to be-wery 
glad of her Company, fappoling ſhe might in ſome 
meaſure, repair to his Daughters the loſs of their 
Mother : And to ſpeak truth, matters went on pret- 
ty ſmoothly at firſt ; but it was not long, before ſhe 
gave them ſome proofs of her malicious Li ws 
which was never in its proper Element, unleſs when 
ſhe could ſer People together by the Ears. This 
made her ſend word to Madam de Brapelone, Siſter 
to Monfheur de Marle, that he was in Love with a 
Chamber-Maid, and that unleſs he might be pre- 
vail'd upon by her perſwaſions, he would certainly 
Marry her ; ſhe defir'd her above all things not to 
divulge the Secret, which otherwiſe would take a- 
way from her all the opportunity for the future, of 
ivivg her further information of what paſs'd in 
e Family. | 
Madam de Bragelone being much furpriz'd at 6 
odd a piece of News, writ a Letter abour it to her 
Brother, who could not imagine from whence ſhe 
had it, but had not in the leaſt ſuſpected my Siſter, 
if by her own imprudence ſhe had not betray'd 
herſelf, having advis'd his Daughters to rhrow them- 
ſelves at their Father's Feer, to beg of him to turn 
the faid Chamber-Maid out of Doors, This 
was enough for Monſieur ds Marle to gueſs, who 
*rwas had procur'd his Siſters Lerter ro him ; ſo thar, 
wo rid his hands of ſuch a Spie, he ſent bis Daugh-

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rers and their Governeſs to a'Neighbouring Nup 


nery. of 

But ſhe purſu'd the fame trade after ſhe was in the 
Nunnery, where ſhe conſtantly embroil'd the Nun 
among themſelves, and ſomerimes the Abbeſs with 
the Nuns ; ſo that being quite tir'd qut with hey, 
they defir'd Monſieur de Marle to deliver. them 
from ſo reſtleſs a Spirir, or elſe they mult beg him 
to take his Daughters home again. Monſieur '& 
Marle, who had pardon'd her firlt Tretpals, thi 
m:bcſ to lay hold of this opportunity, to mid hi 
Hands of her for ever. 
LiFhus ſhe came once more to Samur, from whence 
ſhewrit a Letter tro my Father, giving an _—_ 
unto what condition ſhe was reduc'd, He ſhew' 
me the Lener, and affured me in her behalf, that 
ſhe was heartily ſorry for her former Miſcarriages, 
and that if I would once more receive her into 
Houſe, he would engage his Honour, ſhe ſhould 
behave herſelf fo for the future, as that we ſhould 
not have the leaſt reaſon to repent of it. "The re- 
ſp<& | bore to my Father was lo $ounnee over me, 
that I could not refuſe his Requett,? tho*.3t was not 
long , before I had ſufficient occafion ro repent 
of it, | 

I rold you before, that my Brother by the Mo- 
ther's fide had conſum'd all his Eſtate ; he had a 
gercat many Children, and among the reſt a very 
handſome Daughter, whom I had taken into my 
Houſe. My unlucky Siſter had been ſo malicious, 
zs to whiſper into my Spouſe's Ears, that I had i 
mo-ethan ordinary kindneſs for this young Woman, 
which occahon'd a ſecret grudge betwixt us, 
my Wife diſclos'9 to me the real cauſe of it; 
which I ſoon remov'd by putting the young Wo- 
man into a Nunnery. 

About the ſame time there fell a ſlender Inheri- 
tance to my Siſter and me, of about 3000 Livers 
each; and conſidering with my ſelf, that ſhe whohad 
ſpent ſo much Money already, would foon diſpatch 
alſo this ſmall Pittance ; 1 propos'd to my Father 4 
| FT Way 
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way to prevent it, by attaching ir for his uſe; he 
hed Geral Bonds and other Deeds in his Hands, 
by which ſhe acknowledg'd to have receiv'd the 
{t part of the Money, which he ſold his Eſtate 
for. Theſe Deeds I told him, were a ſufficient prook 
againſt her, to intitle him to an Attachment of this 
late Inheritance, My Father agreed with me in 
opinion; 'and reſolving to put mp agen in Execu- 
tion, be went to his Trunk to look for theſe Papers, 
but could not find them. He charg'd his Servant 
with them, but he wag it utterly. Ar laſt I be- 
to threaten him leverely, telling him, that L 
would ſend hint to the Lieutenant (or Judge) Criminal, 
to extort a Confeſlion from him. is put him in- 
to ſuch a fear,' that throwing himſelf at our Feer 
he ingenyoully confeſs'd, how my Siſter had entic' 
him to take away a little Trunk of my Father's, in 
which were all his Writings, and ſecretly to convey 
it « inp oranges puny of qr 
accordingly, t wit] , Which accord- 
ing to ons he had wh out of my Fa- 
ther's Pocket ; that he had ſeen my Siſter open the 
Trunk, who took out of it a certain Deed, which, 
after ſhe hadperus'd ir well, ſhe threw into the Fire; 
that /a Roſe was likewiſe preſent when this was done, 
who alſo did read the Deed, before it was burnt, 

- This la Roſe was an old Servant of my Father's, 
who had liv'd with him above Forty Years; he 
liv'd now at Alenſen, and came _ to ſee his 
old Maſter in my Houſe. He always been a 
great Favorite of my Siſters, and ſhe had been God- 

other to one of his Children. He happen'd to be 
jult then at our Houſe, when my Father's Servant 
made the before-mention'd Copteſlion ; ſo we ſent 
for him up Stairs, and being confronted with one 
another, he could not contradict what the other had 
told; ſo made an ingenuous Confeflion of the whole 
matter, Then it was we made our Complaints to 
the Fudge Criminal, to take cogaizance of the mat- 
ter, who Examin'd both the Servants, and the next 
day gave Judgment againſt my Siſter, and the Ser- 
l . . Vane 


went afterwards to a Counſellor, who affur'd us that 
the proofs made before that Judge, were more than 


ſufficient to intitle my Father to a legal Attachment 


of all the Goods and Effe&s, which could be pro- 
ved to belong in any wiſe ro my Siſter. 

But it was not long, before I had both my Hands 
full of other matters, which were of much more 
conſequence to me. My Spouſe's Mother-in-law, 
who hitherto had been always of opinion, that 
would return into Germany, having got notice that I 
had purchas'd an Eſtate, and was ſertl'd in France, 
writ to the Daniſh Ambaſladour, then reſiding at 
Pars, defiring him to make as narrow enquiry as 
poſlibly he could, whether I had not fold ſome of 
the Jewels and other precious Moveables, which ſhe 
had formerly laid to my Brother-in-laws Charge ; 
for which purpoſe ſhe had inclogd a Memorandum, 
deſcribing their Qualities, Weights, and other 
ſuch like Circumſtances, which ihe judg'd might 
be moſt proper for the diſcovery of when e intend- 
ed to know, The Ambaſſadour, who was her Kinl- 
man, ſent this Memorandum to all the Goldſmiths of 
Pars ; but being deceiy'd in his expeCtation there, 
he procur'd Letrers from the Confiltory of Charen- 
zon to thoſe of Londun, wherein they promis'd in 
his Name, the Summ of 10000 Livers, as a Re- 
ward to ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as ſhould be able 
to make a diſcovery of them. Bur I had taken fuch 
fure meaſures as to this point, that all rhe pains they 
rook prov'd labour in vain. h 

Nevertheleſs, as this was a buſineſs of ſuch a na- 
ture, that no body could penetrate into the true 
meaning of it, without my own Interpretation ; 
this gave occaſion of various Diſcourſes ro inquih- 
tive Perſons, who Romanc'd upon it according to 
their different Opinions and Inclinations. But there 
was one Story, which paſs'd for the moſt current 
and trueſt, being founded, as it was reported, up- 
on the relation of a certain Merchant, whoſe Name 
was Guicherit, who being a Native of Loudun, was 
fgace ſert]'d at Amſterdam, He 
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e He us'd fometimes to come to Paris, to buy ſome 
4 French Commodities; and was from thence lately

come to Loudun, to ſee his Brothers and other Rela- 
ions, who liv'd in that City, After his return into 
Holland, it began to be nois'd about, that his chief 
Errand at Loudun, had been to make an enquiry 
4 after me, to take notice of my Perſon, of which he 
had taken an exaCt deſcription, according to a 
| Pifture he had brought along with him for that pur- 
| poſe. It was reported, that whilſt I was in Holand, 
| deſtitute of Friends and Money, I us'd to exerciſe 
| ſeveral Trades, and eſpecially went for a Peruke. 
maker and a Jeweller ; that I us'd to ſtick at o—_ 

to get Money. That whilſt I was at Amſterdam, 
had been a kind of a Broker in Jewels, under a 
Burgo-Maſter of Hoorn, call'd John Whneges, one of 
the Dire&ors of the Eaſt-India Company, who had 
great ſtore of theſe precious Commodities, which 
made me frequently to travel betwixt Hoorn and Am- 
fterdam, That I had made Love to one of the Do- 
meſticks of the faid Burgo-Maſter, who had neither 
Wife nor Children ; that at laſt I had Married this 
Woman, who was born ar Alcmar, and the Daugh- 
ter of one Vinioles a Waterman ; that this was the 
fame I had brought along with me into France, and 

who liv'd with me then at Loudun. 
That for the reſt, it was nat altogether improba- 
ble, but that I might have been Married in Germa- 
ny, becauſe, beſides ſeveral other Circumſtances, I 
had been once overheard to fay, that my elded Son, 
_ dy'd as I told you before, was by a firſt

It was alledg'd, that beſides what had been re- 
lated concerning my Wife's Extraction, it was no 
difficult matter to fnd out by her whole Behaviour, 
that ſhe was no Perſon of any Quality ; becauſe ſhe 
had been ſeen in a Jacket, ſometimes of Pluſh, 
ſometimes of Stuff, ſuch as the ordinary People 
wear in Holland, Thar after we had taken poſſetli- 
on of our Seat near Loudun, my Wife finding fault 
with the Glaſs Windows, which were _—Ty

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bright, had mounted upon a Ladder berſelf, ang 
waſh'd them with a Brufh as they do in Holand, 
Thar a great many Peaple had feen her rub the 
Window Glafſes, being mounted. on the top of 
the Ladder. which had ar leaſt Thirty Steps, and 
corey might be feen at a good diftance above 
the Wall belonging to the Houſe, Thar this had 
made a great noife among the Neighbourhood, who 
did nor know what to make ot it, till Guicherie 
unrevel'd the matter, and told them that it was 
cuſtom of Helfand. That no body could rake her 
for a Perſon of Quality, her whole Behaviour hav. 
ing no reſemblance to ir, unleſs it were that ſhe ne. 
ver comb'd herſelf, but had always her Hair done u 
by a Servant. Bur Gulcherit had likewiſe untold 
this Riddle, by telling them, that in Holand eveg 
the meaneſt Servants ſcarce ever drefs'd their own 
Hair, but that every where there were certain Wo- 
_n who made it their livelihood jo do it for 
them. 

It was further added, that her mean deportment, 
was not only taken notice of by the Citizens Wives 
of Loudyn, or the Coney Gentlewomen, who liv'd 
near' her, but likewiſe by many Ladies of great 
Quality ; as for Inſtance, by the Ladies of the Houle 
of Chatre, and many others, who had liv'd for a 
conſiderable time at Court, and had been very 
converfant in the Dutcheſs of Longuevite's Family ; 
who, 2s they were unqueſtionable Judges of ſuch a 
point-as this, ſo it was certain, that they were 0 
the ſame opinion with the Neighbouring Gentry, 
and had declar'd that there were a thouſand Cir- 
cumſtances to be obſerv'd in her Carriage, which 
had not the Ieaſt Afhnity with thoſe belonging to a 
Perſon of a noble Birth , whether German or 
Frenc 2, 

Thus they would by all means make my Wife a 
Servant of the Burgo-Maſter Wneges. And to make 
up the Story, it was related with a great deal of 
confidence, that afrer I had Married her, I had the 
good forrunc, by many good Offices, and the a" 
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o& 1 always ſhew'd to the Buryo-Mafter, to be ſer. 
begs im upon Ml cooling to get ſuch an 
aſcendant over him after ſome Years were paſ'd 

that he truſted me with the whole management of 
his Aﬀairs. at laſt the Burgo-Mafter having 
undertaken pe | oo left us abſolute Mafters 
of his Houſe in his a oo, oy had taken that op- 


to feize upon all ewels and Gold, and 
pap a Se upon a 3s Jew from thence into 


- France ; it being the eaſieſt thing in the World, to 


convey any thing ſecretly our of Holand, by reaſon 
of he conrelency of the Carriage, if there is no 
miſtruſt in the caſe. pF 

That which confirm'd themin this _ 
as faid, that a Servant of mine, w I 
brought along with me -out of Heland, had told to 
ſome ot his Acquaintance at Loudun, that in 
Journey I was ſorely afraid of being __ whi 
was the reaſon I never took the great Road, as I was 
coming into France ; and that he had obſery'd even 
in Flanders, that I had caus'd ſome Countrymen to 
cut down ſeveral Trees, which hindred my paſſage 
through ſome by Roads. 

It was further reported, that the Burgo-Maſter 
Whntges did ever {ince make a moſt enquiry 
after me, and was at laſt by iven to under- 
ſtand, that there was a certain t at Anifter- 
dam, whoſe Name was Guicherie, and who could 
tell him ſome T'ydings of me. That my ſuddenar- 
rival and Settlement near Loudun, rqgether with the 
repute of my valt Riches both in Jewels and Mo: 
ney, having made me be look'd upon by the Peo- 
ple, no otherwiſe than if I had been noſl. dof all 
the Treaſures of &xa/w ; and that.the noiſe of theſe 
Riches, being at laſt come tothe Ears of ſome be- 
longing to Guicheri:'s Ramily, they had firſt canvaſs'd 
the matter among themſelves, and at laſt imparted 
the whole to Guicherit at Amſterdam.

ifs the more current ; and as a Story never loſs 

y telling, ſo every body did add to ir, what he 
found moſf. ſuitable to his own gueſs or opinion. [ 
verily believe, that it it were poſtible for me to 
know, but half what was laid to my charge, and 
the various Diſcourſes that wete had upon that Sub. 
je, and how I ated my part in Holland, I fay, it 
would queſtionleſs furniſh me with matter ſufficient, 
for 2 good large old faſhion'd Romance: . 

- But after all rheſe malicious Reflections and 
Threats, the whole matter came to nothing, and 
my Adverfaries were Eye-witnefs of my living a-- 
mong them undiſturb'd. For Guicherir, upon whoſe 
return they had founded all their Hopes, never 
came afterwards to Loudun, and no dy ever at- 
rempted to make any enquiry after my Afﬀairs, ſince 
the Memorandum ſent by the Daniſh Ambaſſadour, 
They began then to look at one another, not know. 
ing what to make of it; and if they had nor beert 
porpotien's with a ſtrong prejudice againſt me, it

courſes were founded upon falſe ſuppoſitions. Bur as 
a malicious Tongue is fo far from retra&tirig, that 
it rather heaps Calumnies upon Calumnies, fo th 
cofitriv'd a way to unriddle the matter after their 
own Head. For it w:s not long before it was ru- 
mour'd about, that ſoon after Guicherie was return'd 
to Amſterdam, the Burgo-Maſter Wynrges happen'd to 
die at Hoorn ; and that his Eſtate being ivided a- 
niong ſeveral Heirs, they w&e fo well fatisf'd with 
thar vaſt Treafure he had left among them, that 
they did not. think 'fit to make up a Purſe among 
tm to proſecure me at fo great a diſtance, 
#i& har neither of them had chought it work 
Fr is 
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his while to' do it upon his own - particular - ac- 


count. 

Thus I eſcap'd the whole danger, by being made 
a Country talk for ſome rime, which indeed I little 
valu'd at that time; tho' afterwards, I was at ſeve- 
ral times made ſenſible of the ill effefts of it; Theſe 
Titles of Vagabond and Sharper, which. they had 
been pleas'd to beſtow upon me, having made very 
odd Impretiions upon a great many People, who at 
leaſt believ'd ſome part of what they heard fo gene- 
rally reported. .. W 

It was queſtionleſs this, which encourag'd the 
Head Keeper of the Duke of Tremovile, to write 
me a Rhodomontado Letter, under pretence that I had 
hunted in his Maſter's Lordſhip. "This was true in 
efte&t, but it was done wirh the Duke's conſent, 
who knew I would not abuſe his Favour, and that 
a conſigerable time ago, I had belong'd to and been 
converſant in his Family ; which had made him 
write to mg, that I might Hunt in his Juriſdiftion, 
when, where, and as often' as I pleas'd. I took 
particular care not to give him the leaft reaſon' of 
Complaint ; but whether it was, that his Head- 
keeper look'd upon me. as an inconfiderable Fel. 
low, by reaſon of theſe beforemention'd Diſcourſes, 
or whether he was fer on by a neighbouring Gen- 
tleman with whom I had a Law Suit, and who Was 
a particular Acquaintance of his ; he writ to me in 
ſuch haughty terms, as it he had been the Duke 
himſelf, and I one of his under-Keepers, I anſwer. 
ed him, that I found he had copied this Letter after 
one of thoſe his Maſter us'd-to write to him, and 
many other ſmart Refleftions : He being a Gentle- 
man by Birth, found himſelf ſo much ted at 
it, that he made his Complaints to the Marſhals of 
France, who ſent me a Summons to appear before 
them at Pars. Bur the thing having reach'd the 
Duke de Tremovile's Ear , and being unwilling to 
have him expos'd before the Marſhals of France, he 
chid him in my preſence, telling him, that he had 
forc'd this Reply from me by his own Rt, 
"T_ 


me, he told him, that he ought not to have wri 
fach a Letter to rhie worſt Gentleman of the whols 
Province. So having commanded him to agk mh 
pardon, the matter was compos'd berwixt our 


In the mean while I began to grow weary of the 
Country, which made me underake a Journey ty 
Paris, where I paid a Vitie to Monheur Sanguin, de: 
firing him ro make uſe of hig Intereſt in my behal 
to obtain a Commitſiion in the Army, which 
always my profeſſion. -:ft, was at that time 
ftrongly diſcourſed at Court, that four new Comps. 
nies were to be eſtabliſh'd, which were ro belong to 
the Ordnance, to wie, one of Germans, one of Poles, 
one of Swedes and one of Huſſars ; but this Proje& 
being laid afide for that rime, my Journey prov'd 
fruitle6. Nevertheleſs, we did not live without 
hopes to ſee the War ſoon re-kindled, becaufe the 
Spaniards refus'd to give fatisfattion to our King, 


rning his nag upon Aleſt. Several Con- 
Srinces were held _ upon this account at Courrrg, 
whither both Kings had ſent their Depnries to treat 
gbour it, and compoſe the difference in an amicable 
'way, Lewis the Great, had alſo propoſed to leaye 
it to the Arbitration of his Brica»nick” Majeſty, but 
the Spaniard: did not think fit to accept of ir. This 
_ the King to order his Troops, to enter in an 
Joftile manner the Spaniſh Territories, which pro- 
yed very troubleſome to the Spaniards ;, notwith- 
ding which, the Prince of. Orange, who had his 
rticular defign, did, by the great Influence he; 
Had upon that Courr, diflwade them from giving us 
fue fatisfa&tion. Thus it came to an open Rupture 
bythe Seige of Luxemburgh, | EN 
Whilſt the French were buſied in making their 
Lines of Circumvallation, the Prince of Chirnay, 
who: was then Governour of the Place, thinki 
himfelf in a condition to defend the place agai 
us ; caug'd his Muſick to play upon the Walls for 
a Bravado, to'fſhew how little he yaluw'd our Ap- 
proa 
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and after he had perus'd the Letter he had wrieyg 
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proach, But. it was not long before he. found his 
miſtake, for he was attack'd with ſuch vigour, that 
he was glad to come to a capitulation. "The Dutch, 
who were earneſtly prefs'd by the Prince of Orange, 
to relieve the Place, finding themſelves either not 
in a condition to undertake it- or being not diſpos'd 
at that time to- follow his advice, remain'd only 
SpeRators of the Conqueſt of this place, without 
meddling in the leaſt in the matter: 
The Spaniards were not alone extreamly ſenſible 
of the loſs of this place, but the Emperor bore as 
t a ſhare in it as any; —_— that our King 
hereby, had conſiderably extended his Conquelts 
upon the Rhine, conſidering eſpecially, that he had 
made himſelf Maſter of Strasburgh before, as bein 
A [4 m_——_ on Alſace, But the War, in which 
the Emperor - was at that time engag'd againlt the 
Turks, not leaving the leaſt room for the Imperial 
Courrt to flatter themſelves, with hopes to act with 
any ſucceſs, at the ſame time upon the Rhine ; it was 
refolv'd at the Dyet of the Empire, to accept of the 
Twenty Years Truce, offer'd by his moſt Chriſtian 
; Not long after my return home from Pars, my 
Father dy'd, in the 89th Year of his Age. / Juſt be- 
fore his Death, he recommended my Siſter to m 
Care, and defir'd me to pardon all what waz palſs'd, 
and to take the fame care of her, as it ſhe n— 
had commirted any thing againſt me, I promis' 
him to do what he defir'd, and it has not been my 
faulr, that ſhe has not reap'd the Fruits of my Pro- 
miſe ſince. Whilſt he lay fick, 1 ſent for a Phyſici- 
an living at Monzreville, who retus'd to come, asl- 
ing my Seryant, What I meant by ſending to him ? 
whether I intended to, play the Fool with him ? it 
being well known, that I underſtood more in Phy- 
fick, than all the Country Do&ors thereabouts ; and 
upon this occaſion, I cannot forbear to tell you how 
u came to paſs, that I acquir'd the Reputation of a 
famous Phyſician. | 


One 
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One time being at Tours, to look after a Law Suit 
I was engag'd in at that time againſt my Siſter, a 
certain young Woman, one of rhe moſt confidera. 
ble of the whole City, being Siſter to the Chanter 
(or chick munager of the Mufick) in the Carhedril 
there, had a Swelling, which all the Phyſicians 
there did not know what to make of. Some were 
of opinion it was a fp:cies of the King's-Evil, and 
that it muſt be laid open. Her Parenrs were v 
unwilling to conſent to the opening of it, becau 
it was juſt upon the Knee, and conſequently tnight 
prove of dangerous conſequence, by reaſon of the 
conjunction of mw Go near that place. Hear. 
ing by chance ſomebody talk of it one day, I had 
the curiolity to go and ſee her, becauſe I had made 
my obſervations in Germany, that they us'd frequent- 
ly to cure ſwellings upon the Knee by fimple Fo. 
mentations. I no ſooner caſt my Eyes __ the 
Swelling, but I found that it was one of the ſame 
kind, which made me rel] them, that if they would 
truſt ro my skill, I did not queſtion but to cure her, 
Her Parents having given their conſent, I got my

outward appearances are very deceithul, anfl that a 
ſlender accident ſomerimes provcs of great conſe. 

uence. For the Nuns of B:aumon: fent one ro 
mpliment me immediately atrer, who told me, 
that being fully perſwaded of my cxtraordinary abi- 
lity in Phylick, they hop'd I would come and pay 
them a Vit, bur I civilly cxcus'd ir. 

It was much about this time, that the deſtruction 
of the Proteſtant Religion in France, was warmly

The King had for a confide- 
rable time before, given them ſuch evident marks of 
his Diſpleaſure A averſion to them, rHar there 
were very few in France, who did not foreſce their 
Ruin, except themſelves. The King's averhon to 
them, was fo generally known and «ken notice of 
all over the Kingdom, that many of the K:man Ca- 
tholicks made it their buſineſs ro aftront the Protes 
ſtants upon the lealt occation, either our of a pre- 
poſterous Zeal, or to cutry favour with the Inten- 
ri of the Provinces, who encourag'd them un- 

er hand, purſuant to the Orders they had receiv'd 

from Courr, to favour as much as .poil:bly could bs 

done, thoſe who ſhould ſhew thenue! ves Z_— 
Roz 2 
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and Inftrumental in the deſtruction of a Religion; 
which was look'd upon as dire&tly oppolite to the 
Intereſt of the State. 

Upon this occaſion, I cannot but relate what was 
done on this account, by a certain Prieſt in our 
Neighbourhood, who proteſs'd himſelf always 'z 
great Zealot againſt rhe Proteſtants, and by his Di- 
vices was likely ro have prov'd the ruine of a great 
many People. I had about that time a Servant, a very 
ſimple and fooliſh Fellow, who after he went from 
me, liv'd in the fame Quality with one of the Bai. 
lifts of the Marſhalſea of Loudun, whoſe Name was 
Ceſver Beſnard, This Fellow happen'd to have an 
amorous Intrigue with his Maſter's Daughter; 
(which I think [ may fay without injuſtice to truth) 
One day as he went to Confeſſion to the Carmelite 
Fryars, whoſe Monaſtgry was not far from the 
Bailiffs Houſe, he happen'd to pitch upon a Con- 
feflor, who being an acquaintance of his Maſters 
did exaggerate his Crime to the higheſt degree ; and 
among' other things told. him, that beſides God's 
Vengeance which he had drawn upon him, it was 
no'lefs than Death bv the Law, for a Servant to kiſs 
his Maſter's Daughter. Theſe words made fo ſtrong 
anImpretiion upon this {imple Fellow, thar belie- 
ving himſelf every moment in danger of: being 
hang'd, he told to another Servant of mine, as like: 
wiſe to his Father, that it was high time for him to 
£0 away at ſuch a diſtance, as-that no body might 

ear any further tydings of him, being ſenſible that 
he tad deſerv'd Death, ard living in continnal 


fear leſt God ſhould defervedly punith him for his: 


Crime. 

The Carmelite Fryar his Confeſſor, having got 
notice in what manner his words had wrought upon 
the ſimplicity of this poor Wretch, and willing to 
oblige his Neighbour Ceſv-r, by removing from his 
Daughter an Obje&t, whiclr in all likelihood would 
bring her in time to ſhame and confuſion, perſwa- 
ded rhe Fellow to go to Gardelupe, in quality of a 
Servant to the Carmelite Fryars there. This poor 
Wretch, 
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Wretch, who had nothing to -truſt ro, arid being ® 
Peaſants Son, and accuſtom'd to all manner of hard- 
ſhip, ſoon accepred his ofter; and being by the 
Carmelite furniſh'd with all things neceſſary for his 
Voyage, and embark'd in. a good Bottom, went to 
Gardelupe,withour giving notice to any body whither 
he was to $0. 

In the mean while, the words he had ſpoke to my 
Servant and his Father, were canvaſg'd abour, and 

oing from one to another, at laſt came ro the 
Rviedes of . this my neighbouring Prieſt, of 
whom I ſpoke juſt now. His Name was d 4rſac 
Prior of Ternai, he had a Nephew a Gentleman of 
that Country, of whom I ſhall have occahion to 
ſay ſomething anon. This Prieſt confidering with 
himſelf, what-Crime it could be that had made the 
Fellow utrer theſe words, concluded ar laſt, that it 
could be no leſs than a Sacrilege, ro expiate which 
he had been ſent to Rome, to receive his abſulution 
there ; what confirm'd him in this conjefture was, 
that he had underſtood, this Fellow had been a 
Servant to a certain Hugonor, whoſe Name was Cha- 
ceigneraie, Being ſtrongly poſſeſs'd with this Fancy, 
he concluded further, that this ſimple Wretch had 
taken out of his Mouth the Conſecrated Hoſt, he 
had receiv'd at Chriſtmas Eve, which he had carried 
to his Maſter, who with ſome other Hugonots, had 
(as he imagin'd) made ſome ſtrange uſe of ir. "The 
worſt of all was, that this Prieſt did not relate this, 
as-being the Produtt of ,his own Brains, but as if it 
had been told him thus by others. He ar laſt con- 
ſulted about the matter with the Father Fe/uirs of 
Loudun, who having related the matter to the Cu- 
rate of the Pariſh, a turbulent Spirit, and a declar'd 
Enemy of the Proteſtants, he gave information of 
it before a Judge. 

'The Servant having receiv'd Intelligence (queſti- 
onleſs by the means of the Carmelites) how his Ma- 
ſter la Chateigneraie was accus'd of a Crime, of 
which he was —_ innocent, and that he was 
in danger of his Life, writ two Letters from Ga-d - 
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lupe, one to his Father, the other to the Curate of 
the Pariſh of Arſai, who was his God-Father, in 
which he declar'd that his Maſter la Chateigneraie 
was abſolutely innocent, and what Crime ha 
committed, was betwixt him and the Bailifis Daugh- 
ter. His Father ſent the-Lerter to the- owner of t 
Farm. m which he liv'd, in the Town of Renton, 
who being a Huzonor, carried it zo Madam Bourg. 
neuf, who wzs a Catbelick and Lady of the Mannour 
there. | 

C:fort and his Kindred having underſtood out of 
this Letter, that this poor Fellow was at Gardelupe, 
join'd their Intereſt with all the Zealous Carholicks of 
that City, to obtain an Order for the bringing over 
of him trom thar Iſland, in hopes ro improve his 
Gopplicity ro their advantage, and either by Threats 
or Perſwafons to make him change his tune, when 
they had him in Priſon. 

Thus was this unfortunate Wretch re-conduRted 
into France, with the frit Veldel that came from 
thevce, his Arms and Levs retter'd, and hd a 
Dungron #2 gn'd him tor. his Lodgings. The 
ludges of Loudarn, upon the bare depolition of the 

rior, Cxamia'd him concerning what was laid to 
his charce. 

' Being confronted with the Prieſt, . he confeſs'd 
that before his departure he had ſpoke theſe Words, 
] have related before, but deny'd poſitively, that it 
hed been upon that account, as it was interpreted 
by the Prior, and upon whoſe Evidence he ttood ac- 
cus'd, The Judges urg'd him to declare without 
equivccation, What it was that had induc'd him to 
expreſs himſeit in theſe Terms; - tro which he an- 
ſiver'd, rh::t the fame had been occaſion'd by ſome 
Expreii:ons, which his Father Confeſſor had us'd ro 
him upon another Subject, which had terrify'd him 
to thit degrec, as to have ſpoken the faid Words. 
The Judzes then ſent for the Father Confeflor, to 
know whether he had confefs'd the truth, as to thar- . 
point, but he excus'd himſelf, and would not dif. 
cover what hag been confeſs'd to him. . 
ut 
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But Mrs. Ce/vct the Bailif's Wife, began to be 
uneake about her Daughter, for fear of a fur- 


very 
ther diſcovery of the matter, which made her ad- 


vile with one Mrs. Chapelc: her Siſter-in-law, what 
was-beſt to be done in this exigency, to ſave her 
Daughter's Reputation. The reſult of the matrer 
was, that they ſhould endeavour to ſuborn talſc 
Witnefles, ta ſwear Sacrilege againſt the poor Fel- 
low, which they did eccontingly, having procur'd 
three Women, who for twelve Buſhels of Wheat 
(ta be given to cach as a Reward) undertook rg 
charge him with the Sacrilege. "Their Evidence, 
tog with the Circumſtances and Words, made 
uſe of by this unfortunate Fellow, at parting with 
my Servant, were more than ſufficient ro do his bu- 
fneſs ; for which reaſon alſo, his old Maſter /a Cha- 
zeigneraie was ſummon'd to appear, which he did 
accardingly; . and declar'd that their Accuſations 
were utterly falle,. as indeed they were. 

But this would haye avail'd him bur little, it 
as certain that this poor Wretch mult have ine- 
vitably been loſt, and many more Proteſtants, bur 
glpecially 1a Chateigneraie would have been involv'd 
in great troubles, if among theſe three Women, 
that had been ſuborn'd 10 depoſe againſt the poor 
Fellow, one being touch'd with remorſe of Con- 
ſcience, and detelting fo foul a Fact, had not re- 

her promiſe, and refus'd to join with the 
others. But tho' the other rwo perlilted ſteadfaſtly 
in their deviliſh Reſolution, yer it pleas'd God to 
bring to light their black deſigus ; they diſagreeing, 
nay contradicting one another in their Depolitions, 
ypon a ſtrict Examination made by the Judzes. For, 
being examin'd ſeparately, rhe Judges, among other 
Queſtioas ask'd the firlt, in what place ſhe had 
heard the Priſoner give them an account of having 
committed this Sacrilege; ſhe anſwer'd, that ir was in 
one Mr.Beſnard's (who was Unkleto the Bailuit) War- 
ren, which according to the DialeCt of that Coun- 
try, implies as much, as a Cloſe enclos'd with a 
Wall, as he was weeding of Wheat : But the other, 
El K 4. upon 
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upon Examination declar'd, that he told ir them 
in the open Field, which fronts the Gares of the 
Houſe. " 
The Judge Criminal and the King's Sollicitor, 
who were both Perſons of Inregrity, and of a far 
diflerent ſtamp from moſt of the other Othcers of 
— nv belonging to Loudwr; but eſpecially the 
ing's Sollicitor, being convinc'd of the foulneſs 
of the thing, were reſoly'd to try all means to dif. 
cover the truth, tho? with the hazard of incurring 
the diſple:fure of the Court, in not obeying their 
Orders without exception. 

They minag'd the matter with ſo much prudence 

and dexterity, that at laſt they brought both theſe 
perfhdicus Women to a fincere Confetion, how 
matters had been tr=nſafted berwixt them. But 
the Bailiff and his Kindred, together with many of 
the Zealots of rhe City, did not only grumble 
heavily againſt this proceeding of the Judges, bur 
being ſenſible thar ir was at this. junCture look'd 
upon at Court as an uvpardonable Crime, to con- 
trav:one the late Ordinances, under what pretence 
ſoever, they mzde heavy Complaints again{t them 
at Courr, 
+ An Order was thereupon ſent to Monſieur de Ba- 
ville Irtendart of Poi#ou, to Summon the Judges be- 
fore him, ard to give an account ' of their Pro- 
ceedings. The Intendant obey'd his Orders, and 
ſent his Summons to theſe Judg*s, who z2ppear'd 
before him at his Se.t, c:11'd ia Meurthe de Beauſſai, 
inthe B.iliiace of Lyydun; where they gave him 
ſuch ample ſ:risf-&ion concerning their Proceed. 
ings in this c. ſe, that he was tuily convinc'd, they 
had .icted nuhing, but what in Juſtice they were 
oblig'd to do, P 4 

Norw't {t.nding all this, and the diſcover 
made of the ſubo-1-tion of rhe Witneſſes, this 
oor wretch ws by the :: ajority of Voices of the 
fudg's of the Bailliage of Lcudun fentenc'd, firlt to 
be put upon the Rack, and «frerwards to be burnt 
alive, He made his appeal from their —_— 
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and accordingly was carried to Pars. I had been 
ſeveral times to'fee this unfortunate Creature in Pri- 
fon, and all his Words and whole Behaviour a 
r'd rome, fo full of natural iimplicity, that 1 
£:d-had no other reaſon to acquir him in my Con- 
ſcience, this alone, would have been a ftrong mo- 
' tiveto me of his Innocence. It was upon this ſcore, 
I writ to Monſieur Beraulr, a famous Counſellor at 
Parts, to defire him to inform the Judges punctual. 
ly, in what manner his 'T'rial had been carried on 
at Loudun. 
- But God, who protetts Innocence, didart that 
very juncture, give us a moſt o__ Inſtance of his 
Jultice,in uniſhibg my Servant for theCrime he had 
dened in acculing this poor Fellow, on the ac- 
count of what he had ſpoke to him, they havin 
not the leaſt relation to what he was charg'd wit 
by - his Adverſaries. For, before this miſerable 
Wretch was condemn'd to Death, my Servant grew 
furiouſly mad, to that degree, that no: body durſt 
come near him. In his lucid Intervals he would 
frequently declare, that God had dealr juſtly with 
him, becauſe he had faſly accus'd an innocent per- 
ſon. Bur, as theſe Intervals were in a manner- but 
momentaneous, and: that on the other hand, his 
mad Firs return'd without any remarkable Inter- 
mitt;ons, no real account could be made of what 
be ſaid. | 

One day he got, unperceiv'd by any body, out of 
his Lodging Room, where I kept him out of Cha- 
rity. in hopes he might recover hisSenfes, and ſtript 
himſelf quite naked 1n the open Field. 

A L:d of about eighteen Years of Age, who 
happen'd to ſee him, did run immediately after him, 
which the Madman perceiving, he hid himſelf 
bebind a Tree ; but the Lad c—_ up pretty near 
to him, firſt play'd the fool with him, and after- 
wards pelred him with Stones : "This put the Mad- 
Fellow into ſuch a fury, that he camT our from be- 
hind the Tree, where he had hid himſelf, laid hold

After his diſcharge he came again to my Houſe, 
wheres took care to have him cloſely guarded, for 
fear of ſuch another misfortune, till I could ſend'to 
his Parents to take him home. The place where he 
was kept was Barricado'd with Iron Bars, bur he

uſt gertrng out, a Countryman, who liv'd in one 
; my Farms faw him ; but being afraid to be 
ſerv'd as the Lad was before, he call'd my Warren- 
ner to his athſtance. The Madman made up to 
them both, which the Warrener being aware .0h 
he wounded him with his Fuxee of which he di 
ſix days after. The loſs of Blood occaſion'd by his 
Wound, having reſtor'd him to his right Senſes be. 
fore his death, he receiv'd the Holy Sacrament, and 
at the ſame time declar'd, that he had fallly accus'd 
that unfortunate Fellow, who was then in Priſon ; 
and theſe his laſt dying Words were put in writing, 
and ſent to Pers for his arms x 

At lalt the Parliament being fully convinced ofthe 
Innocence of this poor Wretch, not ſo much by the 
Conteilion of this Mad Fellow, as by ſeveral other 
undeniable proots,he was acquitted,and the two Per- 
zur'd Women Sentenc'd to be Whip'd, and branded 
with the Flower-de-luce ; a flight Puniſhment, bearing 
but a {lender proportion to the hainouſneſs of their 
Crime, according to the Lex Talions. Nevertheleſs 
they thought tnemſclves very hardly dealt withal, 
con{1dering tHBey bad ſtood itout to rhe laſt extremi- 
ty, being inveigled by the fair Promiſes made them 
by the Zealous Party.

an egees to appear abroad again. 

's ”otwihſtandia Dll this, the Prior of Ternai 
could not reſt fatighed, but would needs write a 
Letter dire&ted to the King himlelf, in which he 
pretended to ſhew, that Juſtice had not been impar- 
tially adminiſtred in a Caſe, which in a moſt pecu- 
liar manner, concerned no leſs than the Glory of 
God : He remonſtrates to the King, That the He- 
reticks being encouraged by this Impunity, would 
for the future, not ſtick at any thing. with a thou- 
ſand ſuch like Infinuationf. The King thereupon 
diſpatched his Orders a ſecond time ro Monſieur de 
Baville; who, as I told you before, was Intendant 
of Poiftou,to conſult with theChief Juſtice of Poi@7ers, 
and to examine the whole Matter in all its Circum- 
ſtances. But Monſteur de Baville, with all the pains 
he took, was not able ro find out any thing more 
than what had been done before, unleſs it were to 
diſcover the extravagant Zeal and Malice of the 
Prior of Ternas, 

This Account I was willing to give you of the 
prepoſterous Zeal of this Prieſt having interrupted 
1n ſome meaſure, my Relation of the King's Defign 
againſt the Hugonots,it will now be time toreaflume 
the ſaid Theme, |

t the Thunder-clap was likely to ſtrike a- 
mong them, did propoſe Gan Aſlemblies to. be 
held, to conſult of Ways and Means to prevent the 
rms which they believed would prove fatal to 
them: For which purpoſe chey call'd rogether.their 
Synods at Thouars in Poittou, and at Sorges in Anjuu. 
In the Synod of Sorges, there were two Proteſtant 
Miniſters, one of Bauge, the other of Painperdy, 
who having either a further inſight into their pre- 
ſent Conditzon than the reſt, or being leſs prepoſleſt 
with vain Opinions than ſome of their Brethren, did 
Yopaſe ro conſult about ſome means, how to unite 
A iildves with the Catholicks, ſeeing they could not 
find any ſufficient reaſon, why the ſage might not 
be effected at this time, and why the ſame ſhould be 
oppoſed by ſome of rheir Prexhren, 
: They aliedged, for the confirmation of this their 
Opinion, That indeed in former Times, the Carho. 
licks had been repreſented to the World as Idolaters, 
becauſe the true Tenets of their Religion were ei- 
ther not rightly underſtood by ſome, or diſguiſed 
by others : But that the Caſe was quite alter'd now, 
fince the Biſhop of Meaux had obliged the Chriſtian 
World with the true Portraiture of the Catholick 
Religion ; That indeed it was obje&ted by ſame, 
that he had been very careful in diſguiſing the real 
Sentiments of the Church of Rome ; but this Obje- 
Aion favoured more of Obſtinacy and Prejudice, 
than real Truth ;. and would meet ſcarce with any 
Erncourgeraent among Pepple of Senſe, conlider- 
ing, that it the.Thing were as they pretended, the 
C.\urch of Kome would be the firſt that would contra- 
>i&his Opinton, whereas the Approbation this Trea- 
tife had mct with from the Conclave, and the whole 
Cojlege of Cardinals, was a convincing Proof, that 
the Bulhop had aſſerted nothing but whart is altoge- 
ther conformable ro the DoQtrine received in the Re- 
#miſh Church. © That thoſe, who after ſuch authen» 
tick Proofs would pretend to contradict it, did do 
nQ- 
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nothing butto ſhew not only their Obſtinacy, but ra= 
ther an unaccountable Averſion towards an Uniors 
among them. 'That they conjured their Brethren to 
weigh duly and maturely all and every Circumſtance 
of the matter which might lead them into the Path to 

re Peace and Tranquility to their Churches; 

which could not be obtained, unleſs they would' ar 
this juricture be pleaſed ro rake a Reſolution ſaitable 
to their Prudence and Charitable Inclinations. 

But all the Proreſtane Miniſters affembled in this 
Synod, were fo far from giving a favourable Ear to 
their Reaſons and Exhortations, that they exclaim'd 
againſt their Counſtl, as proceeding from a depraved 
Mind, and from the con{ideration of their temporal 
Intereſt, either” ro preſerve themſelves, or perhaps 
to encreaſe their Revenues. 

Bur theſe two Miniſters finding them abſolutely 
bent to their own Deſtru&ion, did, withoutany re- 
gard to theſe Calumnies, make Abjuration of the 
Proteſtant Religion, at the concluſion of the Synod, 
and were joyfully received into the Boſom of the 
Church, having by their Moderation, and Charita- 
ble Advice, defervedly acquired the Eſteem-and g 
Will bothof the Court and Clergy. Bur.the wor 
wes, that there were but few _—— Proteſtants 
there, who would follow their Footſteps. 

The King provok'd to the higheſt degree by their 
Obſtinacy, did publickly revoke the EdiEFof Nanes, 
and Quarter'd his Dragoons upon all fuch as refuſed: 
to obey his Commands. 

The Proteſtants at Loudun uſed frequently to afſem- 
ble in private, to encourage one another rather to 
ſufter-any thing than to renounce their Religion: 
There were two noted Counſellors among them, 
whoſe Names were Feftes and Montaut, they being 
two Elders of this Congregation, and conſidered as 
Leading Men by reafun of their great Learningand 
Riches ; theſe began one Day to ſpeak in very ambi- 
guous Terms to the Aſlembly, and to infinuate ſuch 
things, ther the relt, who for the moſt pare, were 
infivenced by their Counſel, did not know what - 
make 
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make of it; Bat thoſe, who had reſolved to ſtand 
unmoveable in their firſt Princi werenot ſo lim. 
ple, but that they ſoon guels'd at their Mean, 


Th did not now in the leaſt queſtion, but that in 
the laſt Viſits theſe rwo Counſellors had made to 
aeaczonr de Nointel Intendanct of Touraine, who had 
for them, it had been betwixt them 
which fide they were to take. And they were nat 
miſtaken in their gueſs ; forno ſooner did the King's 
Prague appear at Lowduv, but Feſter ſent for 
Prieſts who were appoimed to receive the Abjurati. 
qns of the Proteſtants, to his Houſe, where all the 
Proteſtant Families of any Note were aſſembled, all 
which were at once reconciled .to the Catholi 
Church, except three Families, who were for 
not long alter to take up their Lodgings In the Hoſ. 
pical; for the Dragoons'were Quartered upon them 
cen all gs yup any fy h ky -q'S 
ouſes, as long as a Morſel left 
their Suſtenance. w bogs 
» The Happineſs of a moſt profound Peace which 
yr ngons enjoyed at that time under the Prote- 
ion of the moſt Glorious Prince of the Univerſe, 
who had carried the Terrour of his Arms all over 
Europe, was a ſuffcient inducement to the King to 
protnile himfelf (as I tvld you before) Succeſs in e- 
very thing he ſhou'd undertake for the future ; and 
x tquſt be confeſs'd, that the happy Progreſs hemade, 
did juſtifie the Goodneſs of his Intentions, God was 
pleaſed to bleſs his Deſigns with ſucceſs, astendingto 
the increaſe of his Glory, and this ſo powerful Par- 
ty, which under his Majeſty's Predeceſſors Reigns 
had almoſt brought this great Monarchy to the vgry 
brink of Deſtruction, ,was forced .tamely to ſab- 
mit to his Commands, without the leaſt Oppoli- 
tiOn. : 
Nevertheleſs this was.not the only thing which 
took up the King's care at that time, he was too wiſe 
to let ilip the leaſt Opportunity which ſeem'd to 
have any relation to the Intereft of his Crown, as 
we 
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well in refpeCt of the Catbolicks as the Pro 4; 
and it waz upon this Score, That he made ule of his 
Authority and Intereſt, to have fuch a Coadjuror 
choſen ro the Archbiſhop of Cologne, as, be knew 
to be addifted to his Intereſt. The Situation of 
this Eledorate, did in ſome meaſure oblige rhe King 
to rake rhis feaſonable Precautian, becauſe it dor- 
der'd upon the D=rc< Territories, who were very 
jealous of rhe King's preſent Proſperiry. The Glo- 
rious Conqueſts of ht1s Majeſty were alſo an Eye. 
fore tothe Emperour, who a few Years before, had 
been put to the urmoſt hazard of loling his Crown, 
if Fortune had not declared atthe very critical jun- 
ture againſt rhe Thrks. 

- The ſtupendious Succeſs with which his Arms 
bad been Crown's {tnce on that fide, gave him no 
ſmall hopes, that after the Conqueſt of Hungary, he 
might promiſe himſelf the ſame ſucceſs on the dn 
if he could by ſome rheans or other break the Trace 
concluded with his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. Our 
King, who was reſolved not to let{lip this opportu- 
nity to thwart the-Defigns both of the Emperourand 
the Darch,and to ſecure to himſelf the Lower Rhine, in 
caſe of a rugrure with them, left Inſtruftions tobring 
this Matter to a good Ie. 

The Cardinal of Furſtembergh, chief Miniſter of 
the EleRor of Cologne, and Canon of the Cathedral 

that Name, who ow'd every thing to his Maje- 

, was pitch'd upon by the Kingas a fit Subject to 
fill up rhis A Chair, whenever it ſhould 
become vacant. Qor himſelf had made a 
Poſtulation of a Coadjutor, to the Chapter of Cologne, 
and moſt of its Members were either in the King's or 
Cardinal's Intereſt. "The Chapter was led, 
before the Imperial Party could make their Cabals 
to diſappoint our Deſign, fo that of five and twenty 
Canons, of which this Chapter is compos'd, there 
were no more thanfive, who did not give their 
Voice for the Cardinal. This was no ſmall Vexati- 
on bothco the Empervur and Dx:ch, who were moſt 
nearly concerned in it ; but there being no ether way 
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left for tfiem to redreſs themſelves, the Emper 
made his Applications to the then Pope Innocent 
whom he earneſtly intreated not 'to approve of the 
faid EleQtion, for fear; as it was infinuated by, 
Agents, all Europe might thereby be involved in 
great Troubles. h 

Pope Innocent XI. was a very Pious Perſon, buthe 
wa al a Man, and conſequently fubje&t ro ſons 
Frailties.; and he did not ſtick at this time to make 
uſe of rhis junQture, to mortihe his Miſty, With 
whom he had had ſome difference of late. "The By. 
fines of the Franchiſes of the Quarters of Ambaſſs 
dors, ſtuck among the reſt, ſo clofe in his Stomach, 
m_ he would not grant his Bull to the Card; 


nal. 

The EleQtor of Cologne happen'd to Die not 
after, and our King, —u: had certain Intelli _ 
that the Emperor and the Durch, by the help of their 
Money, had- made a ſtrong Party in that Chapte, 
adviſed the Cardinal of Furſtemburgh to ſtand by his 
firſt Ele&ion as Coadjutor of the lare Archbiſhop and 
that whatever he did, he ſhould, if poſſibly he could 
not let ir come to a New Ele&ion- The Cardinal 
ſent this Anſwer to the King, That he had not the 
leaſt reaſon to fear a New EleQion, being ſure, that 
he ſhould at leaft have as many Voices as he had be. 
fore, and perhaps more , whereas, it he ſhould op- 

' poſe this new Ele&tion, and enter his Proteſt againſt 
the meeting of the Chapter, - this might perhaps 
prove a means to abalienate the Minds of many of

This Captain, who was a Man of Senſe, had 
been ſo cunning, as to take, before he left Morlaix, 
a Certificate from the Magiſtracy, of the good de- 
portment of his Soldiers, during their ſtay there ; as 
alſo a Copy of the Information exhibited againſt 
theſe Four Soldiers, after.the accommodation of the 
Buſineſs with the Parties concern'd, upon which 
they had been diſcharg'd by the Provoſt.

The Intendant ſent one Hogueton, to ſum- 
mon the Captain to appear before him; but the 
Captain relying upon his Intereſt with the Marqueſs 
de Louvor, {ent the Intendant Word, that he was a 
little out of Order at preſent, and could nor tir 
abroad ; beſides, that he did not remember any bu-- 
fineſs he had with the Intendant, bur if he had any 
with him, he delir'd him to come to him. 

This was an unexpectedComplement to Monſieur 
de Pommerevil, who did not imagine that ray Friend 
durſt have made thus bold with him; but he who 
knew the Marſhal de Eſtrees to be upon the ſpor, 
did pur no great value upon the Intendant's Diſplea- 
fure : Monhieur de Peommcrevil, who was no leſs _ 

c 
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ble of the Marſhal's Prerogative, did think it moſt 
adviſeable ro make his Applications to him ; which 
he did accordingly, and requir'd that theſe Four 
Soldiers might be taken into Cuſtody again : The 

1al who was reſolv'd not to loſe an Inch of his 
Authority, told him, that he would ſend for the 
Captain, who ſhould deliver up the Four Soldiers 
into his Hands; which being done accordingly, the 
Intendant committed them tor the preſent ro the 
Gaol of Breſt, till he could have them convey'd to 
Morlaix, where he intended to have them ſeverely 
puniſh'd. In the mean while my Friend writ with- 
our delay to the Mar ueſs de Louvois, to Inform 
him of what had paſs'd ; but before they could re- 
ceive an Anſwer from that Miniſter, he put another 
Afront upon the Intendant, which he reliſh'd worſe 
than the firſt, . and would have made hi feel the 
effets of his Anger, if-the Marſhal de Eftrees had 
not been ſo near at Hand. 

You muſt know, the Intendant ſent to my Friend, 
to let him have ſome Soldiers with an under Officer, 
troConductrhe beforementioned Priſoners roMorlaix ; 
but he ſent him word, that he did not ſtand under 
his Command, neither would obey his Orders ; 
that his Soldiers were to ſerve the King, and not 
him ; with this he went to the Marſhal, unto whom 
he gave an account of the Matter, and how the In- 
rendant would have put upon him, as well as upon 
the Authority of the Marſhal, whoſe Orders he 
was ready to Obey, it he thought hr he ſhould de- 
tach a Party for that purpoſe. The Marſhal told 
him, thar he had done what he ought to do, in 
having refuſed theſe Men, and that he order'd him 
to do it again, if he did give him another ſuch like 
occaſion. Monſieur d: Pommereville fmding the 
Captain back'd by the Marſhal, was forc'd to reſt 
fatished, and the Captain gain'd the good will ot 
all the Officers of the Army, for his boldneſs, to 
dare to make head alone, againſt the Intendanrt of 
the Province, Within a few days afrer, Monſieur 
& Pommerevilereceiv'd an Anſwer from the Marquits 
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de Louveis, upon hisLetter writ thatSubjert to the 
{id Miniſter,whichwas no ſmall addition to hisVexa- 
tion: For, the Captain had been ſo vigilant, as by his 
reiterared Letters, to repreſent to the ſaid Miniſter, 
that the Intendant acted in this point, more out of a 
motive of Envy and Patlion, than love of Juſtice, 
(the Soldiers having been diſcharg'd by due courſe of 
Law before) which made the Marquiſs de Lowvois 
order the Intendant rot to meddle any further in the 
matter. 

I receiv'd, much about the ſame. time, Orders - 
from the ſaid Miniſter, tro Embark with all the reſt 
of the Officers, who were ready to £0 for Ireland, mn 
the firſt Veſlel I could meet with. Ar the ſame time 
Monſieur de Gerſe (who was likewiſe to go for Ire- 
land) was expeRted at Breſt, which made ſeveral of 
the Officers that were with me at Camarce leave us, 
and return to Breſt, imagining (and not withour 
reaſon) that by reaſon of his near relation to the 
Marqueſs de Segne/ay, he would be provided with 
a good Convoy to facilitate his Paſſage thither, 1f 
I had been as wiſe as I ought to have been, I ſhould 
have done as they did ; but conſ;dering that Mon- 
ficur de Gerſe was not come as yet to Breſt, and 
that it would coſt me a great deal of Money there, 
to expect his coming; What with Covatouſnels, 
and what with Love, I was not fo caretul zs I oughr 
to have been of my own fatety. "There were alfo 
ſeveral Officers who, tho' Love had not the leaſlt 
ſhare in their Reſolution, for fear of ſpending their 
Money at Breſt reſoly'd to take the fame Courle #5 
id. 
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HE Maſter of the Veſſel, who, as I told 
| you before, was to have Tranſported us 
from Camaret into Ireland, being difap- 
pointed of his Bargain for want of a Pals, 
bad left this Port, which made us rake a Reſolution 
Fl to go ta Croiſi/, where as we were cenainly in- 
form'd, we could not miſs of a Veſſel fit for our 
purpoſe, which indeed prov'd true; for, we were 
no ſooner arriv'd there, byt we mer with one, which 
was lately come from Ireland, and having taken in 

her Cargo of Salr, was juſt ready to fer Sail again 

for that Kingdom, "Thus we Embark'd ; bur at 

our going out of that Port, (the Entrance of which 

is very difficult) we were in great danger of being 

loſt ; there being a very dangerous Rock, upon 

p which many Veſſels ſplit in pieces, and we were in 
the utmoſt Ln to have run upon it, by the ne- 

glet of our Pilor, who was drunk. As good For- 
tune would have it, it was low Tide, and no \Wind 
4 M 3 itir= 
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ſtirring, ſo that with the next high Tide, we got 
clear of that dangerous Rock. is Siniſter. Acci» 
dent ſeem'd to be an ill Omen of what befell us 
hereafter ; for the very firſt Night we were by a 
moſt furious Tempeſt, driven near the Coaſt of 
Bell-Iſle, where we caſt Anchor, and being ſhelter'd, 
from the Wind, remain'd there two Days. The 
Storm being ſomewhat abated we ſer fail again, bur 
were the "An Night overtaken again by another 
Tempeſt, which laſted whole twelve Days, during, 
which time, having been toſs'd up and down along 
the Coaſt, we were at laſt forc'd among the Rocks 
in Conquer Road, ; 

My Advice was to make the Port of Camaret, 
where we might buy us ſome treſh Provigons, the 
greateſt part of what we had taken along with us, 
being conſumed already ; ſo that if we ſhould hap- 
pen to meet with another diſappointment by reaſon, 
of the Winds or otherwiſe, we might be 1n great 
danger of want of Victuals, But the other Officers 
who had been before with me at Camarer, and had 
a ſuſpicion, that I had a more than ordinary Kind- 
neſs for Madam... whom I ſpoke of before, 
1magining that. this Advice of mine proceeded, ra- 
ther from the great inclination I had to ſee her, than. 
from any conſideration of our neceſlity, were againſt 
it; and their Surlineſs prov'd the occafion of that 
Misfortune, which befel us not long after : For, if 
we had made that Port, we ſhould queſtionleſs have 
been advertis'd, that the Engliſh and Dutch Fleets 
were come to the height of the Wzſand, to Attack 
Monſieur de Tourville in his return from the Mediter- 
ranean, They were alſo to prevent the Squadron. 
deſign'd for Ireland, from coming out of Breft, and 
they were at that time much concern'd at Court, 
which way thoſe that were intended for that Service, 
ſhould avoid meeting with them. 

But which way ſoever the reſt eſcap'd theirHands, 
our Veſſel, it ſeems, could not avoid her deſtiny.Fox 
the next Morning early, we found our ſelves in 
Gght of the whole Fleet of the Enemy, who bad: 
nQ 
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no ſooner..defcry'd us, but they ſent Seven or Eight 
Ships in purſuit of our Veſſel, and four more, of 
which there ef ou but one, the reſt all fell into 
their Hands. T e Greenwich, a Man of War of 
Sjxry Guns took us, and the Captain order'd us im- 
mediately to be carried on board of his Ship. They 
were ſo civil as not to ſtrip us, but they took all the 
Money we had, and what elſe belong'd to us. After 
the Captain had perus'd my Committon, and found 
what Poſt I ferv'd in, he order'd me to Dine with 
bim at his 'Table ; which gave me ſo much encou- 
ragement, as to defire him to let me have my Quilt; 
he anſwcer'd me, the Quilt was as yet in the Ship in 
which we had been taken, and that all what was in 
his. power to do for me at the preſent was, to ſend 
me on board of it again, to take the Conveniency 
of it there, I return'd him thanks, and he did me 
the favour, to give leave to three more of our Oth- 
cers to go along with me , when we were come into 
the Ship, we found that they had taken all the 
French Seamen out of her, and had put Erg/;ſb in 
their places. -. 

This Veſſel being very heavy loaden, could not 
keep up with the Fleet, but was in the Morning at 
break of Day, about a Mile diſtant from the reſt, 
One Captain Newburzh, who Commanded a ſtour 
Dutch Man of War, happen'd to be neareſt ro her, 
and not knowing her to be a Prize, was in hopes 0 
making her his; with this intention he came up 
with us, early in the Morning, and having ſent a 
Yap on board, they examin'd the Seamen from 
whence the Veſlel came, and whither bound ; the 
Seamen call'd a Sergeant, who was to guard the 
Ship, to give an account of the matter, which 
he did accordingly ; but becauſe he had no Orders 
in Writing, and they would not take his Word, 
Captain Newburgh made himſelf Maſter of the Ship. 
He ſent however ſoon .afrer to the Czprain of the 
Greenwich, ta know whether ſhe were his Prize, 
and being given to underſtand that ſhe was fo, he 
immedzarely took his Seamen our of her again. In 
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tree Hours after, the Earl of Torringron, Admirgh 
of the Engliſh Fleet, unto» whom they had ſhewy 
my Commiii:on, did ſejid for me, and ſeveral otherx 
of the French Ofhcers,” that had been taken with me, 
on board his Ship, where we were extreamly civil 
receiv'd, and invited to Dine with the Admiral. 
This Lord had been in great eſteem with the Ki 
' of England, and had had a confiderable Place in hs 
Court ; bur the King being refotv'd afterwards not 
to entertain any bur Catkolicks in his Court, he 
ſent for him, and told him, that he muſt either 
quit his Place, or change his Religion. "The Admi- 
ral chuſing the firſt, retir'd into Holand, where he 
was very [nſtrumental in laying the Foundation of 
that great Revolution, which ſince happen'd in 
Prme | | ; | 
Vhilſt we fart at Table, our Diſcourfe run upon 
ſeveral different SubjeAs, but among the reſt upon 
the Misfortune which had fo lately befaln the King 
of England ; Upon which, Mr, Greenville, who was 
Captain of a Man'of War, was fo bold as to lay, 
Thar, if King James had turn'd my Lord "Forring- 
ton out the Doors, he had been even with him ſince, for 
he had turn'd him out of three Kingdoms. 

Before Dinner was over, Advice wzs brought ta 
my Lord Torrington, that they had -7 then taken 
one of the French King's Friggots, call'd the Wanton, 
carrying 36 Guns. She was Commanded by one 
Picard, a Gentleman of Fortune, who had defend- 
e& himſelf with incredible Bravery, from three a 
Clock in the Morning, till one in the Afternoon, 
againſt Eight of the Enemies Ships, "There was nor 
one there, but whae applauded his Courage; and 
the Engliſh, who otherwiſe are the moſt jealous 
People in the Warld, and were Eye-witnefles of our 
Action, could not forbear to give him all the Praiſes 
due to'his Merits. 

a $5 Berkley, then Rear- Admiral ot the Ex- 
2/;ſb Din'd with us at the ſame time. He had been 
m France fome Years before, and I became acquaint- 
ed with him at Poitiers, where we happen'd to, 
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Lodge in the fame Inn, as did likewiſe Mr. Greer- 
vile, Underſtanding that they Intended in a few 
Days to go to Paris, I delir'd-them, that in their 
way, they would call at my Houſe in the Country, 
which they did, and fſtay'd with me a whole Week 
during which time, 1 entertain'd them, as well as 
my Circumſtances would permir. "They no fooncr. 
fw me, but knew me again, and after rhey had 
paid me all the imaginable Civilities, Mr. Greenville 
was pleas'd to rell me, let come of it what would, 
he muſt have me on board with him, which being 
as ſoon granted as ask'd, we went not long after to- 
gether on board his Ship ; where I had nor been 
moo Fours, but he began to entertain ne cqncern- 
ing e Aﬀairs of the Kingdom of England, and tg 

e many Perſwaſions to bring me over to his fide. 
He knew that I had ferv'd for a conſiderable time 
among the Enemies of France, which doubrleſs gave 
him the more Encouragement to believe, that it 
would be no difficult matter, to perſwade me to ac- 
cept of his Propofals, I anſwer'd him, that, when 
I conſider'd thoſe extraordinary marks, of his Friend: 
ſhip he had honour'd me with, both when he wes. 
in France ſome Years ago, and now again within thei 
few Hours, I had all the reaſcn in the World 10 
perfwade my ſelf, that he was my real Friend ; bu 
that, conſidering what Advice he was pleagd ta 
ive me at this time, I could not but be afraid, I 
had Alutter'd my ſelf roo ſoon. Thar if he would 
take my word, I could aflure him, that I was nor 
likely to be what he woyld have me, and that he did 
me wrong, if he entertain'd any other thought of 
me.- He anſwer'd me, that it he had not been my 
Friend, he ſhould ſcarce have made me ſuch an 
Offer ; that Frante was not in a condition to with- 
ſtand fo many Enemies, as had declar'd War againſt 
it ; and that it was but Prudence for me to engage 
my ſelf on the ſtrongeſt ide. 1 rold lym again, that 
he did not conſider very well what he faid, asto this 
Point ; that France was ryore powertul than all thoſe 
Enemies, that were Engag'd in a League againſt 3s :

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but this being not the matter in diſpute betwixt 

I would take it for granted to be fo, I was a Subj 
of the French King, I had my Eſtate, Wife ar 
— in _ Kingdom, - _ Tn; 
trong ties, as indi ably oblig'd me to ſpen 
laſt drop ot Blood in his fevice He anfrerd 
as.to what concern'd my Eſtate, the. Prince of Orange, 
(unto whom he gave the Title of King of England) 
had, Generofity enough, to give me double Recom-Ws*: 
pence for-the loſs of it; and for my Wife and Ct 
dren, I need not fear, there being means. enough to 
have them convey'd into England, when ever | 
thought fit to have them there with me. 

Here we broke off our Diſcourſe for this time, 
but the next Day my Lord B came to Dine 
with him on board his Ship, when they began tou 
reaſſume the faid Theme, and both joined in theirfÞ* 
Perſwaſtons to bring me over to their Party. I ther 
pretended to liſten to their Advice, the only Oh- 
jection I made, being about my Eſtate in France, 
which I could not refolve to leave behind: M 
reaſon why I thus ply'd the Hypocrite was, becaulc 
I did not queſtion, but that by this means I ſhoulg 


be able by degrees, to dive into their Deſigns, and 
conſequently, ro do a molt {ignal piece of Service to 
our _ My Lord B then ſpoke to me up- 
on this Subject, much to the ſame purpoſe as Cap- 
tain Greenville had done the day before, #0 wit, that 
I need. not in the leaſt queſtion, bur that the Prince 
of Orange, (Eing Wiliam 1II.) would beſtow upop

the leaſt occaſion to think, of what I had loſt. in 


France, Afterwards, he Invited us againſt next day, We

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The King was no ſooner advertis'd of. the 

de Tourville's ſafe arrival at Breſt, and conſequentiyMGe

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afmourh, He writ likewiſe a Letter to the Deputy 
our, whoſe Name was Flemins, wherein he 
efir'd him, not to let me want any thing I had oc- 
halc:fon for, and 1hat he would be ready to re-imburſe 
lohim, what he ſhould lay out upon that account, if 
did not do it my felf. But 1 had no occaſion fot 
ny of his Money, becauſe it happen'd fo fortunate- 
y for "tne, that I met with a certain French Gentle- 
there, who being a Refugee, had a Son, who 
a Priſoner iti France. He was as glad as1, to 
neet with tits opportunity to tranſmit ſome Money 
) his Son, ſo thar he gave me immediately Twenty 
iftols, which he del{ir'd ſhould be made good to his 
Won in France, and he was fo generous as to fell me, 
ﬀat if I had occaſion for any more, -I ſhould have 
"nay, all whathe had in the World ſhould be at 

ny Service, if 1 would be pleas'd to accept of ir. 
They had at that fame time put the Lieutenant 
af the H/anton Friggot, and all the Seamen taken in 
eraſhoar at Plymouth, where we were all rogether 
at'to Priſon ; but I had ſcarce been there half an 
bur, before the Deputy Governour, unto whom 
had ſent Captain Greenvil/-'s Letrer, came to fetch 
ne our, I defir'd him to do the ſame: Favour to 
his Lieutenant, which he being ready ro grant, we 
rere conducted into the Cittidel of P/ymouth, where 
met with a French Privatecr, call'd Bruſs, and a 
eutenant of the Chevalier de Fowbin, who were

ot long after this, the Prince of Orange, who, 
lve of ſometime before had been declar'd King by the 
Engl Parliament, ſent for me ro London, I had 
my Charges defray'd in my Journey, and as I came 
to Cheſter, I met with ſome French Officers there, 
who came to ſee me, and they were fo generous as 
to offer me their Purſes, if I pleas'd to accept of it, 
Rough they had never ſeen me before. Their Ge- 
1 nerolity and ſeveral Diſcourſes we h2d together, 
made me look upon them as very honeſt Gentle- 
men, and Loud tha they had (till a true French 
Hearr, which made me reflet what a pity it or 
that 
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that their blind Zeal for their Religion, ſhould nf 
their Native Country, of the Service they might 
elſe have been able to do for their King in' thi 
War. But being not in any want of Money, Irs 
rurf'd them thanks for their Civilities, and purfyf 
my Journey to Salizbury, I thought I ſhould ha 
been torn to pieces by the Rabble there, and Im 
rily believe, I ſhould Gurcs have eſcap'd rheir Hand 
if 1 had not been prote&ted by him who was ty 
ConduCtor : For no ſooner had it been nois'd abou 
among the Mobb, that I was a French Officer, why 
was taken as I was going to Ireland, but they can 
in a tumultuous manner to the Inn where I was, 
began to be very outragious ; neither, cquld rhey | 
appeas'd or perſwaded to diſperſe, before a Conſt 
ble was ſent for, who ſhew'd them his Staff, as1 
mark of his Authority. 

After 1 came to London, I was furrender'd to ti 
Lord L .... .'*s Hands, who took my Parole of He 
#our, and told me, that if I wanted any Money he hal 
ſome ar my Service; and rhat take 
Lodgings whert 1 lik'd beſt ; rhat his Father w 
have offer'd me his Houſe, but for fear of giving 
fuſpicion, I had better take a Private.Lodging ſome- 
where elſe, I then tdok up my Quarters at a Frend 
Ordinary in the Pa#-Mzl, not far from St. Fame!'s 
and my Lord L..... came the next Morning to 
terch me out, and introduce meto the Earl of $.... 
After I had been there a little while, he ask'd rhe, 
wherher I would give my Parole of Honour to hi 
which I readily conſented to, and Io he Aiſchargd 
my LordL..... from his engagement for my Per- 
ſon. This firſt Interview being raken up with Com- 
pliments only, I return'd ro my Lodgings, without 
having had the opportunity to enter upon any 06- 
ther Diſcourſe with him at that time. 

The next Day after, my Lord introduc'd me t5 
the Marſhal of Shomburgh, who was then Genetal 
ot the Engliſh Forces. He was a Native of Germa- 
1», and had formerly been Captain of the Guards 
2 the Prince of Oranze's (King William III.) r__ 
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froth whence he went into the French Service, where 
- be made himſelf we Famous by his Glorious Acti- 
ons, eſpecially in the laſt War berwixt the Spani- 


"rd: and Portugueſe. There being at that time a 
fri& Alliance betwixt France ns 


; that Kingdom, 
they ſolicited his Majeſty for ſome Succours again{t 
the Spaniards, after the concluſion of' the Pyrencan 
Treaty.

| onduct of rhe Marſhal de Schombergh, the 
Spaniard; were at laſt forc'd to refign their Prerenfi-

* After ſo glorious a Period of this War on the Por- 
tugueſe fide, Schombergh return'd into France, whete 
he Married Madamoiſells de Aucoure of the Province 
of Picardy, for his ſecond Wife. "The King gave 
very conſiderable Prefents, notwithſtanding 
my ws both Proteſtants. He likewiſe put him 
at the Head of his Armies, which was look'd upoa 
as a peculiar Fayour, conſhidering, that belides his 
being a Proteſtant, he was alſo a Foreigner. Thus 
he commanded the French Army in Caza!onzia, in the 
Year 1672, and was made Marſhal of France, af.er 
he had by his great Conduct fav'd the King's Army, 
which was, by the ill management of Monfiear 
le Bret, upon the point of having fallen a S:crihce 
tothe Enemiy,and retook alſo the Caſtle of B:l:garJe. 
In the next following Year, the railing of the Siege 
of Maeſtricht, which was vigorouſly arrack'd by the 
Prince of Orange, was perfor:a'd under his Coaduct ; 
and he had art ſeveral rimes {ince. given ſuch unde- 
niable proofs of his Valour and Experience in Mili- 
tary Aﬀairs, that he was look'd upon as one of rhe 
greateſt Generals in Europe : But after the Revoca- 
tion of the Edit of Nanrs by our King, he found 
himſelf under an indifpenſible neceflity, either ro 
ys his Religion, or elſe ro leave the King- 

om. 
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Our King did all that in him lay to keep him in 
his Service, and the Marſhal, who had not long be. 
fore bought himſelf a y hne Eſtate near Pari, 
which coſt him 100000 Crowns, ſhew'd no grex 
inclination to part with it ſo ſoon, which made my. 
ny believe, he would at laſt comply with the Ning! 
deſires; eſpecially when they conſider'd, | that 
heing a Perſon of great Natural Parts, could nat 
but convinc'd by this time, of the Vanity &f 
thoſe ridiculous loſinuations (as ny others of the 
Hereticks had been of late) invented by their Mini. 
ſters, to impoſe upon the Credulity of their Audi. 
tors; to wit, That the Catholicks are Idolaters, Nay 
there were ſome at that time, who pretended 
that when he Commanded the King's Army - in 
Caszlonia, he was upon the point of having changd 
his Religion, but that his Lady, who. had a great 
aſcendant over him, had difſwaded him from ir. 

Thus it was fuppos'd, that the Marſhal Schombergi 
would not have let things come to the laſt extre. 
miry, if an unlucky Accident had not happen'd, in 
which, as he believ'd his Honour to be concern'd, 
ſo he choſe rather to loſe all, than to abate the 
leaſt of his Pretenſhons in that point. 

You mult know, that Monſteur du Queſne, who 
Commanded the King's Fleet, was a Proteſtant as 
well as he, and no leſs Zealous, which made him 
beg of Our King, to permit him to end his Days in 
the ſameReligion he was Educated in,and had always 
profcis'd. He being a Perſon, who was in xonces 
, nary eſteem with his Majelty, and who; to confeſs 
the Truth, could not well, be ſpar'd at that time, 
the King granted his Requeft.'The Marſhall de Schom- 
b:1gb, who thought he had deſerv'd as well of his 
Majeſty in the Land Servicezas the other had at Sea, 
b-eg'd of His Majeſty, that he would be pleas'd to 
give him the ſime Mirks of his Favour, as he had 
done to Monſicur du Queſne, which the King refu- 
fing to do, he left France with his Sons, who were 
very brave Gentlemen. From thence he- went in- 
to Englzzd, to offer his Service t9 lus Britannick oy 
jeſty: 
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ieſty : But he being no leſs zealous for the Catho., 

ReIgion than our King, he rerurnd him thanks 

his , Afzer this, he went to tife EleQor of 
Brendenburgh's Court, where he met with a much 
more favourable Reception. For the EleQor did 
not only pay him all imaginable Refpe&, bur alfo 
heap'd upon him Favours upon Favours, 

e Marſhal, who had all the reafon in the 
World to be fatish'd with the kind Reception he mer 
with in the Court of Brandenburgh, which ſoon 
comforted him for the Denial he had met with in 
Aud. England ( which, he was ſenfible, was chiefly upon 
Ng the account * _ gen) did however not con- 

tinue long in that Courr. | 
= For the Prince of Orange, who had then alread 
ing laid the foundation of thoſe great Deſigns, wh 
orea he put afterwards in Execution with ſuch incredible 
Succeſs, did invite him to his Court, with an inten- 
berg tion to_make uſe of his Service, in convenient tine 
«te. and place. After his arrival, the Durch ſtrove to 
| i» outvie the Eleftor of Brandenburgh himſelf, in pay- 
ke ing their Refpe&s to the Marſhal ; For, it is to 
ll obſerv'd, that the States of Holland, had always 
ſhew'd a more than ordinary eſteem for his Perſon, 
and many Years before, when the Stares ſtood in 
_ Alliance with Francr, ( during the Princes Minori- 
: 9 they had made particular Applications to his 
a 


jeſty, ro give permiſſion to.the ſaid Marſhal, ro 
a Command their Forces as General, 1% 
The Marſhal de Schombergh was no ſooner arriv'd 
fels at the Hague, but he waited on the Prince of Orange, 
ne, who endeavour'd to engage him into his Service, 
by great protniſes of Reward, which indeed he has 
fultll'd ſince, without the leaſt diminurion ; for he 
= not only Created him Duke and Peer of England, 
immediately after he was Crown'd King of England, 
2d but. alſo allow'd him a ſuitable Penſion, and after- 
- wards gave him an Eſtate of fome Thouſand 
Pounds per Annum, 
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It is ealie to be imagin'd, that the Marſhal, who 
was come Wrh no other Intention than ro ſerve the 
Prince of Orange, did without much difficulry ac- 
cept of theſe advantageous Offers made ta hi 
and afſur'd the Prince of the utmoſt of his Servick 
and Fidelity, by which means he was-admitred in. 
to the very Secrets of that Enterprize. in which he 
bore ſo conſiderable a ſhare not long after, 

There were many, who look'd upon it (and not 
altogether without reaſon) as a blemiſh to his 
Reputation, to bear Arms againſt his King, ro whom 
he ſtood indebted for his whole Fortune ; For it 
was upon his Majeſty's Recommendation, that the 
King of Portugal had made him Grandee of that 
Kingdom, and had beſtow'd upon him rhe Earldom 
of Mertolo; beſides the many Favours he had re- 
ceiv'd from his Majeſty's own Hands. But on the 
other hand it ought to be conſider'd, that he was no 
Native of France, but a Foreigner, and it could not 
bur ſtick very cloſe to his Stomach, to ſee the King 
refuſe him that, which he had granted ro Monſieur 
du Queſne, who was his natural born Subje& ; and it 
was queſtionleſs, upon the ſcore of this Diflerence, 
that he thought himſelf under lefs Qbligation than 
another. For the reſt, it is obſervable, rhar he did 
not lay down his Marſhals-Staff of France, neither 
reſign'd the Yearly Penſion, which our King was 
pteas'd to allot him, till after he had been an Eye- 
witneſs himſelf, with what a general Applauſe the 
Prince of Orange was abs in England, which 
gave him ſufficient hopes of puſhing his Fortune 
there at leaſt ro the ſame degree, with that he had 
left behind : Neither did he find himſelf mi- 
ſtaken in his account ; for, though he had left the 
Service of a Potent Prince, yet he had this 
comfort, that he was conſiderably advanc'd, both in 
Dignity and Eſtate. 

I went, the next day after I had been with the

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Tork, I was again Introduc'd by my Lord L... and

Whether it were true what had been report- 
ed to them, that they were more numerous in that 
Province than the Catholicks ?- and whether the lat- 
ter were alſo difcontented, and whether confequenty 
ly there might be any probability they would join 
with the Proteſtants, in caſe of a Deſcent to be made 
by the Engliſh? T anſfwwer'd frankly as to this point 
at he was milinform'd, as to what concern'd 
the Catholicks, being ſure, there were at leaſt 
Twenty Catholicks ro One Proteſtant in that Pro. 
vince; and as to their þcing diſcontented, there 
was not much to be rely'd --7 that bottom, be- 
cauſe he knew as well as wy elf, that tho? the French 
would give a great deal of liberty to their Tongues, 
et they were nevertheleſs, the moſt affetionate 
cople in the World for their _Q Service. 

Aﬀer ſeveral other ſuch like Diſcourſe, relat-

The whole Management of this Relief of London- 
derry, was Committed to the Management of Major- 
General X;rk, who had ſome Forces, and ſeverteen 
Ships of all forts allotted him for this Enterprize. 
King Fames moving received Intelligence that his 
Fleet was ready to ſet Sail for the River of London- 
derry, he ordered General Roſe to reinforce the Block- 
ade of rhe place with five Thouſand Men. 

He was to paſs in his way thither by the Fort of 
Frome, where there was a Garriſon of King James's, 
this being a Paſs betwixt Dublin and Londonderry. 

The Garriſon of Inicki!ling being encouraged by 
the late News of Major-General Kirk's Approach, 
reſolved to Attack this Fort, not only to prevent the 
March of General Roſe, bur likewiſe to interceptthe 
Convoys which muſt go that way to Hamilton's

The Eldeſt Son of my Lord Blare, who was then

Thoſe who work'd in the Trenches, findingthem- 
ſelves continually annoy'd by the Fire of the Belieg- 
ed, Hamilton order'd it to be Attack'd.

The Siege 
was left to the Management of Hamilton,with Orders 
to take all imaginable precaution againſt the Ene- 
mies relieving the place, by the way of the River, - 
» The Fort of Culmore was provided with a good Ar- 
tillery, and fo were all the other Poſts I mentioned 
before. Bur a favourable Gale ariſing, Major Ge- 
neral Kzrk took this opportunity to enter the River 
with two of his beſt Ships, having alſo the Advan- 
rage of a high Afrernoons Tide, and as it Fate had 
conſpired againſt us, to render his Enterprize ſuc- 
cefibl, theſe two Ships paſſed without the leaſt con- 
cern-on their ſide, betwixt the Fire of the Fort of 
Culmore, and that of the great Battery upon the-op: 
polite Shoar : and after that our-braved the Smglt- 
ſhot of the Infantry, which was poſted behind the 
Intrenchments on both fides of the River, without 
receiving any more damage, than if they had paſ- 
ſed unmoleſted, and had not þeecn fired at by the Be- 
hegers. 

Thus they came fafely ro the Boom, where one 
of the Ships broke rhe Cables that were joined on 
both ſides of the Wooden Piles ; which beingdone, 
there was nothing left ro obſtru&t rheir Paſlage to 
Lendonderry, which they reach'd ſoon after.

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ſee this Place relieved in ſuch a manner, and 
Day-light, without the loſs of one fingle Man on 
Enemies fide. There were ſome who would not for. 
bear to fay, that there was ſomething in it that wag 
paſt finding our ; or, elſe that it muſt be look'd 
upon as a peculiar piece of God's Judgments, which 
are hidden from us Mortals by- his All-wiſe Provi.

did by his Encouragement, prove a great Inſtrument 
in forwarding the intended March ' of the faid 
Troops. He was very well rewarded for what Ser- 
wice he had done during the Siege, not only by ſe.

Bur ether the King whoſe goodneſs, and Ju. 


ſtice are the moſt ample Subje&t of Admiration, to 


all the World, would not make uſe of either of 
theſe extreams, without firſt trying other means, or 
whether the Marqueſs de Lowvozs had fome other 
defign in his Head ( as I am apt to believe, by whar 
Iknow ſince ) he ask'd me not long after, whether 
T underſtood the whole Art of Fortihcations ? I an- 
fwered him, That indeed I had fome inſight into 
it, but not fo as to pretend to be a Compleat En- 
gineer; I made him this Anſwer, which I had

which I ſuppoſed he had againſt me; to wiryto make 
me a Sacrifice to fave many others; or elſe. out of 
apiece of Policy, to divert me from making any 
further account, upon whar I might reaſonably 


pretend to have deſerved at his hands, for the Ser. 
vice I had done. He told me, that he intended to 
ſend me to Viſit Port-Lowis and ſome other- Mari. 
tine places on that Coaſt ; and rhat ſince I was nor 
ſo well Verſed in the matter, as that he could rely 
abſolurely upon my skill, he would join another 
m Commiſhon with me, who might ſupply that 
defect; that in my return from thence, it would

This Monheur de Vaux had formerly ſerv'd tt 
King, bur it was a great while (ince ; fo that ther 
was but little probability that the Marqueſs de Low 
vors ſhould heve bitch'd upon this Perſon for ſud 
an Employment, and preterr'd him before cthen 
then actually in the King's Service, and who bs 
{des that were his Creatures, it there had not bee 
ſome myſtery in. the bottom. He was ſtiled ing 
Commilton Surveyor General, a Title to which, þt 
rally ſpeaking, he could not in the leaſt preter 
conſidering that he hed never born a Commith 
above the degree-of a Captain of Foot, and thats 
conſiderable time- ago, -Nevertheleſs to giye hi 
hisdue. he was a very” gentecl Perſon, well ve 
in the M4jitary Art, and who beſides that had ar 
ther good Qualifcation, which ro me is preferabt 
to all rhe reit, that is, he-was a very pious Man ;

Thus T was 4orced to get immediately on 1 
back, and I agreed with Monſieur de aus to ſtay 
two days for him at Semur, to expect his comi 
there ; and thar, *if he did not come by that time, 
intended to proceed alone in my Journey, without 
as much as calling at my own Home.

This d-s 1//rs Montaut was a Counſellor of Lo 

a Man of no. Eſtate, but of a confiderable ſhared 
Wir, if deſigning and tricking may be called by 
that name, By this means he had got rogether aboye 
Fifty thouſand Crowns, which he had ſqueez'd out 
of the Widows and Orphans, and was ther 
bur in a very {legder Repute, as to his Honeſty, 
over that Province. As Charity is almoſt bant 
from the Race of Mankind, and that moſt Peop 
take much more pains to divulge the Defe&s 6 
their Nejgkboursthan to hide them. I had his Che 
racter role me, the very firſt time I came ro Low 
dun, Bur ruſting more to my own skill than t 


others, I was ſo , yu pe by the outward iy 
that] 
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rance of his modeſt and civil Behaviour, ( he bein 
a great maſter in the Art of Ditlimulation ) tha 
rook all what I had heard of him for malicious 
ventions. He was one of the firſt who ſhew'd « 
moſt eagerneſs to perſwade meto ſertle in that Couts

gry, and took a great deal of pains ro find out a

Lye to all his Adverfaries. He anſwer'd me in fuch 
a manner, as did not a little encreaſe in me the

: For he roltd me, thar he was nor in the leaſt 
ized at the malicious Aſperiions his Enemies 

rt upon him, {incehe knew that our Saviour

faries : and that he only begg'd of me to ſuſpend 
my judgment, and not to condemn him before I 
waconvinced by his future Behaviour, of the truth 
of what they had laid to his Charge.

whoſe Name was du Montiere, from whom he had 
very conſiderable Reward for his pains. I was ſocor 
dent of this des J/ſes's Honeſty, who told me thatj 
was more ſafe in his Hands than in my own, 
that I might always have it at command, as I 
meet with any Purchaſe for my purpoſe, that I Is 
him have it without paying any Intereit for it. By 
this Merchant happening to lie ſome time afrer, | 
loſt ſeven thouſand Livres by him, which he h: [ 
wine lefr in his Hands, I ſhould never have done, 
I ſhould go about to give you an Account of the 
rious Artifces this Counſellor made uſe of tocatg 
mein the Trap, which indeed he might do witha 
great deal of eaſe; conſidering Thad left the whale 
Management of my Aﬀeairs ro his Conduit. But 
at laſt he ſo groſly abuſed the Confidence I had putin 
him, that the Veil which hitherto had been before 
my Eyes, being removed, I began plainly -ro per 
ceive how he had dealt with me, and thereforel ch 
led him to an Account for his Miſcarriages, 

I will relate bur one moreof his cheating Trick, 
which may ſerve asa patern for all the reſt. 4 
bout fifreen Years ago he procured me the Purchak 
of a Farm near my Hd which belonged to 1 
Proteſtant Gentleman of that Country ; + he him 
drew the Decds berwixt me and the Sell r, who be 
ſides this, engaged himſelf in a Bond to ſurrende 
the faid Farm to me free from all Incumbrancesa

nefs. Notwithſtanding all which, abour fix 
after, (ſomething leſs, or more) when he u 
ſtood that I was a Priſoner in the B-/#zle, (of whid 
-T ſhall have occaſion to ſay more hereafter) I was & 
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tangled in a very troubleſome Law Suit upon his ac- 
count, under pretence, that he had lent ſome Mo- 

upon the Eſtate. The Duke de Maxarine, to 
—— I owe many and great Obligations, 
6nce interpoſed' his Authority, and propoſed that 
it might be left to his Arbitration: Bur not to in- 
aſt any longer upon his Treacherous Dealings, I 
willreturn where Ileft off before, and put you in 
mind, that it was this perfidious Wretch, who ha- 
ring got ſome notice, by what means, I know not, 
that I had , been taken and carried a Priſoner into 
England, made my Spouſe the abovementioned 
Complement. Hebegan totalk to her at ſo extrava- 
gant arate, thatthough ſhe was a Native of Germa- 
», (who among us are not looked upon as the quick- 
eſt) yet had torebght enough to take care that ſhe 
might have a Witneſs to what he aid ; ſhe happened 
then to be at Monzrevi/ Bellai, a ſmall Ciry in our 
Neighbourhood, wherel uſed conſtantly to paſs the 
greateſt part of the Winter, in a Houle of my own, 
which Ijhave there tothis Day. She pretended to this 
ticking Councellor, that being obliged by ſome 
ſudden Accident, to leave hitn for a Moment, ſhe 
begg'd his Excuſe, bur rook this Opportunity toſend 
immediately to another Lawyer of our Acquain- 
ance in that City, whoſe Name being Eſquinuriz, 
ſhe defired him to come to her immediately, upon 
ſome Buſineſs of very great Conſequence. 

Eſquinurin being come accordingly, ſhe had only 
ſo much time as to'rel] him that he ſhould go into a 
Cloſet ſhe ſhew'd him, which being parted only by 
a fingle Wainſcoat from the Room where the 0- 
CF Sounceljorwas, {he defired him to take parti- 
cular notice of what he ſhould hear. Then ſhe 
returned intothe Room where ſhe had lefrhim, and 
after ty wa more begg'd his Excuſe, ſhe ſent 
my eldeſt Daughter out of the Rovm, who had 


-Entertain'd him the mean while ſhe was abſent. She 
then began afreſhto enrer upon the ſame Diſcourſe, 
-and the Councellor alſo continued ta fing his old 
-+ yne, to wit, That without all qaiton, To 
Wc . | ing 
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King would ſeize upon our Ef, as ſoon 23k 
had notice that I had engaged my ſelf in the Pl 
of Orange's (King William III.) Service. That be 
knew but one way to avoid this Misfortune, which 
threatned our entire Ruin ; which was to ſell it, a 
ſoon as par could be done ; that he would pre. 
rend to be the Purchaſer, but undex-hand, give her 
a Deed of Truſt, in which he would d the 
ſame for.our uſe, thereby to exclude his Heirs, in 
caſe he ſhould ha to die in the megan while, from 
any Legal Pretenſion to the Succeflion. He 
her, that after this was done, ſhe' might with 
whole Family go over into England, where he 
would be as Serviceable to her in her abſence, asif 
ſhe were preſent in France. He adviſed hier alſo, 
that this being to be look'd upon as an occaſion 
preſented to her by God's peculiar Providence, ty 
reconcile her ſ:1t tro that Church ſhe was born and 
educated in, and which ſhe had abandoned fi 
ſhe ought to make uſe of it at this time ; which 
{ſhe ſhould negle&t to do, ſhe muſt expe to be cal. 
led ro a ſevere Account abour ir, by God AL 
mighty. 

He could not have given me a greater Advat- 
rage over him than this, at ſuch a Junfture, when 
to perſwade a Perſon to change her Religion, anl 
to leave the Kingdom with her Family, is looked 
upon in France, as one of the worlt Crimes that cat 
be committed. I wrote therefore a Letter u i 
accounteto the Marqueſs de Louvoiz, to defire him 
ſome means or other to deliver me and the w 
Province from a Perſon,who by his Intrigues,had a 
moſt brought me tothe brink of ruin. 

This Miniſter was pleaſed ro eſpouſe my Cauſe, 
and after Thad fent him a Memorandum, containi 
many Grievances. both in reſpe& of my ſelf, ant 
other Gentlemen of that Country, againſt chis Coun 
cellor, he diſpatch'd his Orders to Monſieur de R- 
bere, then Intendant of the Province of Poitou, to 
make a ſtrict Examination concerning his Behavz 


our, and it he found him guilty of what was lai 
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to his Charge, ro have him made an Example to 0- 
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thers. 

Next Dy I continued my A to Port 
Lois, for Monſieur de Vaux was by this time come 
to Samur, according to his Promite. As we pafs'd 
throughNanees,l went to fee a certainMerchant there, 
unco whom I uſed ſomerimes to fell my Wines ; he 
told me among other things, that he had underſtood - 
tharwhilſt I was lately in London, I had got into very 
good Acquaintance there, and that if any of my 
riends had Intereſt enough at that Court to pro- 
cure a Paſs for a certain Quantity of French Wines . 
and Brandies ro be Imporred there, he would not 
ofly buy all the Wines T had by me, ar a very good 
Price ; bur alſo beſides this, make me a Preſent of a 
thouſand Piſtoles. 

I muſt confeſs, ſuch a Wind-fall as this, would 
have been very welcome to me at that rime ; for be- 
ſides that, a thouſand Piſtols don't come amiſs to an 
rg 6 eſpecially in theſe hard Times; I had ul 
the Wines in my Cellar, which were made fince the 
beginning of this War, becauſe the Trade with 
Holland, whither the Wines of our Conn uſed to 
be moſt Tranſporred, was quite interrupted ; which 
had reduced many Gentlemen in the Comery to 4 
Starving Condition, who, though they had great 
plenty of Wines in their *vrany ae were noc able to 
raiſe any Money upon them to ſupply their preſenr 
occaſions, 

I rold the Merchant, that I would try what [ 
could do, andar the ſame time writ a Letter ro the 
Marqueſs de Louveis. 

T acquainted him with what had been propoſed to 
me by the Merchant at Nantes, and that conſidering 
the preſent Circumſtances of my Afﬀairs, he could 
not put'a greater Obligation upon me at thistime, 
than to give me leave ro take this occaſionof getting 
a Preſent of a thouſand Piſtols, and at the ſame 
time to rid my Hands of a great ſtore of Wines [

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would gratihe me in this point of getting a thoyfand 
Piſtoles ; and Toe for A——— , he-would fend 


me a Paſs from the French Court, without which, no 
Veſlel durſt ſtir out of the Port atthis time. He fur. 


ther adviſed me, to endeavour to make the Mex. 
chant allow me a more conſiderable Reward for 


extraordinary a Favour, a thouſand Piſtols being 


not an Equiyalentto what he was likely to get by 
the Bargain. 

After I had received this Letter, I thought my 
ſelf a+good as ſecure of the Money, not queltioning 
in the leaſt, but that my Intereſt was fo great 'in the 
Engliſh Court, (where I knew (cy would be very 

d to oblige me in a thing.that 


thereforeword to the Merchant, that he might rely 
upon it ; who thinking himſelf now ſure of the Bars 
gain, bought up great Quantities of Wine tor that 
purpoſe, and otfered to lay down ready Money for 
the three hundred Pipes, which I told him I hadin 
my Cellar ; but I would not accept of ir, till I had 
procured him the Paſs. Not but that ſuch a Sum

gave me an Account, how he had been brought 
into this misfortune, meerly by the Malice of the 
Commiſlary, who had ier'd fix of his Soldiers, 
under pretence that they were not Old enough for 
Service, to take this opportunity to ſend Word 46 
Coun, that his Company had not been Compleat ;'

on purpoſe to meer a certain perſon, whom he knew 
to be my Enemy, and with whom he had ſcarce 
acquaintance before; I told him further, thar, 
be could not attribute this forwardneſs of his to 
any thing elſe, bur ro hjs eagerneſs of hearkning to 
the infinuations of my Enemies, fo I had ever {1nce 
great account of his Friendſhip, tho' at the 
fame time I had been very careful in hiding my juſt 
reſentment againſt him, becauſe I was willing to 
Sacrihce my own pation to his Majeſty's Service, 
and the Laws of Hoſpitaliry, which muſt have 
been impaired, if I ſhould have gone abour to let 
him feel the eftects of my juſt reſentment. I took 
this dpportunity to give kim a ſuccin&t, but true ac- 
count of the whole matter, which had proy'd the 
occaſion of thoſe various reports raiſed againſt me; 
s imagining that by diſcovering the whole truth 
tw this Miniſter, I might in a great meaſure pre- 
went the il] conſequences, which Monkeur de Vaux's 
difcourſes would have brought upon ' me, if they 
thad made a real impreſſion upan his mind. 

I took al.o the Liberty to pur him in mind upon 
this occaſion, whar I had Writ to him before, con-

* Theſe Letters which were dictated ro me by 
the Marqueſs de Lowvois f as all the reſt had be 
before) being ſealed up in my preſence with the far 
Seal I always made uſe of, when I Writ into E 
land : he ordered me to return forthwith to Pa 
and for the future not to come to Mendon, unleh 
I wasſent for.

When I ſaw my ſelf Surrounded with ſo many 
Gentlemen, who all rely'd upon my aſliſtance, I

ueſs de Lowvois, and defired him to enable me ty 
iſcharge this Debt, which he promiſed me to! 
forthwith ; bur the time of the —— being ut 
expiring, without hearing any thing further tre 
this Mmiſter, I was put to a great Nonplus. Be 
happened juſt then to come to Paris, 1o that 
rook this opportunity to wait. on -him there, 
to put kim 1n mindot theBill of Exchange, whi 
was payable within two days after. He gave 
for Anfwer, that he had forgot to pertom what 
kad promiſed me, but that he was going to Verſai 
the next day, and immediately afrer his rety 
from thence, would take efte&ual care of the x 
ment of the faid Sum. Bur either he did forgets 
again, or eiſc he had no mind to think of it, (the 
of which ſeems moſt probable to me) for the d 
of payment came, and I had not one Shilling 
him to pay the Bill. 

This ditappointmert w. s followed by another 
it this Miniiter had failed in his promiſe concerni 
the payment of the Money, he was as careleſs 1 
perfoming it, in relation to thoſe French Office 
which he had promiſed totake off of my Hands 
a ſhort time, and were not in a capacity to ſub 
without my Aſſiſtance, I had no Sur-plus of 
ney ro fupply their wants, and the Inn-keepe 
where they Lodged, began to be very backward 
take my Word any further than they had done 
ready , conſidering that I had no ſettled Habirati 
either in ornear the Ciry of Paris.

telieve,' that at this time more than ever, he had ta- 
ken a reſolution to Sacrifice me for the publick In- 
mill tereſt, conſidering, (asI told you before) that he 
judged it more adviſeable, to let me fall as a Sacri- 
ere] fice ro the State, than to puniſh a great many of 
the Proteſtants, whom he knew to be 111 affected to 
the preſent Government in France. 
But whether I were miſtaken in my gueſs or nor, 
I was reſolved not to give him the leaſt occaſion of 
this nature, and fo carried thoſe Letters to him, 
Sealed up as they were delivered to me from the 
Poſt-houſe. Afrer he had peruſed them, he gave 
them to me, and told me thatat was time now to 
put a ſtop to our further Correſpondence with Eng- 
kend, and that I ſhould noc write any more, either 
to the Earl of $ or my Lord L 
who had ſent me theſe in anſwer to my laſt Letters 
'Fwrit by this Miniſter's direftion. They contain- 
ed-in ſubſtance, That they were not a little ſurpriz- 
edat the Advice I had given them in my laſt, be- 
cauſe they were aſſured from very good hands, and 
as were beyond all queſtion, that the Prote- 
ſtants in the Province of Poi&ou, were ready to haz- 
zard every thing for the recovery of the a of

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their Conſciences, and to free themſelves fron thy 
Bondage they groan'd under at this time; - tha 
therefore they would have me not be diſcourg

gin. But itſeems it is a natural defe&t in Manking, 
not to make uſe of the fame fore{ight in our own 
Affairs, as we do in others, which. made me not 
to be in the leaſt aware of the Snare that wa 
intended: for me, till I was catch'd in it, paſt ws 
treating.

body. I firſt gave notice of this Contrivance to a 
certain German, one of our fellow Priloners, who 
found means ro communicate ir to the reſt, and fo 
we kept up our Correſpondence together for two

In themean time I got anvther Chamber-fcllow, 
whoſe Name was Villzroy, a Native of Lorrain of the 
of Vaucouleurs, who had been an Othcer in the 
Swi: Regiment of Surlauben, I ask'd him upon 
what account he had been fent to the Baſ/tile 2 
(wherehe remains Priſoner to this Nay.) If it be true 
what he ſays, his oaly Crime was to have: been fo 
nate, as to be beloved by a certain Lady of 
Quality, whoſe Husband having conceived ſome 
1e at him, prevailed with the Marqueſs de: 
Lowvoss, to ſend him to Prion. I muſt confeſs, he

[t is to be obſerved, That theſe Ropes belonged ta 
che Lady Curton, Daughter ro the Governor of thi 
Baſtile, and were made ule of, to draw up the 
into the Hay-loft, for the uſe of her kiorſes, wh 
ſhe reſided at Paris: Her Servants had left them m 
this Room, together with ſome odd Houſe- hold 
Goods, as they were going into the Country of 4« 
vorgne, where the Marqueſs her Husband, had 4 
very good Eſtate. I ſpoke of it to Villeroy, and he, 
andTI, and my Servant, ( who was a very C 
Rogue ) had another Conſultation how to convey 

: theſe Ropes into our Chamber, withour being per- 
ceived by the Turn-key ; my Valet undertook the 
"Task, and the better to encompaſs it, he put od 
the fame Night he intend ro go abour it, an Old 
Night Gown, which I had given him before. As 
ſoon as he heaxd the Turn-key rattle his Keys neat 
our Chamber, he threw himſelf upon the Bed, pre 
trending he was not yery well ; and after the Turg-

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key was come in, he feigned himſelf ſo weak, as 
farce to be able to crawl into the next Room, where 
pretended to look into an Old Ward-r chad, 
_ means got ſight of the Ropes; their bulk 
a little furprize him ar firſt, but atter the Turn- 
key was gone, he told us, he would not deſiſt till 
he had conveyed them to us, provided we would 
take care to entertain the Turn-key the next day, 
for ſome time, which we promiſed to do. 

-- Purſuant to our pr we diverted him the 
next day a conſiderable time, with variety of Dif. 
courſe, which gave my Valet the opportunity to en- 
compaſs his part of the deſign, fo that all we had 
to do now, was to fave our ſelves through the Win- 
dow by the help of theſe Ropes. 

Bur before I would make my eſcape, I had a mind 
to bid farewell ro the Duke de la Force, who being a 
Priſoner in another Tower, not far diſtant from 
ours ; we had kept a continual Correſpondence to- 
giber, ever ſince I was a Priſoner in the Baſtile, by 

help of a hole which reach'd quite thro* the 
Wall. I was not very willing his Servants ſhould 
be Witnefles of what I had to Communicate to 
him ; which made me Write a Letcer, in which I 
gave him an account of my deſign, and conveyed ir 
w him by the help of an Engine, which reach'd 
from one fide of the hole to the other. 

He had no fooner read the Letter, and pauſed a 
little upon the matter, bur he ſent me an Anſwer by 
the fame Engine, in which he told me, that he 
could not believe otherwiſe, bur that my caſe muſt 
be much worſe than it had been repreſented to him, 
by me, for without that, he could ſcarce imagine 
how I could pitch upon fuch an expedient as this, ro 
obtain my Liberty. I would do very well to 
take it once more intMerzous Conſideration ; for, be- 
lides that I was to put my Life in moſt Eminent 
danger, by letting my felt down by a Rope from 
the Tower; which was near Fourſcore Foot high, 
if T happened to fucceed in this, I ought to confi-

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hercafter ; that therefore, if 1 knew my felt 

he would not diflwade me from attempting it, but 
if not, ®he could not adviſe mein the leaſt ro 
That if nevertheleſs I perſiſted in my refolvtiony.

that his adviſe was, to conlider once more of it 
fore I pur it in execution. His Reaſons had 
powerful aninfluence over me that I began really 
ponder again the matter with all the ſeriou 
Cats , and after ] had maturely weighed 
all the Circumſtances, and dangerous Conſeques 
ces that were likely to attend it, I reſolved ty 
hearken to his Counſel ; this made metell Villerg, 
tht if he thought fit, he mighr ſave himſelf along 
and that I would not hinder his efcape , but fx 
my part, I had altered my mind.

- The an{werl gave ro my Siſter, was, thacI could 
ve her no greater and more convincingProof of my 
maocence, than her being admitted to fee me at her 
firſt Requeſt, which was never granted to ſuch as are 
guilty of avy capital Crime; beſides that, I had 
not been under Examination, and what is more, I 
ever have been Examined all this while fince 
ama Priſoner inthe Baſtile, an evident proof that 
was only pitch'd upon to ſerve for an unfortunate 
Victim, to be Sacrificed for the Intereſt of the 
Stare. This may, perhaps, ſeem ſtrange ro ſome 
who are unacquainted with the preſent State of Af- 
fairs in France ; but I can afſure you.that I am not the 
only Perſon under theſe unhappy Circumſtances ; I 
fay I am not the only Perſon who have been thrown 
into'this diſmal Priſon to ſerve a State's rurnupon an 
acca{zon ; there being ro my own certain knowledge, 
above thirty more, who are not guilty of any 
thing elſe but to be ſo unfortunate, as to Croc been

As often as my Siſter came to ſee me, ſhe uſed 
commonly to pay 'a Viſit ro Monſieur de Baiſe-

accuſed of being acceſfary ro a Crime committed 
by a certain Canon of that City , which brought 
him to a faral end, of which I ſhall have occaſion 
to ſay more hereafter. The third, whoſe Name 
was Ras, was a Native of Roan in Normandy, and 
by his Profeflion, a Phyſician. His Crime was ra- 
ther of a more hainous nature than that for which 
the Canon fuffered, buthe had the good Fortune, to 
come off at a cheaper rate. He was accuſed of 
having made a compa with the Devil, by which 
means he had Debauched ſeveral Women, and com- 
mitred mzny other enormous Crimes of that nature, 
too many to be mentioned here. Upon Examinats 
on, he could not deny before the Judge, {which he 
alfo owned to me in private) that he had made fe- 
veral Women miſcarry. He alſo Forged, or cauſ- 
cd to be-Forged, certain Letters Parents of the Roy- 
al Chancery, by vertue of which, he was qualified 
ro exerciſe the Profetiion of a Chymical Phyſician ; 
the PreEtice of Chymiſtry being not allowed to 
any body, bur fach as have obtained a Grant for it 
from the King. There were three more who had 
been Accomplices in all his Crimes, except in that 
of Forging the Letters Patents, One was a Lieutenant 
of a Ship, the other two were called Mire and Suart, 
who had paid with their Lives for it. Burt this 
Phylician made good the old Proverb, that The 
Gallows are built not ſo much for thoſe that are moſt Guil- 
#7, as for thoſe that are moſt Unfortunate, For he hav- 
img a Couſin who was Gentleman of the Horſe ro 
the Marqueſs de Lowvois, his Intereſt prevailed fo 
far in his behalf, that he was not Executed withthe 
reft, though they both at their Tryal, and at their

But notwithſtanding their 
Accufation, and ſeveral other Proofs againſt him, 
he had the good luck to eſcape, and was ſent from 
the ordinary Priſon to the Baſtile, which is always 
look” as 2 Omen 1m ſuch a caſe, rowards 
the obtatning of a Pardon ; and it happens fre- 
quently, that aftey they have ler them undergo a 
Ficiont Penance by ſoine years Impriſonment, 
they are afterwards fer at Liberty. 
He ſtaid within the ſame Chamber for ſome time, 
and had a ſevere falling out with Mallet before his re- 
moval, occaſioned by the Roguery of my Valee du 
Chamber, who being an arch Wag, had almoſt made 
Mallee run Diſtratted. Nay, he ated his part fo to 
the life, and carried his Roguiſh Pranks on to that 
height, rhat he pur the whole Baſti/e in an uproar, 
not excepting the' Governour himſelf, I muſt own 
this Fellow was the only Comfort I had left me in 
this diſmal Prifon, becauſe he would now and then 
play ſome of his mad pranks, which made me often 
gh, when elſe I had no great inclination to ir. 
Nor but that he ſometimes had alſo his Melancholy 
Fits, as all Priſoners have at one time or other, 
without exception. But his facetious Temper had 
ſuch an Aſcendant over them, that for the moſt 
part, he was as merry and brisk as it he had been at 
a Wedding, or any other plcafant Paſtime. Vileroy 
was a Perſon much of the ſame Temper, which 
made him frequently divert himſelf with my Valet, 
and they were become ſo familiar together, that he 
pfed ro play him ſeveral little Tricks. My Valet being 
reſolved once for all ro be even with him, and hav- 
ing heard him talk often of a certain Miſtriſs of his 
whom he refpe&ed much, and from whom he ha 
ſome Letters, which he preſerved with a great deal 
of care, found means however, to get one of them, 
and was fo induſtrious in Counterfeiting her Hind, 
that you would have ſworn it was the ſame, with 
oi + elf. wg _ 
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no other purpoſe, than to put his Roguery upon 
Villeroy, 
Whilſt he was only watching an Opportunity to 
ut his deſign in Execution, Vileroy, whoſ 
houghts were much taken up with his Miſtriſs, 
fell one Night a raving in his Sleep about her, 
whom he dream'd tobe dead, and told us his Dream 
(which was the occaſion of his being thus diſturbed 
in his Sleep) the next day my arch Rogue was near 
enough to underſtand every word he faid, but for 
fear of being ſuſpe&ed, he pretended to be buſic 
about ſomething or other, as if he did not mind our 
Diſcourſe. The next following Night he faſtned a 
ſmall Cord to the lower end of the Quilt of his 
Bed, and watch'd the Opportunity when he found 
Viller»y to be awake, and fo gently, and by degrees 
ull'd rhe faid Quilt from Villeroy. Villeroy findin 
imſelf uncovered, roſe up in Bed to ſee what coul 
be the matrer, but not perceiving any thing, he 
was pullingtheQuile up again; but whilſt he held 
at one end, my Servant took care to draw it back- 
wards at the fame time, which together with the 
Dream he had had ſometime before, pur him into 
ſuch a fright, that he began to cry out aloud, and 
to call to me and my Servant for help, You muſt 
know, that my Vale: had given me ro underſtand 
betoze-band, what prank he intended to play him, 
and it was accordingly agreed among us, that when 
Vilercy ſhould call out for help, he ſhould be the 
rſt that ſhould anſwer him. Purſuant to this Agre- 
ment, he ask'd him what wasthe matter, and what 
be would have with him? And I feigning my ſelf 
tro be half alleep,ask'dhim immcdiately after,whathe 
wanted ? Vill:roy _ that we were bath in 
Bed, was ten times more. atrighted than before ; 
for being ſenſible that Male, Qourlansand Ras, our 
three Chamber-Fellows, who bad been there not a- 
bove three days, would ſcarce dare to be ſo bold 
as ro prerend to puta trick upon him, and that they 
Nepr all three fo heartily, chat he could plainly hear 
ther ſnore, he could not þut imagine it was on 
pirit 
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Spirit or other ; ſothat without any further Heſita- 
tion upon the matter, he frankly rold us , how his 
' Quilrhad been drawn from him ſeveral times. He 
then rehearſed to us his Dream about his Miſtriſs's 
Death, adding, that he was now convinced, it was 
too t00 true, 1t being no body elſe but her, that did 
now come to Torment him. 

Ras continued all this while faſt aſleep, fo that 
you might hear him ſnore all over the Room, but 
Dourlans and Mallet being awakened in the mean 
while, and hearing Villeroy tell his Story with fo 
much earneſtneſs, Mallee told him, he had beſt not 
not trouble his Head with ſuch fantaſtical Notions, 
becauſe the Dead never uſed to riſe out 'of their 
Graves; and that it was nothing but the ſtrength of 
his Imagination, which, whilſt he was halt a fleep, 
made him fancy ſuch ſtrange things.

lieve a hay we but that whatever they might 

retend ro, he was ſure there was one, and that th:

thought ir the beſt way to joyn with Villerey and 
Dourlans, and ſo gave my Judgment on their fide. 
But my unlucky Valet, whowas reſolved not to ſpoil 
the ſport, went further than all the reſt ; for he had 
a Story ready at hand, which he related to us in a 
very grave tone, and which he avowed to have hap- 
pened to his own Mother, to convince us, that there 
wascertainly ſuch athing as Apparitions, Mallee how- 
ever perlilted in his former Opinion againſt iu, and

e the vanity of ours, that we ſpent the greateſt

bout 'Two hours before mp6. 6 & my Vatet 


took this Opportunity tounloote r ng Where. 
with he had pulled the Quiit, and foto fleep he 
went, as if he had had no Finger in-the Pye. The 
next Morning we were no ſooner got out of Bed, 
but we begun ro realſume the former Theme, 'and 
to argue upon what it could be that had happened 
ro VilleFcy the laſt Night. Ras was the only Perſon 
who ſaid little to the matter, beczuſe he knew no. 
thing of it, which made us ask him, how it could 
be poſhible for him to ſleep all the while when we 
made ſuch a noiſe and clamour enough to have put 


the whole Bz/tile iu an Alarm ; which he anſwered 


only with a ſmile. "Towards Evening, Villeroy being 
forely atraid of another viſtitfrom his Ghoſt, deſired 
me by all means to let my Valee put his Bed cloſe 
to the Feet of his. This was Nuts for this unlucky 
Bzſtard, who being now ſo near to him, had the 
better opportunity ro Torment him in the ſame 
manner, at his own leiſure.

Mallet went on in his old Tune, and faid-it was 
an Old Womans ſtory ; but Vilerey lik'd it fo well, 
that he reſolved to try it the very next Night. Ac- 
cordingly, he took half a Sheer of fine white Paper, 
acatly cut, ( of which my Wife had brought us 
ſome Quires ) this he laid upon the Table, juſt be- 
fore he was going to bed, at which Mel/er could not 
forbear to laugh heartily. My Valet, who obſerved 
every thing that paſs'd, rook the firſt opportunity, 
2s ſoon as we were all gone to Bed, to take away 
that half Sheer of Paper, and in lieu of it, laid ano- 
ther of the ſame Bigneſs, Subſtance, and Fineneſs, 
which he had raken out of my Parcel ( which was 
the very ſame oo} upon which he had before- 
hand Written, theſe following Words; Repent, Re- 
pent of your Sins commited in ſuch and ſuch a place, 
and let Prayers be offered" for me to God Almighty, 

This he did as ſoon as the Candle was pur our, 
and ſo to bed he went, where he lay watching til} 
Villeroy was faln alleep. Then he began to play 

' his old Game with pulling the Quilt, and tormen- 
ting the poor Gentlemen to that degree, that bein 
awakened he cry'd out for a Candle. My Valet dil 
at firſt as if he did not hear him ; but being forced to 
riſe by his repeated exclamations, fell a grumbling, 
becauſe he made him riſe at that time of the 


Night. 

The Candle was no ſooner Lighted, but V;0:roy 
got our of the Bed, and in a trembling Poſture went 
towards the "Table, ro ſee whether there was any 
News from his ſuppoſed dead Miſtreſs. As ſoon as 
he perceived the Writing, he call'd to me to be an 
Eye Witneſs, of what he thought could be no leſs 
than a Miracle.

My Wike ha pening at that time to be 
very ill, and conſequently being not in a condition 
ro undertake the ſhe prevailed upon my 
eldeſt hter and her Husband to eome to Pars, 
Accordingly ſhe addrefs'd her ſelf to the Governor 
of the Baſtile, who began to rehearſe the old Story 
to her, and ro'tell her, that ſhe would a& a very 
i1mprudent part to ſee me in that Condition I was in 
then, and that rho' her Husband were never ſo-fond 


of her, it could not, but be a great diſſatisfaction to-

- Aattered my ſelf that by his afb I might have 
a Letter {ent to my Spouſe ; for not having received 
the leaſt Mnſwer upon all thoſe I had writ before, I 
could not but imagine, that they had miſcarried. 
I did, Ifay, flatter my ſelf, that the Marqueſs 4: 
Crufſol, being a Perſon of Quality, his Inclinations 
would be anfwerable to his Extraction, and that con- 
ſequently he would be glad to an Obligatien 
upon another Gentleman his Fellow-Priſoner, in a 
cale which might be done without the leaſt trouble 
on his fide, becauſe all thoſe who are Priſoners at 
large in the Baſtile, have the liberty of _a—_ their 
Servants abroad; when and where they pleaſe, and 
of ſeeing their Friends without Controul. 

I did put my delign in Execution without much 
dificulty, and fo ſtreight I went to the Marquis de 
Cruſſol his Chamber, which I was not unacquainted 
with, becaule I could look to it by the means of a 
hole I had made on one fide of mine, from whence 
| uſed to ſee him look frequently out of his Window. 
After I had pay'd him the uſual reſpe&, I told him 
what my Requeſt was, which he promiſed me gene-

I did not think it my beſt 
way to tarry long with the Marqueſs de Cruſſe, for 
fear the Turn-Key ſhould make a noiſe at our Cham- 
ber-Door, for, I had taken care to nail a Board on 
the inſide of our Window, to prevent his calling 
for help from thence. But, as I was returning to 
our Chamber, I met with Monſieur Foncas, {o' that 
looking upon this as rhe moſt ſeaſonable opportuni- 
ty that could happen, to make an excuſe tor what I 


| had done to the Turn-Key, (which is look'd upon 


as a conſiderable Crime there) Ibegan to make hea- 
vy Complaints againſt him ; but all what I could 
this point ſtood me bur in little ſtead ; for 
the Governour Monſieur de Baiſenaux, who ſoon 
gueſs'd at the true meaning of it, would not let me 
come oft unpuniſh'd, and therefore removed me out 
of my Chamber, which was a pretty good one, to 
a much worſe Lodging, which by reaſon of its 
Dampnefs, occaſioned a Rheumatiſm, which took 
away the ufe of my Limbs all over one fide of my 
Body. Notwithſtanding which, the Governour did 
not take the leaſt care to appoint me a more conve- 
nient Lodging, till the Phyſician of the Baſti/e put 
; hr,that in all likelihood I had nor long 
to live. This was the ſame Phyſician I had occaſion 
to ſpeak of before, and I muſt confeſs, that if my 
reſent Circumſtances had not been ſuch, asto leave 
me not the leaſtroom for Mirth,I could have laugh'd 
heartily-at his Ignorance. For you muſÞknow, that 
being almoſt Blind, he laid hold of my Arm above 
the w in order to feel my Pulſe, inſtead of ta- 
king hold of my Hand,and very ſeriouſly told Mon- » 
fieur Foncas, who was comealong with him, that my 
Pulſe was very weak, but he perceived no ſigns of - 
a Fever; which made Foncas Smile, and I could not 
forbear telling him, rhat I thought the King might 
_— FEET a J very 
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very well ſave the Money he gave him ; far belidey' 
that I knew him by Experienceto be no great Can- 
qurer in his Profethon, and conſequently expeRed 
NO great morrer from him, he had made me a Com- 
pliment when he viſited me firſt of all, which was 
notat all pleaſing tro me. For being a Creature of 
the Governour's, he very gravely told me, that the 
Champer I was in now, was a very handſome 
Lodging, and that Monſieur de Baiſenaux could not 

ve pitch'd upon a more convenient one for me 
in the whole Baſtile ; though at the ſame time he 
knew that theChamber he had ſecn me in hefore, 
was much more handſome and healthful. 'T: 
though I made preiting inſtances to, be remoy 
from thence, I could not obtain that Favour, and 
ſaw my ſelf under a necciiity to continue there du- 
ringthe whole time myDiſtemper laſted, which was a- 
bove ſix weeks; and to mend the matter, I had no 
body allott'd me to attend me in lieu of my Ser- 
vant, who hadleft me ſome time before, and I haye 
all the reaſon in the World to believe, that for theſe 
four Years laſt paſt, the Governor has received an 
Allowancefor him from the King, though I have 
not been in the leaſt the better for it. After (x 
Weeks were expired, 1 began to be able to ſtir my 
ſelf alittle again, butinſo weak a condition, that 
the Turn-key was forced to Dreſs and Undreſs me 
every day, the uſe of all my Limbs having been 
taken away from, me. My Faod was ſuitable to 
my Attendance, for I had nothing more but my or- 
dinary Allowance, and it happening juſt in Leot- 
time, my chief Nouriſhment was Peale, and now 
and then a ſmall piece of a Carp. 

Fhus I centinued for rwo Months longer in g 
ſtate of mea ency; and was ſcarce well re- 
covered, when two days before the Feaſt of Sr. 
Gobn, | was ſuddenly, as I was fitting at Table, feiz- 
ed with an Apoplexy. I had forgat to tell you be- 
ſore, that ever ace I had been removed our of my 
hrſt Chamber, V:leroy had been ſeparated from me ; 
ſ> that during the whole time of my laſt Sickneſs, 1 
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' was left deſtitute of all Company, unleſs when 1 
ſaw the Turn-key. This proved the more unfor- 
wer I, I _- * to pe quite ty 
Was with thi exy, and as1 
fell from m ir with heHead upon the Grounds 
dangerous Contuſion enſued, which I was not - 
ble of ar firſt, but proved very troubleſome in its 
conſequence. It was not long before the Turn-key 
coming up in order to take away the Table-Cloarh, 
he found me lying upon the Floor without ſenſe ar 
motion. But this worthy Pillar of the Baſti/e was fo 
little moved gx the fight of it, that without givin 
himſelfany trouble heleft me as I was, 
went about his buſineſs, as if it had not been worth 
his while to trouble himſelf about a matter af ſo 
licrle moment ; and all rhe excuſe he made, when 
he was called in queſtion about it afterwards, was, 
that he thought had been troubled with the Falling- 
Sickneſs, 
Villeroy, who had his Lodgings in a Chamber juſt 
mine, and uſed to talk with me ſome- 
Atimes througha hole which he had made in the Ciel- 
ing did call to me aloud, but finding me to give 
him no anſwer, began to ſuſpe&t ſome ſiniſter Ac. 
cidenthad beſallen me. This made him call to one 
of the Soldiers, who ſtand Sentinels all about the 
Baftile, to prevent the Eſcape of any Priſoners, or 
their having any Correſpondence together through 
the Windows, Villeroy, I ſay, deſired one of theſe 
Sentinels to give notice roſome of the Officers be- 
longing tothe Baſtile, that they muſt with all ſpeed 
come to my Chamber. ; 
They came accordingly, and ſeeing me in the 
ſame Condition, as I rold you before, ſent forthwith 
a Meſſenger to fetch the @ weary belonging to 
the Baſtile ; but as he dwelt e halt a Leagre from 
thence, ſoit was a whole Hour before he came to 
- adminiſter his Remedies, fuch as they were; for I 
believe moſt People will eafily grant me, that «he 
Advice of an Apothecary in fo nice a caſeas this, 1s 


not much to be rely'd on. 
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I will however give him thus far his due, that he 
was a tolerable g Maſterof his Art, and. in this 
reſpe&t I was more obliged to them than if rhey had 
ſent for the Chirurgeon of the Priſon, 'who had 
learn'd his Trade and ſerv'd his Apprenticeſhip no 
where but in the Governor's Houſe, whoſe Do- 
meſtick Servant he aQtually is to this Day, and has 
obtained this Employment (for which he has an 
anpey Sallery of four hundred Livres Trend by 
is Maſter's Intereſt, who thus pays him his Wages
